TOWN  CLERK  AND  ACCOUNTANT’S  STATEMENT 
TO  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  annual  report  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  for  1995  is  hereby  submitted.  Included  in  this  report 
is  a  summary  of  the  major  activities  that  transpired  in  the  Office  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  during 
fiscal  1995. 


TOWN  CLERK’S  REPORT 

The  following  represents  a  summary  of  some  of  the  significant  events  in  the  Town  Clerk's  facet  of  this 
department  during  1995. 

Licenses  and  permits  issued: 

The  issuance  of  various  licenses  and  permits  through  this  office  resulted  in  a  collection  of  $79,832  in  fees  to 
be  used  to  offset  the  tax  levy  in  FY  1995. 

Elections: 

During  Fiscal  1995  the  Town  Clerk's  Office  presided  over  four  (4)  elections.  Complete  results  are  listed 
elsewhere  in  this  report. 

Census  and  Voter  Registration: 

The  results  of  the  January  1995  census  conducted  by  this  office  revealed  that  there  were  28,490  residents  in 
Norwood.  The  number  of  registered  voters  in  Norwood  in  1995  totaled  15,702.  The  following  analysis  of 
the  population  and  number  of  registered  voters  in  Norwood  in  the  last  five  (5)  years  reveals  a  continued 
condition  of  stability,  with  negligible  growth  or  decline  patterns  noted.

In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  governing  elections,  the 
voting  precincts  designated  for  their  districts  were  fitted  up  as  polling  places,  a  place  railed  off  and 
compartments  provided  for  the  convenience  of  voters  in  marking  their  ballots,  and  each  compartment  was 
supplied  with  cards  of  instruction  and  other  necessary  facilities. 
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Cards  of  instruction  and  specimen  ballots  were  posted  in  five  different  parts  of  each  polling  place 
outside  the  railing.  The  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  delivered  to  the  ballot  clerks  packages  marked 
"Official  Ballots  September  20,  1994"  and  their  receipts  thereof. 

The  Ballot  Clerks  were  provided  with  duplicate  sets  of  registered  voters  of  the  Town,  as  prepared 
by  the  Registrars  of  Voters  for  use  at  this  election.  They  were  supplied  with  official  ballots  taken  from  the 
packages  received  from  the  Town  Clerk  and  were  stationed  by  the  entrances  and  exits  of  the  polling  places 
with  instructions  to  deliver  such  ballots  only  to  voters  whose  names  were  found  and  checked  on  the  voting 
list.  The  ballot  boxes  used  in  elections  were  opened  in  public  meeting,  examined  by  the  Wardens  and  other 
officials  and  found  to  be  empty.  The  registers  were  then  set  to  zero. 

The  polls  were  declared  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  at  7:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  were 
declared  closed  at  8:00  P.M.  At  the  close  of  the  polls  an  actual  canvass  of  the  ballots  showed  that  four 
thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty-one  (4,231)  votes  were  cast  in  the  Democratic  Party  and  one  thousand  one 
hundred  and  ninety-three  (1,193)  votes  were  cast  in  the  Republican  Party. 

The  names  checked  on  the  voting  list  by  the  ballot  clerks  at  the  entrances  of  each  polling  place  were 
counted  and  found  to  agree,  and  the  total  number  of  names  so  checked  equalled  the  same  as  above,  five 
thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty-four  (5,424).

As  provided  in  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  57,  an  application  for  a  license  or 
permit,  or  the  renewal  or  transfer  thereof,  may  be  denied,  revoked  or  suspended  by  any  licensing  authority 
of  the  Town  if  the  person,  corporation  or  business  enterprise  seeking  such  application,  renewal  or  transfer 
has  neglected  or  refused  to  pay  any  local  taxes,  fees,  assessments,  betterments  or  any  other  municipal 
charges. 

2.  The  Collector  of  Taxes  and  any  other  Town  official  responsible  for  collecting  a  municipal  fee  or 
charge,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  Town  Official,  shall  annually  furnish  to  the  licensing  authorities  of  the 
Town  a  list  of  any  person,  corporation,  or  business  enterprise,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  party,  that  has 
neglected  or  refused  to  pay  any  local  taxes,  fees,  assessments,  betterments  or  other  municipal  charges  for 
not  less  than  a  (12)  month  period  except  those  parties  who  have  filed  in  good  faith  a  pending  application  for 
an  abatement  of  such  tax  or  a  pending  petition  before  the  appellate  tax  board. 

3.  The  licensing  authority  may  deny,  revoke  or  suspend  any  license  or  permit  including  renewals  and 
transfers  of  any  party  whose  name  appears  on  said  list  furnished  by  the  Town  Official;  provided  however, 
that  written  notice  is  given  to  the  party  and  the  Town  Official  supplying  a  list,  and  the  party  is  given  a 
hearing  to  be  held  not  earlier  than  fourteen  (14)  days  after  said  notice.  Said  list  shall  be  prima  facie 
evidence  for  denial,  revocation  or  suspension  of  said  license  or  permit  to  any  party.  The  Town  Official 
shall  have  the  right  to  intervene  in  any  hearing  conducted  with  respect  to  such  license  denial,  revocation  or 
suspension.  Anv  findings  made  by  the  licensing  authority  with  respect  to  such  license  denial,  revocation  or 
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suspension  shall  be  made  only  for  the  purposes  of  such  proceeding  and  shall  not  be  relevant  to  or  introduced 
in  any  other  proceeding  at  law,  except  for  any  appeal  from  such  licensing  denial,  revocation  or  suspension. 
Any  license  or  permit  denied,  suspended  or  revoked  under  this  section  shall  not  be  reissued  or  renewed  until 
the  licensing  authority  received  a  certificate  issued  by  the  Town  Official  that  the  party  is  in  good  standing 
with  respect  to  any  and  all  local  taxes,  fees,  assessments,  betterments  or  other  municipal  charges,  payable  to 
the  Town  as  of  the  date  of  issuance  of  said  certificate. 

4.  Any  party  shall  be  given  an  opportunity  to  enter  into  a  payment  agreement,  thereby  allowing  the 
licensing  authority  to  issue  a  certificate  indicating  said  limitations  to  the  license  or  permit  and  the  validity  of 
said  license  shall  be  conditioned  upon  the  satisfactory  compliance  with  said  agreement.  Failure  to  comply 
with  said  agreement  shall  be  grounds  for  the  suspension  or  revocation  of  said  license  or  permit;  provided, 
however,  that  the  holder  be  given  notice  and  a  hearing  as  required  by  applicable  provisions  of  this  by-law. 

5.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  waive  such  denial,  suspension  or  revocation  if  it  finds  there  is  no 
direct  or  indirect  interest  by  the  property  owner,  its  officers  or  stockholders,  if  any,  or  members  of  his 
immediate  family,  as  defined  in  Massachusetts  General  Law  Section  One  of  Chapter  Two  hundred  and 
sixty-eight,  in  the  business  or  activity  conducted  in  or  on  said  property.

associations  dispensing  food  or  beverage  licenses,  Section  Twenty-One  of  Chapter  One  hundred  and  forty; 
dog  licenses,  Section  One  hundred  and  thirty-seven  of  Chapter  One  hundred  and  forty;  fishing,  hunting, 
trapping  license,  Section  Twelve  of  Chapter  One  hundred  and  thirty-one;  marriage  licenses,  Section 
Twenty-eight  of  Chapter  Two  hundred  and  seven  and  theatrical  events,  public  exhibition  permits,  Section 
One  hundred  and  eighty-one  of  Chapter  One  hundred  forty,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter.

The  Ballot  Clerks  were  provided  with  duplicate  sets  of  registered  voters  of  the  Town,  as  prepared 
by  the  Registrars  of  Voters  for  use  at  this  election.  They  were  supplied  with  official  ballots  taken  from  the 
packages  received  from  the  Town  Clerk  and  were  stationed  by  the  entrances  and  exits  of  the  polling  places 
vyith  instructions  to  deliver  such  ballots  only  to  voters  whose  names  were  found  and  checked  on  the  voting 
list.  The  ballot  boxes  used  in  elections  were  opened  in  public  meeting,  examined  by  the  Wardens  and  other 
officials  and  found  to  be  empty.  The  registers  were  then  set  to  zero. 
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The  polls  were  declared  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  at  7:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  were 
declared  closed  at  8:00  P.M.  At  the  close  of  the  polls  an  actual  canvass  of  the  ballots  showed  that  twelve 
thousand  four  hundred  and  thirty-nine  (12,439)  votes  were  cast.

REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  CLERK 


The  Ballot  Clerks  were  provided  with  duplicate  sets  of  registered  voters  of  the  Town,  as  prepared 
by  the  Registrars  of  Voters  for  use  at  this  election.  They  were  supplied  with  official  ballots  taken  from 
the  packages  received  from  the  Town  Clerk  and  were  stationed  by  the  entrances  and  exits  of  the  polling 
places  with  instructions  to  deliver  such  ballots  only  to  voters  whose  names  were  found  and  checked  on 
the  voting  list.  The  ballot  boxes  used  in  elections  were  opened  in  public  meeting,  examined  by  the 
Wardens  and  other  officials  and  found  to  be  empty.  The  registers  were  then  set  to  zero. 

The  polls  were  declared  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  at  7:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  were 
declared  closed  at  8:00  P.M.  At  the  close  of  the  polls  an  actual  canvass  of  the  ballots  showed  that  five 
thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty  (5,350)  votes  were  cast. 

The  names  checked  on  the  voting  list  by  the  ballot  clerks  at  the  entrances  of  each  polling  place 
were  counted  and  found  to  agree,  and  the  total  number  of  names  so  checked  equalled  the  same  as  above, 
five  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty  (5,350).

Independent  Auditors'  Report 


The  Board  of  Selectmen 

Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts: 


We  have  audited  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts,  as 
of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1995,  as  listed  in  the  accompanying  table  of  contents.  These 
general  purpose  financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Town's  management.  Our 
responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  general  purpose  financial  statements  based  on  our 
audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and  Government 
Auditing  Standards ,  issued  by  the  Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States.  Those  standards  require 
that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis, 
evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  general  purpose  financial  statements.  An  audit 
also  includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by  management, 
as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  financial  statement  presentation.  We  believe  that  our  audit  provides  a 
reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

The  Town  has  not  maintained  records  of  the  cost  of  its  general  fixed  assets  and,  therefore,  a  general 
fixed  asset  account  group  is  not  presented  in  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  as 
required  by  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  the  omission  of  a  general  fixed  asset  group  of  accounts  results  in  an 
incomplete  presentation,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all 
material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts,  at  June  30,  1995, 
and  the  results  of  its  operations  and  cash  flows  of  its  nonexpendable  trust  funds  for  the  year  then 
ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

The  unaudited  schedules  of  historical  pension  information  on  pages  23  and  24  are  not  a  required  part 
of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  but  are  supplementary  information  required  by  the 
Governmental  Accounting  Standards  Board.  We  have  applied  certain  limited  procedures,  which 
consisted  principally  of  inquiries  of  management  regarding  the  methods  of  measurement  and 
presentation  of  the  supplementary  information.  However,  we  did  not  audit  the  information  and 
express  no  opinion  on  it.

June  30,  1995 


(1)  Reporting  Entity 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Statement  No.  14  of  the  Governmental  Accounting 
Standards  Board,  The  Financial  Reporting  Entity  ("GASB  14"),  the  accompanying  general 
purpose  financial  statements  present  the  Town  of  Norwood  (the  primary  government)  and  its 
component  unit.  The  component  unit  discussed  below  is  included  in  the  Town's  reporting 
entity  because  of  the  significance  of  its  operational  and  financial  relationship  with  the  Town. 

General 

The  Town  of  Norwood  is  governed  by  an  elected  five-member  Board  of  Selectmen. 
Generally  accepted  accounting  principles  (GAAP)  require  that  the  accompanying  general 
purpose  financial  statements  present  the  Town  of  Norwood  (the  primary  government)  and  its 
component  units. 

Individual  Component  Unit  Disclosure 

Component  units  provide  services  entirely  or  almost  entirely  to  the  Town  or  otherwise  almost 
exclusively  to  benefit  the  Town,  even  though  certain  services  are  not  provided  directly  to  it. 
Although  legally  separate,  all  component  units  are  reported  as  if  they  were  part  of  the  primary 
government;  a  method  of  inclusion  known  as  blending.  A  description  of  the  component  unit 
and  its  relationship  with  the  Town  is  as  follows: 

Norwood  Retirement  System  (System)  -  The  System  is  a  defined  benefit  contributory 
retirement  system  created  under  state  statute.  It  is  administered  by  a  Retirement  Board 
comprised  of  three  members:  the  Town  Accountant  who  serves  as  ex-officio;  an 
individual  elected  by  participants  in  the  System;  and  an  individual  chosen  by  the  other 
two  members  or  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  if  the  other  two  do  not  agree.  The 
System  provides  pension  benefits  to  retired  Town  employees.  Complete  financial 
statements  for  the  System  can  be  obtained  from  the  Office  of  the  Retirement  Board, 
Norwood  Town  Hall,  566  Washington  Street,  Room  39,  Norwood,  Massachusetts 
02062. 

Joint  Venture 

The  Town  has  entered  into  a  joint  venture  with  other  municipalities  to  pool  resources  and 
share  the  costs,  risk  and  rewards  of  providing  goods  or  services  to  venture  participants 
directly,  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  general  public  or  specified  recipients.  The  following  is  the 
Town's  joint  venture,  the  address  where  the  joint  venture  financial  statements  are  available, 
its  purpose,  and  the  annual  assessment  paid  by  the  Town  in  1995.

(2)  Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

(a)  Basis  of  Presentation 

The  financial  condition  and  results  of  operations  of  the  Town's  funds  are  presented  as  of  and  for 
the  year  ended  June  30,  1995.  The  Town's  Retirement  System  is  presented  as  of  and  for  the 
year  ended  December  31,  1994.  The  accounting  policies  of  the  Town  conform  with  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  ("GAAP"),  except  that  the  Town  does  not  maintain,  and 
therefore  does  not  report,  a  general  fixed  assets  account  group  in  accordance  with  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles.  Such  departures  from  GAAP  are  permissible  under  the 
Massachusetts  Uniform  Muncipal  Accounting  System  (UMAS). 

(b)  Fund  Accounting 

The  operations  of  the  Town  are  recorded  in  the  following  fund  types  and  account  group: 

•  Governmental  Fund  Types 

Governmental  funds  are  used  to  account  for  the  Town's  expendable  financial  resources  and 
related  liabilities  (except  those  accounted  for  as  pension  trust  and  nonexpendable  trust  funds). 
The  measurement  focus  is  upon  determination  of  changes  in  financial  position  and  the  flow 
of  current  financial  resources.  The  following  are  the  Town's  governmental  fund  types: 

General  Fund  -  The  general  fund  is  the  general  operating  fund  of  the  Town.  It  is  used  to 
account  for  all  financial  resources  except  those  required  to  be  accounted  for  in  a  separate 
fund. 

Special  Revenue  Funds  -  Special  revenue  funds  are  used  to  account  for  the  proceeds  of 
specific  revenue  sources  (other  than  expendable  trusts  or  major  capital  projects)  that  are 
legally  restricted  to  specified  purposes. 

•  Fiduciary  Fund  Types 

Trust  and  Agency  Funds  -  Fiduciary  funds  are  used  to  account  for  assets  held  by  the  Town  in 
a  trustee  capacity  or  as  an  agent.  Fiduciary  funds  include  expendable  trust  funds, 
nonexpendable  trust  funds,  and  pension  trust  funds.  Expendable  trust  funds  are  accounted 
for  similar  to  governmental  funds.  Nonexpendable  trust  funds  and  pension  trust  funds  are 
accounted  for  similar  to  their  private  sector  counterparts.  Agency  funds  are  custodial  in 
nature  and  do  not  involve  measurement  of  results  of  operations. 

•  Account  Group 

The  account  group  is  used  to  establish  accounting  control  and  accountability  for  general  long¬ 
term  obligations.  The  group  is  not  a  fund;  it  is  concerned  only  with  the  measurement  of 
financial  position,  not  the  measurement  of  operations  or  the  flow  of  financial  resources.  The 
following  is  the  Town's  account  group: 

General  Long-term  Obligations  Account  Group  -  This  group  of  accounts  is  used  to 
account  for  all  long-term  obligations  of  the  Town. 


(Continued) 
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(c)  Basis  of  Accounting 

The  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting  is  followed  by  governmental  funds,  expendable  trust 
funds,  and  agency  funds.  Under  the  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting,  revenues  are 
recorded  when  they  become  measurable  and  available  to  pay  liabilities  of  the  current  period. 
Revenues  not  considered  available  are  recorded  as  deferred  revenues.  Expenditures  are 
recorded  when  the  liability  is  incurred  except  for  (1)  interest  on  general  long-term 
obligations,  which  is  recorded  when  due,  and  (2)  the  noncurrent  portion  of  sick  leave,  self- 
insured  claims  and  landfill  closure  and  postclosure  care  costs  which  are  recorded  in  the 
general  long-term  obligations  account  group. 

In  applying  the  susceptible  to  accrual  concept  to  intergovernmental  revenues,  there  are  essentially 
two  types  of  revenues.  In  one,  monies  must  be  expended  on  the  specific  purpose  or  project 
before  any  amounts  will  be  paid  to  the  Town;  therefore,  revenues  are  recognized  based  upon 
the  expenditures  incurred.  In  the  other,  monies  are  virtually  unrestricted  and  are  usually 
revocable  only  for  failure  to  comply  with  prescribed  compliance  requirements.  These 
resources  are  reflected  as  revenues  at  the  time  of  receipt  or  earlier  if  the  susceptible  to  accrual 
criteria  are  met. 

Property  taxes  are  normally  recognized  as  revenue  in  the  year  for  which  taxes  have  been  levied, 
provided  they  are  collected  within  60  days  after  year-end.  Motor  vehicle  excise,  electric, 
water  and  sewer,  licenses  and  permits,  fines  and  forfeitures,  and  miscellaneous  revenues  are 
recorded  as  revenues  when  received  in  cash  because  they  are  generally  not  measurable  until 
actually  received.  Investment  earnings  are  recorded  as  earned. 

The  accrual  basis  of  accounting  is  used  by  nonexpendable  trust  funds  and  pension  trust  funds. 

( d )  Cash  Equivalents 

For  purposes  of  the  statement  of  cash  flows,  the  nonexpendable  trust  funds  consider  amounts 
due  from  other  funds  plus  investments  of  trust  principal  as  cash  equivalents. 

(e)  Encumbrances  and  Continuing  Appropriations 

Encumbrance  accounting,  under  which  purchase  orders,  contracts,  and  other  commitments  for 
the  expenditure  of  funds  are  recorded  in  order  to  reserve  that  portion  of  the  applicable 
appropriation,  is  employed  in  governmental  funds.  Open  encumbrances  at  year-end  are 
reported  as  reservations  of  fund  balances.  Encumbrances  do  not  constitute  expenditures  or 
liabilities  except  for  budgetary  purposes  (see  note  4). 

Certain  unexpended  and  unencumbered  appropriations  for  incomplete  projects  are  carried  over  to 
succeeding  years.  Such  continuing  appropriations  are  accounted  for  similar  to 
encumbrances. 

(f)  Compensated  Absences 

Employee  vacation  leave  is  vested  annually  but  may  not  be  carried  forward  to  succeeding  years. 
Generally,  sick  leave  may  accumulate  to  a  maximum  of  210  days.  Upon  retirement  or 
termination,  employees  are  paid  25%  of  a  day's  pay  for  each  day  accrued  above  the  100  days 
required  to  be  accumulated  before  the  unused  sick  leave  benefit  takes  effect.  The  Town's 
policy  is  to  recognize  vacation  costs  at  the  time  payments  are  made. 


(Continued) 
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The  Town  records  accumulated  unused  vested  sick  pay  as  a  liability  in  the  general  long-term 
obligations  account  group.  The  amount  recorded  is  the  maximum  amount  to  be  paid  at 
termination  at  the  current  rate  of  pay. 

(g)  Landfill  Closure  and  Postclosure  Care  Costs 

State  and  federal  regulations  require  the  Town  to  place  a  final  cover  on  its  municipal  solid  waste 
landfill  ("MSWLF")  site  when  such  site  stops  accepting  waste  and  to  perform  certain 
maintenance  and  monitoring  functions  at  the  site  for  30  years  after  closure.  In  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  GASB  18,  Accounting  for  Municipal  Solid  Waste  Landfill  Closure 
and  Postclosure  Care  Costs,  the  Town  has  determined  its  liability  related  to  closure  and 
postclosure  care  for  its  MSWLF  based  on  landfill  capacity  used  to  date.  At  June  30,  1995, 
100%  of  the  Town's  expected  MSWLF  capacity  had  been  used  and  the  site  had  not  accepted 
solid  waste  for  several  years.  The  Town  has  covered,  is  in  the  process  of  covering,  or  plans 
to  cover  its  MSWLF  in  accordance  with  applicable  laws  and  regulations. 

The  liability  for  closure  and  postclosure  care  is  estimated  based  on  current  costs,  which  is  the 
amount  that  would  be  paid  if  all  equipment,  facilities  and  services  included  in  the  estimate 
were  acquired  during  tie  current  period.  Such  costs  are  recognized  as  expenditures  to  the 
extent  that  they  have  been  paid  or  are  expected  to  be  paid  with  expendable  available  financial 
resources;  the  remaining  liability  is  reported  in  the  general  long-term  obligations  account 
group.  Expenditures  related  to  MSWLF  closure  and  postclosure  care  in  fiscal  1995  were  not 
material. 

(h)  Newly  Adopted  Governmental  Accounting  Standards 

During  1995,  the  Town  adopted  the  provisions  of  GASB  Statement  No.  10,  Accounting  and 
Financial  Reporting  for  Risk  Financing  and  Related  Insurance  Issues,  which  is  discussed  in 
note  12. 

(i)  Total  Columns 

Total  columns  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  captioned  “Memorandum  only”  to 
indicate  that  they  are  presented  only  to  facilitate  financial  analysis.  Data  in  these  columns  do 
not  present  financial  position,  results  of  operations  or  changes  in  financial  position  in 
conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  Such  data  are  not  comparable  to  a 
consolidation. 

(3)  Property  Taxes 

Real  and  personal  property  taxes  are  based  on  values  assessed  as  of  each  January  1  and  are 
normally  due  on  the  subsequent  November  1  and  May  1.  By  law,  all  taxable  property  in  the 
Commonwealth  must  be  assessed  at  100%  of  fair  cash  value.  Taxes  due  and  unpaid  after  the 
respective  due  dates  are  subject  to  interest  and  penalties.  The  Town  has  an  ultimate  right  to 
foreclose  on  property  for  which  taxes  have  not  been  paid.  Property  taxes  levied  are  recorded 
as  receivables  in  the  fiscal  year  of  the  levy. 

A  statewide  tax  hmitation  statute  known  as  “Proposition  2-1/2”  limits  the  property  tax  levy  to  an 
amount  equal  to  2-1/2%  of  the  value  of  all  taxable  property  in  the  Town.  A  secondary 
limitation  is  that  no  levy  in  a  fiscal  year  may  exceed  the  preceding  year's  allowable  tax  levy 
by  more  than  2-1/2%,  plus  taxes  levied  on  certain  property  newly  added  to  the  tax  rolls. 
Certain  Proposition  2-1/2  taxing  limitations  can  be  overridden  by  a  Town-wide  referendum 
vote. 
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(4)  Budgetary  Data 

The  Town  must  establish  its  property  tax  rate  each  year  so  that  the  resulting  property  tax  levy  will 
comply  with  the  limits  required  by  Proposition  2-1/2  and  also  constitute  that  amount  which 
will  equal  the  sum  of  (a)  the  aggregate  of  all  annual  appropriations  for  expenditures  and 
transfers,  plus  (b)  provision  for  the  prior  fiscal  year's  deficits,  if  any,  less  (c)  the  aggregate 
of  all  non-property  tax  revenue  and  transfers  projected  to  be  received  by  the  Town,  including 
available  surplus  funds. 

The  Commonwealth  enacted  legislation  in  1991  which  allowed  municipalities  to  under  budget  in 
fiscal  1992  certain  salaries  related  to  teachers'  summer  pay.  The  law  requires  that  these  costs 
be  raised  over  a  maximum  of  15  years  beginning  in  1997. 

The  Town  elected  to  adopt  the  legislation  in  fiscal  1992,  which  resulted  in  the  under  budgeting  of 
teachers'  summer  pay  of  $891,292.  Presently,  the  Town  anticipates  budgeting  these  costs  in 
1997,  following  the  expected  retirement  in  1996  of  all  of  its  remaining  long-term  bonds  and 
funding  of  its  pension  obligations. 

The  budgets  for  all  departments  and  operations  of  the  Town  are  prepared  under  the  direction  of 
the  Finance  Committee.  The  School  Department  budget  is  prepared  under  the  direction  of  the 
School  Committee.  Original  and  supplemental  appropriations  are  acted  upon  by  Town 
meeting  vote. 


The  Town's  General  Fund  budget  is  prepared  on  a  basis  other  than  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles  (GAAP).  The  “actual”  results  column  of  the  Statement  of  Revenues  and 
Expenditures  -  Budgetary  Basis  is  presented  on  a  “budget  basis”  to  provide  a  meaningful 
comparison  with  the  budget.  The  major  differences  between  the  budget  and  GAAP  bases  are 
that: 


(a)  Real  estate  and  personal  property  taxes  are  recorded  as  revenue  when  levied  (budget),  as 

opposed  to  when  susceptible  to  accrual  (GAAP). 

(b)  Encumbrances  and  continuing  appropriations  are  recorded  as  the  equivalent  of  expenditures 

(budget),  as  opposed  to  a  reservation  of  fund  balance  (GAAP).

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(5)  Cash  and  Investments 

State  and  local  statutes  place  certain  limitations  on  the  nature  of  deposits  and  investments 
available  to  the  Town.  Deposits  (including  demand  deposits,  term  deposits  and  certificates  of 
deposit)  in  any  one  financial  institution  may  not  exceed  certain  prescribed  levels  without 
collateralization  by  the  financial  institutions  involved.  Investments  can  also  be  made  in 
securities  issued  by  or  unconditionally  guaranteed  by  the  U.S.  government  or  agencies  that 
have  a  maturity  of  less  than  one  year  from  the  date  of  purchase,  repurchase  agreements 
guaranteed  by  the  U.S.  government  or  agencies  that  have  a  maturity  of  less  than  one  year 
from  the  date  of  purchase,  repurchase  agreements  guaranteed  by  such  securities  with  maturity 
dates  of  no  more  than  90  days  from  the  date  of  purchase,  and  units  in  the  Massachusetts 
Municipal  Depository  Trust  (MMDT). 

In  addition,  the  Town's  Pension  Trust  Fund  has  additional  investment  powers,  most  notably  the 
ability  to  invest  in  common  stocks,  corporate  bonds  and  other  specified  investments.

Investments 

The  Town  categorizes  investments  according  to  the  level  of  risk  assumed  by  the  Town. 
Category  1  represents  investments  that  are  insured,  registered  or  held  by  the  Town's  agent  in 
the  Town's  name.  Category  2  represents  uninsured  and  unregistered  investments  held  by  the 
counterparty's  trust  department  or  agent  in  the  Town's  name.  Category  3  represents 
uninsured  and  unregistered  investments  held  by  the  counterparty,  its  trust  department  or  its 
agent,  but  not  in  the  Town's  name.

Of  the  investments  reflected  in  the  preceding  table,  investments  of  the  Norwood  Retirement 
System  (System)  constitute  100%  and  54%,  respectively,  of  the  investments  in  Category  2 
and  not  categorized. 

From  time  to  time  the  System  invests  in  derivative  products,  mainly  currency  hedges,  to 
minimize  the  currency  risk  on  its  international  investments.  The  System's  investments  are 
managed  by  independent  professional  money  managers  whose  investment  performance  is 
subject  to  periodic  review.  At  June  30,  1995,  the  System  considers  its  exposure  to 
derivatives  to  be  insignificant. 


The  composition  of  the  Town's  bank  recorded  deposits  and  investments  fluctuates  depending 
primarily  on  the  timing  of  real  estate  tax  receipts,  proceeds  from  borrowings,  collections  of 
state  and  federal  aid,  and  capital  outlays  throughout  the  year. 

(6)  Pension  Plan 


(a)  Plan  Description 

The  Town  provides  retirement  benefits  to  employees  through  a  contributory  retirement  system 
administered  by  the  Norwood  Retirement  System  (System),  a  cost-sharing,  multiple- 
employer  public  employee  retirement  system.  Each  participating  employer's  share  of  the  total 
annual  contribution  is  determined  on  the  basis  of  active  payroll.  The  Town's  payroll  for 
employees  covered  by  the  System  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1994,  was  $13,692,592. 
Public  school  teachers  are  covered  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Teachers' 
Retirement  System  (TRS),  to  which  the  Town  of  Norwood  does  not  contribute.  The  Town's 
payroll  covered  by  TRS  was  $12,386,644  in  calendar  1994.  Total  payroll  for  the  Town  was 
$29,332,076.  Because  the  Town's  participation  in  the  System  is  so  significant,  certain 
disclosures  required  for  single-employer  plans  have  been  made. 

The  System  and  the  TRS  are  contributory,  defined-benefit  plans  covering  all  Town  employees 
and  teachers,  and  Norwood  Housing  Authority  employees  deemed  eligible.  Certain  Town 
employees  are  covered  by  the  Town's  noncontributory  pension  plan. 
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Instituted  in  1937,  the  System  is  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Contributory  System  and  is 
governed  by  Chapter  32  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.  Membership  in  the  System  is 
mandatory  immediately  upon  the  commencement  of  employment  for  all  permanent,  full-time 
employees  other  than  school  teachers.  Current  membership  of  the  System  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1994,  consists  of  the  following:

Both  systems  provide  for  retirement  allowance  benefits  up  to  a  maximum  of  80%  of  a  member's 
highest  three-year  average  annual  rate  of  regular  compensation.  Benefit  payments  are  based 
upon  a  member's  age,  length  of  creditable  service,  level  of  compensation  and  group 
classification. 

Members  of  both  systems  become  vested  after  10  years  of  creditable  service.  A  retirement 
allowance  may  be  received  upon  reaching  age  65  or  upon  attaining  20  years  of  service.  The 
systems  also  provide  for  early  retirement  at  age  55  if  a  participant  (1)  has  a  record  of  10  years 
of  creditable  service,  (2)  was  on  the  Town  payroll  on  January  1,  1978,  (3)  voluntarily  left 
Town  employment  on  or  after  that  date,  and  (4)  left  accumulated  annuity  deductions  in  the 
fund.  Active  members  contribute  either  5,  7  or  8%  of  their  gross  regular  compensation 
depending  on  the  date  upon  which  their  membership  began.  Members  hired  on  or  after 
January  1,  1979,  are  required  to  contribute  an  additional  2%  of  their  gross  regular 
compensation  in  excess  of  $30,000. 

The  systems  also  provide  death  and  disability  benefits. 

(b)  Significant  Accounting  Policies  and  System  Assets 

The  accounting  records  of  the  System  are  maintained  on  a  calendar  year  basis  in  accordance  with 
the  standards  and  procedures  established  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  Public  Employee 
Retirement  Administration. 

The  investments  of  the  System  are  valued  as  follows: 

Bonds  are  valued  at  amortized  cost  which  is  the  original  cost  of  the  investment  plus  or  minus 
any  bond  discount  or  bond  premium  calculated  ratably  to  maturity. 

Stocks  are  reflected  at  their  quoted  market  value. 

Gains  and  losses  from  all  exchanges  of  fixed  income  securities  are  amortized  over  the  average 
time  to  maturity  for  such  exchanges  or  10  years,  whichever  is  less.

(c)  Funding  Status  and  Progress 

The  amount  shown  below  as  the  “Pension  Benefit  Obligation”  for  the  System  is  a  standardized 
disclosure  measure  of  the  present  value  of  pension  benefits,  adjusted  for  the  effects  of 
projected  salary  increases  and  step-rate  benefits,  estimated  to  be  payable  in  the  future  as  a 
result  of  employee  service  to  date.  The  measure  is  intended  to  help  users  assess  the  funding 
status  of  the  System  on  a  going-concern  basis,  assess  progress  made  in  accumulating 
sufficient  assets  to  pay  benefits  when  due,  and  make  comparisons  among  employers.  The 
measure  is  the  actuarial  present  value  of  credited  projected  benefits  and  is  independent  of  the 
funding  method  used  to  determine  contributions  to  the  System. 

The  pension  benefit  obligation  was  computed  as  part  of  an  actuarial  valuation  performed  as  of 
January  1,  1994.  Significant  actuarial  assumptions  used  in  the  valuation  include  (a)  a  rate  of 
return  on  the  investment  of  present  and  future  assets  of  8.0%  a  year  compounded  annually, 
and  (b)  projected  salary  increases  of  5.5%  a  year  compounded  annually.

(d)  Contribution  Requirements  and  Contribution  Made 

Based  on  the  actuarial  report  prepared  as  of  January  1,  1994,  the  Town  contributes  to  the  System 
at  levels  sufficient  to  amortize  the  unfunded  actuarial  accrued  liability  (UAAL)  by  the  year 
2000.  The  Town's  contribution  to  the  System  for  fiscal  1995  was  $3,028,390  and 
represented  approximately  97%  of  System-wide  employer  contributions. 
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(e)  Trend  Information 

Trend  information  gives  an  indication  of  the  progress  made  in  accumulating  sufficient  assets  to 
pay  benefits  when  due.  For  the  years  ended  December  31,  1993,  1992  and  1991,  net  assets 
available  were  sufficient  to  fund  95%,  91%  and  88%  of  the  pension  benefit  obligation, 
respectively.  Unfunded  pension  benefit  obligation  represented  18%,  29%  and  46%  of  the 
annual  payroll  for  employees  covered  by  the  System  for  1993,  1992  and  1991,  respectively. 

(f)  Post-Retirement  Benefits 

All  retired  employees  eligible  for  pension  benefits  as  well  as  teachers  covered  under  the  TRS 
receive  certain  post-retirement  benefits  including  major  health,  dental  and  life  insurance. 
Benefits  received  and  costs  borne  by  retirees  are  consistent  with  those  of  active  employees. 
The  Town's  cost  of  these  post-retirement  benefits  for  fiscal  1994  was  approximately 
$400,000,  which  was  accounted  for  on  a  pay-as-you-go  basis.

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  has  approved  school  construction  assistance  to  the  Town. 
The  assistance  program  which  is  administered  by  the  School  Facilities  and  Management 
Services  Board  provides  resources  for  future  debt  service  of  general  obligation  school  bonds 
outstanding.  These  resources  are  subject  to  annual  appropriation  by  the  state  legislature  and 
the  Town's  compliance  with  certain  reporting  requirements.  During  1995,  the  Town 
received  $425,779  of  such  assistance.  Assuming  satisfactory  audit  results  and  annual 
appropriations  by  the  state  legislature,  the  Town  will  receive  $31,248  in  fiscal  1996. 
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The  Town  is  subject  to  a  dual  level  general  debt  limit;  the  normal  debt  limit  and  the  double  debt 
limit.  Such  limits  are  equal  to  5%  and  10%,  respectively,  of  the  valuation  of  taxable  property 
in  the  Town  as  last  equalized  by  the  Commonwealth’s  Department  of  Revenue.  Debt  may  be 
authorized  up  to  the  normal  debt  limit  without  state  approval.  Authorizations  under  the 
double  debt  limit,  however,  require  the  approval  of  the  Commonwealth's  Emergency  Finance 
Board.  Additionally,  there  are  many  categories  of  general  obligation  debt  that  are  exempt 
from  the  debt  limit  but  are  subject  to  other  limitations. 

The  Town  pays  assessments  which  include  debt  service  payments  to  other  local  governmental 
units  providing  services  within  the  Town's  boundaries  (commonly  referred  to  as  overlapping 
debt).  The  primary  overlapping  debt  relates  to  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation 
Authority  (MBTA),  Norfolk  County,  and  the  Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Authority 
(MWRA).  The  following  summary  sets  forth  the  long-term  debt  of  each  entity  at  June  30, 
1995,  the  estimated  share  of  such  debt  being  serviced  by  the  Town,  and  the  total  of  its  share 
of  estimated  indirect  debt  (in  thousands).

(8)  Temporary  Borrowings 

Under  state  law  and  by  authorization  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Town  is  authorized  to 
borrow  on  a  temporary  basis  to  fund  the  following: 

•  Current  operating  costs  prior  to  the  collection  of  revenues  through  issuance  of  tax 
anticipation  notes  (TANs); 

•  Capital  project  costs  incurred  prior  to  obtaining  permanent  financing  through  issuance  of 
bond  anticipation  notes  (BANs); 

•  Federal  and  state  aided  capital  projects  and  other  program  expenditures  prior  to  receiving 
reimbursement  through  issuance  of  federal  and  state  aid  anticipation  notes  (FANs  and 
SANs). 

Temporary  loans  are  general  obligations  of  the  Town  and  carry  maturity  dates  which  are  limited 
by  statute.  During  1995,  interest  expenditures  for  temporary  borrowings  were  $19,966  and 
are  accounted  for  in  the  General  Fund.  There  were  no  temporary  loans  outstanding  at  June 
30,  1995.

(11)  Deferred  Compensation  Plan 

The  Town  offers  its  employees  a  deferred  compensation  plan  (Flan)  created  in  accordance  with 
Section  457  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code.  The  Plan,  available  to  all  Town  employees, 
permits  them  to  defer  a  portion  of  their  current  salary  to  future  years.  The  Plan  is  not 
available  to  participants  or  beneficiaries  until  termination,  retirement,  death  or  unforeseeable 
emergency. 

All  amounts  of  compensation  deferred  under  the  Plan,  all  property  and  rights  purchased  with 
such  amounts,  and  all  income  attributable  to  such  amounts,  property  or  rights  are  (until  paid 
or  made  available  to  the  employee  or  other  beneficiary)  solely  the  property  and  rights  of  the 
Town  (without  being  restricted  to  the  provisions  of  benefits  under  the  Plan),  subject  only  to 
the  claims  of  the  Town's  general  creditors. 

The  Town  believes  that  there  is  little  likelihood  that  it  will  use  the  assets  to  satisfy  the  claims  of 
general  creditors  in  the  future.  The  Town  records  the  Plan  assets  and  the  related  liability  to 
Plan  participants  as  an  agency  fund.  The  Town  and  its  agent  have  no  liability  for  losses 
under  the  Plan,  but  do  have  the  duty  of  care  that  would  be  required  of  an  ordinary  prudent 
investor. 
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The  Town's  Plan  for  its  employees  is  administered  by  the  Copeland  Companies  (Copeland)  and 
the  Public  Employees  Benefits  Service  Corporation  (PEBSCO).  Deposits  into  the  Plan 
invested  by  Copeland  and  PEBSCO  have  a  fair  market  value  as  of  June  30,  1995  of 
$2,866,912. 

The  Plan  allows  its  participants  to  direct  their  contributions  among  several  publicly  traded  mutual 
funds  and  other  pooled  investment  vehicles,  as  provided  by  the  Plan.  These  investment 
vehicles  routinely  use  derivatives  in  varying  degrees  to  achieve  their  overall  performance 
objectives.  The  Plan's  investments  are  not  subject  to  review  or  approval  by  the  Town. 

(12)  Risk  Management 

The  Town  is  exposed  to  various  risks  of  loss  related  to  general  liability,  property  and  casualty, 
workers'  compensation,  unemployment  and  employee  health  insurance  claims. 

Buildings  and  property  are  fully  insured  against  fire,  theft  and  natural  disaster  to  the  extent  that 
losses  exceed  $10,000  per  incident. 

The  Town  is  insured  for  other  types  of  general  liability;  however,  Chapter  258  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  limits  the  Town's  liability  to  a  maximum  of  $100,000  per  claim 
in  all  matters  except  in  actions  relating  to  federal/civil  rights,  eminent  domain  and  breach  of 
contract.  Such  claims  are  charged  to  the  general  fund.  Although  there  were  no  such  claims 
or  related  judgments  paid  in  1995,  there  are  pending  lawsuits  in  which  the  Town  is  involved. 
The  Town  and  its  legal  counsel  estimate  that  the  potential  claims  against  the  Town  not 
covered  by  insurance  resulting  from  such  litigation  would  not  materially  affect  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town. 

The  Town  is  self-insured  for  employees  who  elect  indemnity  health  care.  Approximately  80%  of 
the  Town's  employees  participate  in  the  self-insured  indemnity  plan  with  the  remainder 
electing  the  preferred  provider  plan  that  is  premium  based. 

Both  employees  and  the  Town  contribute  to  the  health  care  plans  based  upon  a  fixed  dollar 
amount  for  employees  which  approximates  70%  (Town)  and  30%  (employee)  contributions. 
Stop  loss  insurance  is  carried  on  health  care  claims  in  excess  of  $70,000,  individually  to  a 
lifetime  maximum  of  $3,000,000. 

The  Town  is  self-insured  for  workers'  compensation  for  all  personnel.  During  fiscal  1995, 
expenditures  by  the  Town  for  claims  related  to  workers’  compensation  amounted  to 
$218,748  and  were  recorded  in  the  General  Fund. 

Additionally,  the  Town  is  self-insured  for  unemployment  compensation.  In  fiscal  year  1995,  the 
Town  appropriated  $60,000  to  provide  for  anticipated  costs  of  unemployment  benefits.  In 
fiscal  1995,  claims  related  to  unemployment  compensation  amounted  to  $18,060. 

During  1995,  the  Town  adopted  the  provisions  of  GASB  Statement  No.  10,  Accounting  and 
Financial  Reporting  for  Risk  Financing  and  Related  Insurance  Issues.  This  statement 
requires  that  liabilities  for  self-insured  claims  and  judgments  be  reported  if  it  is  probable  that 
a  loss  has  been  incurred  and  the  amount  can  be  reasonably  estimated.  These  losses  include 
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an  estimate  of  claims  that  have  been  incurred  but  not  reported.  The  Town  records  claims 
related  to  self-insured  workers'  compensation  and  health  care  in  the  general  long-term 
obligations  account  group  (GLTOAG).  Changes  in  the  GLTOAG  in  1995  were  as  follows:

Isolated  analysis  of  the  dollar  amounts  of  net  assets  available  for  benefits,  pension  benefit  obligation, 
and  unfunded  pension  benefit  obligation  can  be  misleading.  Expressing  the  net  assets  available  for 
benefits  as  a  percentage  of  the  pension  benefit  obligation  provides  an  indication  of  the  Town's 
funding  status  on  a  going-concem  basis.  Analysis  of  this  percentage  over  time  indicates  whether  the 
system  is  becoming  financially  stronger  or  weaker.  Generally,  the  greater  this  percentage,  the 
stronger  the  PERS.  Trends  in  unfunded  pension  benefit  obligation  and  annual  covered  payroll  are 
both  affected  by  inflation.  Expressing  the  unfunded  pension  benefit  obligation  as  a  percentage  of 
annual  covered  payroll  approximately  adjusts  for  the  effects  of  inflation  and  aids  analysis  of  the 
progress  made  in  accumulating  sufficient  assets  to  pay  benefits  when  due.  Generally,  the  smaller 
this  percentage,  the  stronger  the  PERS. 

Note:  Information  for  1988  and  prior  to  1987  is  not  available  and  no  actuarial  valuation  was 
conducted  in  1994.

The  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  during  the  year  1995  were  held  primarily  in  the  Harry  B. 

Butters  Chambers,  Room  34,  Norwood  Memorial  Municipal  Building,  on  Tuesday  evenings,  with  some 
meetings  being  conducted  in  other  locations  from  time  to  time  as  required. 

The  Annual  Municipal  Election  took  place  on  Monday,  the  3th  of  April,  1995.  William  F.  Butters  served 
the  Town  of  Norwood  as  Selectman  from  1971  -  1977  and  1980  -  1995.  John  F.  Kinnaly  served  from 
1980  -  1995.  The  Town  of  Norwood  is  indebted  to  these  two  gentlemen  for  over  thirty  six  years  of 
dedicated  service. 

Former  School  Committee  member  Susan  Wilson  McQuaid  was  elected  to  the  Board  and  former 
Selectman  Gary  M.  Lee  was  returned  to  the  Board  in  the  April  election.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  new 
Board,  Timothy  J.  McDonough  was  elected  Chairman. 

During  forty  three  regular  meetings  and  a  number  of  special  or  emergency  meetings  in  calendar  year 
1995,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  conducted  public  hearings  as  mandated  by  statute  or  policy,  as  well  as 
innumerable  public  meetings  and  conferences  on  specific  problems  and  subjects  of  interest  and  concern 
to  the  community,  and  acted  on  all  requests  and  subjects  presented  on  each  meeting's  agenda  for 
consideration. 

Meetings  were  conducted  on  a  monthly  basis  with  certain  key  department  heads  to  review  reports  and 
activities  in  their  respective  departments  and  to  discuss  problems,  policy  and  recommendations. 

Former  Selectman  William  F.  Butters  continued  to  serve  as  the  Town  of  Norwood's  representative  on  the 
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Norfolk  County  Advisory  Board.  In  August,  Selectman  Gary  M.  Lee  was  selected  to  serve  as  the  Board's 
representative. 


Bernice  Staller  and  Bernard  S.  Cooper  were  reappointed  to  serve  as  Norwood's  Designee  and  Alternate, 
respectively,  to  the  MBTA's  Advisory  Board. 

Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  Joseph  Welch,  and  Alternate,  Gary  Schorer,  continued  to  serve  as 
Designees  to  the  Neponset  River  Watershed  Association. 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  are  televised  live  by  Cablevision  as  a  part  of  their  contract  with  the 
Town.  Matters  concerning  addition  or  deletion  of  channels,  and  any  request  for  increase  in  rates,  are 
considered  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  after  a  public  hearing  is  held  and  every  interested  person  has  an 
opportunity  to  speak.  The  Cable  Commission  meets  on  a  regular  basis  with  David  A.  Green,  Assistant 
General  Manager,  to  air  subscriber  complaints  or  problems  with  telecasting. 

Budget  meetings  were  held  on  February  9,  1995,  and  the  approach  to  various  items  was  very  cautious. 
Town  Accountant  Robert  M.  Thornton  provided  an  overview  before  the  budget  was  discussed.  The  state 
of  the  economy  was  foremost  in  everyone's  mind  and  concern  for  town  finances  cast  a  long  shadow. 
Because  of  budget  constraints,  a  considerable  amount  of  time  was  spent  on  the  budget. 

Several  meetings  were  held  during  the  year  with  the  Finance  Commission  and  Town  Clerk  and 
Accountant,  Robert  Thornton,  to  discuss  budget  strategy  alternatives.  Because  of  these  meetings  and 
consultations  between  boards,  the  annual  Town  Meeting  members  were  able  to  vote  on  the  budget  at  one 
session. 

Student  Government  Day  took  place  on  May  2nd.  The  following  students  of  the  Norwood  Senior  High 
participated  in  the  morning's  activities  at  Town  Hall.

Starratt;  Library  Director,  Scott  Brazell;  Town  Planner,  Dan  King. 

Names  of  the  following  students  were  drawn,  in  order,  for  the  1995  Summer  employment  lottery:

Susi,  Mark  Oles,  Michael  Khoury,  Steven  McCann,  Eric  Breen,  Bill  O'Brien,  Jamie  Rogers,  Christopher 
Grant  and  Brian  Houle.  The  Board  selected  15  names  with  the  understanding  the  first  ten  would  receive 
jobs  if  funding  is  appropriated  by  Town  Meeting. 

A  Cable  TV  Advisory  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Board  to  assist  in  the  cable  licensing  process. 
Cablevision's  license  expires  on  July  27,  1997  and  under  the  Cable  Television  Consumer  Protection  and 
Competition  Act  of  1992,  there  are  specific  procedures  and  standards  which  must  be  followed. 

The  Washington  Street  Partnership,  under  the  direction  of  former  Selectman  Joseph  Curran,  was  formed 
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to  retain  existing  businesses  and  attract  new  business  and  services  that  will  thrive  in  the  downtown  area 
and  South  Norwood.  The  Board  has  been  especially  concerned  about  our  downtown  area  and  the  need  to 
revitalize  our  shopping  district  and  the  addition  of  parking  spaces.  Another  idea  explored  by  the  group 
and  the  Board  was  a  Farmer's  Market. 

On  Friday,  May  19,  1995,  the  Recreation  Department  sponsored  their  eighth  annual  all-night  party  for 
the  Senior  Class  of  Norwood  High  School. 

The  possibility  of  an  adult  entertainment  zone  prompted  the  Board  to  vigorously  support  an  article  at 
Special  Town  Meeting  to  prohibit  any  adult  entertainment  zone  in  the  Town  of  Norwood.  Town  Meeting 
unanimously  passed  a  Resolution  opposed  to  any  adult  entertainment  business  being  located  within  the 
Town  of  Norwood.  The  Town  came  together  on  a  Keep  Norwood  Clean  Rally  to  show  their  support  for 
no  adult  entertainment.  The  Board,  members  of  the  Clergy,  and  a  large  number  of  Town  residents  spoke 
at  the  rally  at  the  Junior  High  School  South. 

The  Fourth  of  July  parade  was  bigger  and  better  than  ever.  Events  held  were  a  road  and  walk  races,  and 
a  carriage  parade.  Residents  and  former  residents  turned  out  to  cheer  on  the  various  groups  and  to  make 
it  a  festive  occasion.  Selectman  Tom  Riolo  and  his  wife  Janice  served  as  commentators  again  this  year, 
and  it  was  cablecast  live. 

Selectmen  met  with  the  Flower  Committee  to  discuss  plans  for  a  Second  Annual  Daffodil  Planting  Day 
which  was  held  in  Sept.  This  year  an  additional  12,000  bulbs  were  planted  throughout  the  Town. 

After  a  public  hearing  and  after  reviewing  all  options  presented  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  and  any 
interested  residents,  the  Board  voted  a  decrease  in  the  residential  tax  rate.  This  is  the  first  time  this  has 
happened  in  many  years. 

On  Oct.  22th,  the  Board  participated  in  the  Memorial  Dedication  Ceremony  at  Highland  Cemetery  in 
honor  of  the  Deceased  Members  of  the  Norwood  Police  Association. 

Residents  of  the  Hennessey  Field  area  contacted  Selectman  Fruci  who  presented  a  petition  to  the  Board. 
Through  the  efforts  of  the  Board,  an  article  will  be  placed  before  Town  Meeting  to  preserve  Hennessey 
Field  as  an  open  space  and  recreation  area  in  the  Town. 

The  Annual  Holiday  Stroll  and  Tree  Lighting  Ceremony  was  held  on  Sunday,  November  26th.  Over 
5,000  people  attended  the  festivities,  and  entertainment  was  provided  by  the  Colonial  Boys,  Norwood 
High  School  Madrigal  singers  and  the  High  School  Mustang  Band. 

During  the  last  two  weeks  of  December  and  early  January,  all  our  Town  departments  were  put  to  the 
ultimate  test  with  the  record  amount  of  snow  fall.  All  departments  performed  tirelessly  to  open  our 
streets  and  get  the  Town  back  to  normal.  The  Board  tips  their  hats  to  all  and  sincerely  appreciates  their 
hard  work  and  efforts. 

A  number  of  Norwood  residents  were  able  to  enjoy  the  beauty  of  the  Walter  J.  Dempsey  Memorial 
Bandstand  as  a  background  for  their  wedding  vows  and  photographs.  Young  and  old  alike  were  brought 
together  at  the  Bandstand  on  Sunday  evenings  to  listen  to  the  music  of  our  Summer  Concert  Series. 

Numerous  petitions  have  been  presented  by  NYNEX  for  the  placement  of  service  area  connector 
terminals  in  Norwood.  The  Board  has  been  displeased  by  these  structures  and  wrote  to  the  Dept,  of 
Public  Utilities  concerning  the  possibility  of  placing  these  structures  underground.  The  Dept,  of  Public 
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Utilities  wrote  that  it  was  not  feasible  and  failure  to  grant  the  petition  could  impede  the  company's  ability 
to  fully  service  the  town. 

Special  commendations  were  given  to  Henry  A.  Fletcher,  Gregory  J.  Petrucci,  and  Michael  S.  Vrabel  for 
coming  to  the  aid  of  Police  Officer  Richard  Joseph  in  restraining  a  suspect.  They  became  involved  and 
made  a  difference. 

A  special  commendation  was  given  to  Lt.  Michael  Costello  and  Firefighters  Kenneth  Groh  and  Robert 
Dalton  for  their  efforts  in  helping  Police  Officer  David  Eysie  subdue  a  suspect  involved  in  a  traffic 
accident. 

Police  Officer  Raymond  McCue  was  commended  for  his  efforts  in  saving  a  man's  life  after  he  had  been 
reported  missing  by  his  wife.  Officer  McCue  displayed  professionalism  and  dedication  to  duty. 

A  special  commendation  by  the  Selectmen  was  given  to  the  following  members  of  the  Police

Sidney  Solow  for  their  actions  during  the  incident  on  April  29th. 

Special  congratulations  were  extended  to  Judy  Rogers  and  the  Norwood  Senior  Center  at  their  Annual 
Volunteer  Recognition  Evening.  A  community  cannot  function  without  the  assistance  of  dedicated 
senior  citizen  volunteers  who  are  the  backbone  of  the  Town. 

Special  commendations  were  issued  to  the  following  members  of  the  Fire  Department  for  their  actions 
during  the  fire  at  Bird  Roofing  tank  farm  on  November  19th:  Deputy  Chief  Michael  Abely,  Capt.

Meetings  are  held  on  the  first  Thursday  of  each  month  at  the  Senior  Center  located  on  the  second  floor  of 
the  Civic  Center  at  165  Nahatan  Street.  All  meetings  are  open  to  the  public.  The  center  is  open  full 
time,  excluding  holidays,  from  8:30  A.M.  to  4:00  P.M. 

Present  members  are:  Mrs.  Margaret  Amirault,  Chairperson;  Mrs.  Rose  Bassile,  Vice-Chairperson;  Mrs. 
Mary  Wynne,  Secretary;  Mr.  John  Howard,  Treasurer;  Mr.  Michael  DeGrazio;  Ms.  Beth  Howe;  Mr. 
Thomas  Lockhart;  and  Mrs.  Clare  Shea. 

A  major  function  of  the  Senior  Center  is  information  and  referral.  The  center  is  frequented  by 
approximately  800  men  and  women  weekly  who  partake  in  various  educational,  social,  recreational  and 
health  programs.  There  are  currently  over  90  volunteers  who  have  donated  over  10,708  hours  of  service 
in  34  different  capacities  valued  at  approximately  $103,289.

Three  major  grants  were  completed  during  this  past  year.  First,  Runway  17/35  was  micro-grooved  both 
full  length  and  width  in  order  to  improve  the  braking  action  when  the  pavement  is  wet.  Second,  Runway 
10/28  was  completely  reconstructed.  Not  only  did  this  replace  the  original  fifty-two  year  old  surface,  but 
it  was  reduced  in  width  from  150'  to  75'  thus  adding  6.9  acres  of  permeable  surface  to  this 
environmentally  sensitive  area.  Third,  the  commission  acquired  a  front-end  loader  with  a  snowblower 
attachment  that  will  enhance  snow  removal  operations  by  allowing  full-width  clearance  even  after 
repeated  snowfalls.  These  grants  were  funded  90%  Federally,  and  7%  State  and  3%  local  dollars.

The  primary  function  of  the  Assessors  is  to  produce  fair  and  equitable  assessed  values  for  the  purpose  of 
taxation.  The  three  main  sources  of  tax  revenue  are  Real  Estate,  Personal  Property  and  Motor  Vehicle 
Excise. 

The  duties  of  the  Assessor  are  complex  and  comply  with  Massachusetts  General  Law,  Chapter  59. 

The  main  duty  of  the  department  is  to  maintain  the  property  ownership  records,  personal  property 
records,  Form  of  List  records,  3  ABC  exempt  property  records,  Town-owned  property  records,  sub¬ 
division  records  and  apportioned  water  and  sewer  records.  Other  duties  includes  the  reviewing  and 
maintenance  of  building  permits,  tax  exemption  appeals,  tax  appeal  cases,  Appellate  Tax  Board  cases, 
motor  vehicle  excise  tax  appeals  and  new  business  certificates.  The  Board  is  responsible  for  Real  Estate 
commitments,  Personal  Property  commitments  and  Motor  Vehicle  commitments  as  well  as  certification 
of  abutters  lists  for  numerous  town  Boards. 

The  residential  and  open  space  tax  rate  is  $1 1 .79.  The  commercial,  industrial  and  personal  property  tax 
rate  is  $16.79.

The  Blue  Hills  Regional  District  School  Committee  is  pleased  to  submit  its  29th  Annual  Report  to  the 
residents  of  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

Blue  Hills  Regional  continued  to  provide  excellent  academic  and  technical  instruction  to  area  students, 
resulting  in  many  awards  and  recognitions  for  the  1994-1995  school  year. 

Kate  Sundling,  a  Health  Occupations  senior  from  Holbrook,  was  chosen  as  both  the  Outstanding 
Vocational  Student  of  the  Year  and  the  Vocational  Student  of  the  Year.  Kate  is  studying  Early 
Childhood  at  Mount  Ida  College.

Ten  Norwood  students  were  honored  at  the  annual  Awards  Banquet  for  having  received  a  total  of  fifteen 
scholarships  and  awards.  Those  students  include  Scott  Briggs,  Glen  C.  Fleming,  Michael  D.  Dacko, 
Michael  S.  Iannino,  James  A.  Matthew,  Christopher  A.  Murphy,  David  McGuire,  Stephen  J.  Nashawaty, 
Eric  F.  David  and  Sara  Schermerhom. 

Norwood's  Michael  Dacko,  Jennifer  Heine,  Patricia  McCormack  and  Heather  O'Connell  qualified  for 
certification  as  a  Level  III  Home  Health  Aid  through  the  Health  Occupations  Program. 

Avon  senior  Melissa  Wilkins  was  featured  in  WCVB-TV's  A+  segment  during  the  evening  newscast  for 
her  dedication  and  success  in  her  studies  despite  suffering  from  life-threatening  kidney  disease.  While 
waiting  for  a  kidney  transplant,  Melissa  is  studying  health  occupations  at  Massasoit  Community  College. 

The  Blue  Hills  School  offers  interscholastic  sports  in  12  areas,  at  no  cost  to  the  students. 

Secondary  school  enrollment  at  Blue  Hills  was  828,  up  4  students  from  the  previous  year.  Postgraduate 
enrollment  was  at  85,  an  increase  of  1 5  over  last  year,  with  six  of  them  from  Norwood.  Sixty-five  of  the 
high  school  students  were  from  Norwood.  Nineteen  of  the  187  seniors  in  1994-1995  were  Norwood 
residents. 

Placement  for  graduates  was  impressive,  as  usual.  Forty-five  percent  of  the  graduates  were  placed  in 
related  jobs;  7%  in  unrelated  jobs;  39%  continued  on  to  college;  3%  entered  the  military;  6%  were 
unemployed  as  of  June  30;  1%  was  not  in  the  labor  force. 

Enrollment  continues  to  increase  in  the  Continuing  Education  Program,  and  it  continues  to  be  self- 
supporting.  Continuing  Ed  teamed  up  with  General  Motors  to  provide  skill  enhancement  and  other 
educational  programs  for  the  Company's  UAW  represented  employees  and  their  families.  The  Pine 
Street  Inn  also  commissioned  Blue  Hills  to  train  its  residents  in  basic  carpentry  and  home  repair  skills. 

Teachers  were  honored  by  students  through  the  Patriot  Ledger  Golden  Apple  Awards.  Students 
nominated  Math  Department  Head,  Paul  Donovan;  Social  Studies  Teacher  and  Football  Coach,  Vin 
Hickey;  Culinary  Arts  Department  Head,  James  Hanrahan;  and  Culinary  Arts  Teacher  and  VICA 
Adviser,  Richard  Andrea  for  the  annual  recognition. 

Science  Department  Head,  Pat  Grasso,  was  selected  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  to  serve  on  the 
Science  Exercise  Development  Team  to  develop  quality  science  exercises  for  12  states.  Math 
Department  Head,  Paul  Donovan,  and  Math  Teacher,  A1  Dellorco  were  chosen  to  participate  in  the 
Portfolio  Field  Trial  portion  of  the  New  Standards  Project,  a  national  endeavor  through  the  Department 
of  Education  designed  to  improve  student  performance  and  teacher  assessment  methods. 

National  Honor  Society,  one  of  the  many  extracurricular  activities  Blue  Hills  offers,  received  the 
Outstanding  Chapter  Award  from  the  Mass  Secondary  Schools  Administrators'  Association  Committee. 

Controlled  Environmental  Engineering  Corporation  (CEECO)  of  Dorchester  was  chosen  as  the 
Massachusetts  winner  of  the  National  Association  of  State  Councils  on  Vocational  Education  Award  for 
Exemplary  Business  or  Labor  Involvement.  Blue  Hills  nominated  the  company  for  its  contributions  to 
the  school  over  the  years. 


The  Automotive  Program,  once  again,  earned  certification  by  the  National  Automotive  Technicians 
Education  Foundation/Automotive  Service  Excellence  (ASE). 
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Social  Studies  and  government  students  were  treated  to  several  guest  speakers  throughout  the  year, 
including  new  Plymouth  County  District  Attorney,  Michael  Sullivan. 

As  always,  Blue  Hills  makes  its  facilities  and  programs  available  to  the  public.  More  than  2,000 
participated  in  the  pool  program,  enjoyed  meals  and  bakery  items  at  the  school  restaurant,  the  Chateau  de 
Bleu,  and  received  affordable  salon  services  from  the  cosmetology  students.  The  spring  marked  the 
opening  of  The  Wellness  Center,  a  health  facility  for  Blue  Hills  students,  staff,  families,  and  the  public. 
The  Blue  Hills  Aquatics  Program  earned  recognition  from  the  American  Red  Cross  for  being  the  largest 
and  most  comprehensive  program  in  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Chapter.  The  Red  Cross  also  presented  an 
award  to  the  school  for  its  successful  annual  Blood  Drives. 

The  school  saved  district  taxpayers  several  hundred  thousand  dollars  through  special  projects  for  the 
municipalities,  residents  and  civic  organizations.  Projects  included  printing,  vehicle  repairs,  metal 
fabrication  and  building  maintenance.  Norwood's  total  town  savings  were  $3,765. 

In  order  to  take  the  pressure  off  lean  town  budgets,  Blue  Hills  won  grants  totaling  $594,396  for  fiscal 
1994,  including  a  Community  Service  Learning  Planning  Grant  which  enabled  the  school  to  design  a 
program  which  would  encourage  and  guide  students  in  the  community  service  involvement. 

Superintendent,  Wilfrid  J.  Savoie,  attended  seminars  in  Washington  D.C.  and  met  with  lawmakers  to 
discuss  vocational  education  issues  and  funding.  Savoie  found  that  state  and  federal  support  of 
vocational  education  is  significant. 

The  District  School  Committee  meets  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the 
District  Board  Room  at  the  school,  800  Randolph  Street,  Canton.  The  public  is  invited  to  attend.  Sadly, 
the  school  lost  a  dedicated  and  long-time  board  member,  Philip  Doherty  of  Avon,  who  suffered  a  fatal 
heart  attack  following  the  1994-1995  school  year.  His  presence  lives  on  through  his  contribution  and 
fond  memories.  Mr.  Doherty's  son,  Philip  M.,  sits  in  his  seat  on  the  board  for  1995-1996.  Board 
members  for  the  1994-1995  school  year  were:

The  Norwood  Cable  Communications  Commission  Members  are  appointed  for  three-year  terms  by  the 
Norwood  Board  of  Selectmen  in  their  role  as  the  License  Authority  for  Cablevision  in  the  Town  of 
Norwood. 

The  Commission  members  during  1995  were  as  follows: 

Joan  Jacobs,  Chairman;  *Linda  Corbett,  Thomas  Cummings,  Dorothy  Fox, 
**Richard  Kief,  Gordon  Smith.  *Commissioner  Linda  Corbett  submitted  her 
resignation  in  December,  1995;  **Commissioner  Richard  Kief  was  appointed  in 
1995  to  replace  Dorothy  Fox  who  resigned  in  November  1995. 

The  Cable  Commission  continued  their  efforts  to  improve  the  Norwood  Cablevision  System  to  try  to 
resolve  customer  complaints;  and,  to  bring  various  problems  to  the  attention  of  the  Norwood  Board  of 
Selectmen  for  their  recommended  course  of  action. 

Brief  summary  of  "happenings"  during  1995:  In  January,  1995  a  contract  was  signed  between 
Cablevision  and  New  England  Cable  News  with  "sign-on"  planned  for  March  1995.  This  will  utilize  the 
one  remaining  channel  on  the  Norwood  Cable  System.  Requests  have  been  received  for  the  Cable 
programs  such  as  "Faith  in  Values"  (Religion);  BET  (Black  Entertainment),  The  History  Channel,  and 
ESPN  II.  It  is  planned  to  put  these  requests  on  a  waiting  list  for  whenever  additional  channels  become 
available. 

The  new  Scientific  Atlanta  converter  boxes  have  been  installed  in  over  95%  of  Norwood  subscriber's 
homes.  The  new  converter  boxes  have  greatly  reduced  the  number  of  "service  calls". 

Cablevision  announced  that  effective  April  1995,  there  would  be  some  rate  increases,  and  that  certain 
"packages"  would  have  price  decreases.  Neither  the  Cable  Commission  or  the  Board  of  Selectmen  have 
any  control  over  rate  changes;  they  are  under  the  control  over  rate  changes;  they  are  under  the  control  of 
the  Federal  Communications  Commission. 

At  the  request  of  the  Cable  Commission,  the  cable  studio  where  local  programming  takes  place,  has  been 
refurbished  by  Cablevision  Corp.  The  Norwood  High  School  also  has  their  own  cable  studio  for  student 
usage.  The  school  channel  was  moved  to  Channel  64,  and  under  the  direction  of  John  Tolman, 
Telecommunications  Manager,  programming  usage  was  greatly  expanded.  Each  school  can  broadcast 
live  from  building-to-building,  and  every  classroom  in  the  system  is  wired  for  cable  casting.  A  new 
audio  system  for  Norwood  Town  Meetings  was  installed  at  the  Norwood  Junior  High  South. 

The  programming  of  various  question  and  answer  formats  were  requested  by  the  Cable  Commission  in 
order  to  keep  cable  subscribers  better  informed;  "Main  the  Street"  programming  was  done  by  David 
Green,  Assistant  General  Manager. 

The  Norwood  Board  of  Selectmen  requested  the  Cable  Commission  to  have  Cablevision  Corp.  provide  a 
second  camera  with  a  switching  device  for  their  Selectmen's  meetings.  An  agreement  was  reached  with 
Cablevision  to  provide  a  second  camera  beginning  in  January,  1996. 
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Members  of  the  Cable  Commission  attended  "Rate  Hearings"  at  the  State  House  by  the  Massachusetts 
Cable  Commission.  Objections  were  raised  against  any  further  rate  increases,  and  also  against  the 
elimination  of  the  Norwood  "grandfathered  tier". 

The  expanded  use  of  the  I/Net  connection  between  municipal  buildings  has  been  expanded,  under  the 
direction  of  Mark  Redlich,  Computer  Department  Director.  The  Norwood  Public  School  Athletic 
Director,  Thomas  Lamb,  requested  the  Cable  Commission  to  review  what  can  be  done  to  provide  more 
scheduling  of  sports  programs  and  the  establishment  of  a  Norwood  High  Sports  show.  This  review  with 
John  Cooke,  Cablevision  Program  Director,  John  Tolman,  and  the  Cable  Commission  is  presently  being 
conducted. 

An  agreement  was  reached  with  Cablevision  Corp.  that  tapes  of  Norwood  Town  Meetings  will  be  kept  at 
the  Town  Library,  and  will  be  available  for  Norwood  residents  to  check  them  out. 

In  cooperation  with  Town  Manager,  John  Carroll,  the  Cablevision  Corp.  and  underground  line  was 
installed  to  the  Gazebo  on  the  Town  Common,  which  will  allow  "live"  cable  casts  from  the  Walter 
Dempsey  Memorial  Gazebo. 

The  Cable  Commission  worked  with  Cablevision  Program  Director,  John  Cooke,  to  cable  cast  many 
local  events:  annual  July  4th  Parade;  1995  Town  Election  Results  "live"  from  Memorial  Hall  with 
interviews  conducted  with  all  the  candidates;  Norwood  Town  Meetings;  "Keep  Norwood  Clean  Rally"; 
the  weekly  Norwood  Board  of  Selectmen's  meetings;  Norwood  School  Committee  Meetings;  High 
School  Graduation  Ceremony;  and  various  High  School  Sporting  events. 

The  Cable  Commission  has  worked  with  the  cable  company  (Cablevision)  throughout  the  year  to  resolve 
various  customer  complaints  on  service  or  equipment  problems.  Major  problems  with  the  "Italian  Hour" 
channel  have  finally  been  resolved. 

A  request  is  being  made  to  the  Norwood  Board  of  Selectmen  for  a  "waiver"  to  the  Cable  License  to  allow 
usage  of  two  additional  cable  channels;  it  is  planned  that  they  will  be  available  in  the  Spring  of  1996. 

The  Norwood  Cable  Commission  will  continue  to  work  towards  the  goal  of  providing  Norwood  Cable 
subscribers  with  the  very  best  in  Cable  programming  and  service.

1995  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE  NORWOOD  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  purpose  of  the  Conservation  Commission  is  to  enforce  the  Commonwealth's  Wetland  Protection  Act, 
as  well  as  the  Town's  Wetlands  By-laws.  These  laws  identify  areas  subject  to  protection  and  include 
banks,  wetlands,  marshes,  swamps,  and  flats  bordering  on  a  body  of  water.  In  addition,  land  under  a 
body  of  water  and  land  subject  to  flooding  are  included.  Any  activity  within  these  areas  is  subject  to 
regulations,  as  is  any  activity  within  a  100  foot  buffer  zone  of  the  areas  protected,  which  would  alter 
either  the  area  under  protection  or  the  buffer  zone.  The  term  activity  refers  to  any  act  which  would 
remove,  fill,  dredge  or  alter. 

The  Conservation  Commission  issues  Determinations  identifying  an  activity  as  significant  or  non¬ 
significant.  If  significant,  a  Notice  of  Intent  must  be  filed  and  work  may  only  proceed  under  an  Order  of 
Conditions  issued  by  the  Commission.  The  Commission  conducts  site  reviews  on  work  in  progress  as 
well  as  at  project  end.  If  the  work  performed  is  the  same  as  that  initially  proposed,  a  Certificate  of 
Compliance  will  be  issued.  This  is  an  abbreviated  description  of  what  we  do. 

There  has  been  a  discernible  change  in  the  work  of  the  Commission.  As  the  Town  of  Norwood 
approaches  virtual  build-out,  there  is  limited  work  now  being  proposed  in  areas  under  protection.  This 
has  allowed  the  Commission  to  devote  more  time  to  improving  and  maintaining  Conservation  lands.  A 
first  step  has  been  an  effort  to  provide  attractive  signs  inviting  our  citizens  to  use  the  public  lands  under 
our  control.  Signs  can  be  found  at  Ellis  Pond,  Endean  Park  and  Hawes  Brook  in  South  Norwood. 
Considerable  effort  has  been  expended  by  many  volunteers,  with  some  financial  help  from  Town 
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Meeting,  to  improve  Endean  Park  and  make  it  user  friendly.  Walking  paths  have  been  created,  brush  has 
been  cleared  and  the  meadows  have  been  mowed.  The  maintenance  of  paths,  as  well  as  clearing  and 
mowing,  will  be  required  on  a  regular  schedule  in  order  to  maintain  it's  accessibility.  We  hope  to  soon 
see  guidance  signs  to  direct  people  throughout  the  park. 

We  take  particular  note  of  interest  of  many  groups  in  joining  our  efforts  and  welcome  these  volunteer 
citizens  as  allies  in  our  efforts  to  maintain  and  improve  all  the  resource  areas  under  our  jurisdiction.

OF  THE  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 


The  Norwood  Council  of  aging  is  comprised  of  eight  members  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
Meetings  are  held  on  the  first  Thursday  of  each  month  at  the  Senior  Center  located  on  the  second  floor  of 
the  Civic  Center  at  165  Nahatan  Street.  All  meetings  are  open  to  the  public.  The  center  is  open  full  time, 
excluding  holidays,  from  8:30  A.M.  to  4:00  P.M. 

Present  members  are:  Mrs.  Margaret  Amirault,  Chairperson;  Mrs.  Rose  Bassile,  Vice-Chairperson;  Mrs. 
Mary  Wynne,  Secretary;  Mr.  John  Howard,  Treasurer;  Mr.  Michael  DeGrazio;  Ms.  Beth  Howe;  Mr. 
Thomas  Lockhart;  and  Mrs.  Clare  Shea. 

A  major  function  of  the  Senior  Center  is  information  and  referral.  The  center  is  frequented  by 
approximately  800  men  and  women  weekly  who  partake  in  various  educational,  social,  recreational  and 
health  programs.  There  are  currently  over  90  volunteers  who  have  donated  over  10,708  hours  of  service  in 
34  different  capacities  valued  at  approximately  $103,289.  These  include:  Norwood  Senior  Center,  United 
Way,  American  Heart  Association,  American  Lung  Association,  March  of  Dimes,  Meals  on  Wheels, 
Norwood  Nursing  and  Retirement  and  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

Our  staff  includes  Jean  Bargfrede,  Director;  Beth  Hines,  Outreach  Worker;  Harry  Olsen,  Bus  Driver;  and 
Katherine  St.  Cyr,  Coordinator  of  Volunteers.

The  Town  of  Norwood  Commission  on  Disability,  established  in  1984,  consists  of  seven  members, 
appointed  by  the  Norwood  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  identify  and  address  areas  of  concerns  of  our  disabled 
citizens.  One  member  must  be  an  elected  Town  official  and  the  majority  of  members  must  have  a 
disability.  Members  serve  staggered  three-year  terms.  Since  1989,  the  Commission  has  also  had  an 
Associate  Membership  to  provide  additional  Commission  support  and  input  on  pertinent  matters  related 
to  disability  issues. 

The  Commission  acts  as  an  advisory  body  to  the  Town's  Selectmen  and  to  the  Massachusetts 
Commission  on  Disability  to  ensure  compliance  with  all  applicable  Federal,  State  and  Local  Rules  and 
Regulations.  It  also  provides  information,  referral  and  technical  assistance  in  matters  of  disability  issues, 
as  well  as  reviewing  and  making  recommendations  on  policies  and  activities  of  municipal  departments  as 
they  relate  to  persons  with  disabilities. 

The  Commission  sponsors  training  sessions  with  the  Massachusetts  Commission  on  Disabilities 
(MCOD)  and  the  Commonwealth's  Architectural  Access  Board  (AAB)  to  develop  and  train  Community 
Access  Monitors  (CAM's)  in  the  familiarization  and  knowledge  of  State  and  Federal  Building  Codes, 
Rules  and  Regulations,  so  that  they  may  be  able  to  evaluate  and  report  on  a  facility's  compliance  for 
disability  access  and  use. 

The  Commission  provides  membership  on  the  Town's  Development  Plan  Review  Committee  and 
reviews  issued  building  permits  to  ensure  compliance  with  applicable  disability  requirements. 

Student  members  provide  liaison  and  input  for  Norwood  school  students  and  the  Commission  has  had 
members  assigned  to  the  School's  ADA  Central  Advisory  Team. 

The  Commission  has  co-sponsored  health  care  symposiums,  legislative  informational  sessions  and 
provides  on-going  technical  assistance  and  support  to  sister  commissions. 

The  Commission  provides  a  liaison  with  the  Norwood  business  community  to  assist  in  their 
understanding  and  implementation  of  the  American  with  Disabilities  Act  (ADA). 

In  1995,  the  Commission  lost  two  long-term  supporters,  Marilyn  and  James  McDevitt.  Marilyn  served 
as  a  Commissioner  and  Jim  as  Secretary  to  the  Commission  for  over  a  decade.  Leaders  in  the  fight  to 
assure  the  disabled  their  legal  rights,  the  Commission  wishes  them  a  happy  and  healthy  retirement. 

The  Commission  meets  the  first  Monday  of  each  month,  7:30  p.m.,  Room  1 1,  Norwood  Town  Hall,  566 
Washington  Street,  Norwood,  Massachusetts.  The  public  is  invited  to  attend.

OF  THE  TOWN  ENGINEER 


During  the  year,  the  Engineering  Department  was  called  to  perform  multiple  engineering,  design  and 
construction  inspection  services  for  various  Town  departments  and  boards. 

Plans,  specifications,  construction  cost  estimates  and  contract  documents  were  prepared  for  roadway 
construction,  reconstruction  and  utilities  installation  and  renewal  projects.  Among  the  projects,  which 
were  completed  in  1995,  were  the  design  for  the  repair  of  the  failing  sanitary  sewer  and  storm  drain  lines 
between  East  Cross  Street  and  Rock  Street,  the  design  for  the  improvements  to  the  vertical  alignment  and 
cross  section  of  Nichols  Street  between  Cottage  Street  and  Winter  Street.  Plans  and  specifications  were 
also  prepared  for  the  abandonment  of  a  portion  of  West  Border  Road  and  for  the  required  improvements 
as  negotiated  between  the  residential  and  commercial  property  owners. 

Contract  administration  and  construction  inspection  for  the  temporary  repairs  to  the  substructure  of  the 
Canton  Street  Bridge  over  the  Neponset  River  was  completed  during  the  Summer  months  and  the  State 
has  been  asked  to  re-assess  the  load-carrying  capacity  of  the  bridge. 

Street  acceptance  plans  and  construction  cost  estimates  were  prepared  for  portions  of  Irving  Street  and 
Baker  Avenue  and  for  Chapel  Court. 

Preliminary  plans,  specifications  and  cost  estimates  were  prepared  for  the  proposed  expansion  of 
Highland  Cemetery  in  the  area  adjacent  to  Veterans  Road. 

Taking  plans  were  prepared  and  recorded  for  portions  of  Neponset  Street  at  the  dead  end  and  for  a 
portion  of  Chapel  Street  related  to  the  installation  of  the  proposed  traffic  signal  improvements. 

Engineering  field  services  were  provided  during  the  installation  of  the  Mylod  Street  water  main 
extension,  the  repaving  of  Pleasant  and  Washington  Streets  and  the  reconstruction  of  a  portion  of  Nichols 
Street,  as  well  as  a  portion  of  lower  Washington  Street  and  for  the  extension  of  Grant  Avenue. 

Traffic  analysis  was  performed  in  conjunction  with  the  State  requirements  for  a  speed  zone  study  along 
those  portions  of  Union  and  Sumner  Streets  lying  East  of  Route  One,  and  for  a  heavy  commercial  vehicle 
exclusion  on  that  part  of  Sumner  Street  lying  East  of  Route  One. 

Every  effort  will  be  made  to  continue  to  work  closely  with  all  other  departments  and  boards  through  the 
coming  year.

DENTAL  CLINIC

The  Clinic  Dentist  examines  all  children  in  grades  one  through  six  in  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  and 
St.  Catherine's  Parochial  School.  With  parental  approval  the  children  needing  dental  care  are  treated  at 
the  Dental  Clinic.  In  the  school  year  1994-1995  a  total  of  1364  children  were  screened.  The  treatments 
included  cleaning,  plaque  control,  dental  hygiene  instruction,  fillings  and  emergency  treatments  for 
special  needs.  A  total  of  361  children  were  seen.  The  Dental  Clinic  also  offers  a  sealant  program  for 
children  in  grades  two,  three  and  six.  Sealants  are  a  plastic  resin  that  prevents  tooth  decay  when  applied 
to  the  chewing  surface  of  molars.  There  were  344  cleanings  done  and  1 18  children  in  grades  two,  three 
and  six  had  sealants  placed  on  their  erupted  permanent  molars.  In  January  1995  the  clinic  dentist  did  the 
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necessary  operative  work.  Forty-one  letters  of  referral  were  sent  to  parents  for  their  children  to  see  Dr. 
Stone.  Fourteen  patients  were  actually  seen  in  Dr.  Stone's  office.

REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  DEPARTMENTS 


A  medical  equipment  loan  program  continues  to  be  available  to  any  town  resident  upon  request. 
Donations  of  usable  medical  equipment  are  always  welcome. 

A  Well  Child  Clinic  continues  to  be  held  monthly  for  any  Norwood  child  from  newborn  to  school 
entrance  age  who  does  not  have  health  insurance  for  well  visits.  Each  child  is  examined  by  a  pediatrician. 
Recommended  immunizations,  lead  testing  and  tuberculin  testing  are  also  done. 

The  Health  Department  has  received  a  steadily  increasing  number  of  requests  for  food,  clothing,  housing 
and  utility  assistance  from  many  families  in  town  who  are  facing  serious  economic  hardship.  The  Human 
Service  group  continues  to  meet  to  identify  and  coordinate  available  resources  in  an  effort  to  address 
these  changing  needs. 

A  melanoma  and  skin  cancer  screening  was  held  in  May.  Dr.  Berliner  and  Dr.  Spitz  examined  44  persons 
and  referred  25  for  further  evaluation. 

Radon  test  kits  were  offered  for  sale.  A  total  of  44  kits  were  sold. 

A  swimming  pool  operation  and  maintenance  seminar  was  held  for  all  public  and  semi-public  pools. 

The  Board  acted  upon  a  subdivision. 

A  choke  saver  seminar  was  held  in  June  for  all  Food  Service  Establishments.  Approximately  51  people 
attended. 

The  annual  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  and  two  special  recycling  days  collected  880  gallons 
of  waste  oil,  358  tires,  130  automotive  batteries  as  well  as  56  drums  of  pesticides,  organic  solvents, 
paints,  corrosives  and  flammable  materials.  This  year  the  Board  worked  with  Tom  Chevrolet-Geo- 
Hyundai  in  order  to  increase  the  recycling  opportunities.  Anti-freeze,  propane  tanks  and  oil  filters  were 
added  to  the  collection.  The  Board  also  worked  with  the  Women's  Community  Committee  to  collect 
household  items  for  the  Coalition  for  the  Homeless.  This  was  very  successful  and  greatly  appreciated  by 
the  Coalition.  The  Recycling  Committee  is  working  to  increase  the  items  and  opportunities  for  recycling. 

Arrangements  were  made  to  provide  the  sale  of  home  composting  bins  to  Norwood  residents. 
Approximately  60  bins  were  sold.  A  grant  has  been  applied  for.  If  Norwood  is  a  recipient  compost  bins 
will  be  sold  from  the  Health  Department. 

The  Norwood  Health  Department  initiated  a  Hepatitis  B  Immunization  program  for  susceptible  Police 
and  Fire  Department  employees.  The  purchase  of  Hepatitis  B  vaccine  was  made  with  funds  obtained 
through  medicare  reimbursement  for  flu  shots.  This  new  program  was  successful  in  immunizing  8  police 
and  12  fire  department  employees  against  the  Hepatitis  B  virus. 

With  funding  from  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health,  the  Tobacco  Control  Coalition  of  Canton, 
Foxboro,  Norwood  and  Walpole  assisted  the  Board  of  Health  in  the  drafting  of  their  Regulation  to 
Control  Youth  Access  to  Tobacco  Products.  After  a  public  hearing  these  regulation  became  effective 
November  1,  1995. 

The  Board  became  involved  in  Community  Health  Network  (CHNA)  20.  This  is  an  affiliation  of 
communities  who  purpose  is  to  forge  partnership  between  service  providers,  health  departments, 
residents,  consumers  and  the  general  public.  The  ultimate  goal  is  to  improve  the  health  status  of  the 
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community.  CHNA  20  has  chosen  preventable  hospitalization  for  asthma,  asthma  education  and 
interventions  as  its  project.  We  should  begin  to  see  the  fruits  of  our  labor  in  1996. 

Frances  Harwood  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Health  in  April.  This  position  was  vacated  by  Ruth 
Copponi  after  12  years  of  service  to  the  Board  of  Health.  Joan  Jacobs  was  appointed  in  May  for  the  one 
year  term  left  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Jean  Taylor. 

The  Board  would  like  to  acknowledge  Mike  Donahue  who  passed  away  in  October  of  this  year.  His  12 
years  of  service  to  the  Town  of  Norwood  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Health  are  greatly  appreciated.

The  Authority's  staff  is  comprised  of  one  Executive  Director,  one  Deputy  Executive 
Director/Maintenance  Director,  one  Family/Leased  Housing  Administrator,  one  Bookkeeper,  two  Clerks, 
and  seven  Maintenance  Laborers. 

The  duties  of  the  Authority  and  the  objectives  of  Public  Housing  Legislation  is  to  provide  decent,  safe, 
and  sanitary  housing  to  families,  elderly  and  handicapped  persons  of  low  and  moderate  incomes  at  rents 
they  can  afford.  The  primary  function  of  the  Authority  is  to  administer  public  housing  programs  within 
the  Town  of  Norwood,  and  to  recommend  and  apply  for  financial  assistance  to  State  and  Federal 
Agencies  for  new  units  or  programs,  when  they  are  determined  to  be  needed. 

The  Authority  administers  approximately  a  700  unit  housing  program.  Of  this  total,  481  units  are  located 
in  buildings  owned  and  operated  by  the  Authority's  rental  assistance  programs  and  are  located  at 
scattered  sites  throughout  the  community  in  privately  owned  buildings. 


During  the  past  year  the  Authority  continued  its  ongoing  attempts  to  update  and  improve  its  housing 
stock.  The  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1995,  ended  in  sound  financial  condition.  The  Section  8 
New  Construction/Substantial  Elderly  and  Family  program  made  $34,000.00  The  Section  8  Existing  and 
Voucher  programs  made  a  combined  profit  of  $28,000.00. 

At  this  time  the  Authority  would  like  to  express  sincere  thanks  to  various  town  officials  and  others  who 
have  worked  with  the  Authority  and  contributed  to  making  this  past  year  a  successful  one.

Norwood  residents  should  be  excited  about  the  major  renovation  planned  for  the  Morrill  Memorial 
Library.  Work  on  this  project  occupied  much  of  1995,  and  will  continue  in  1996.  Following  renovation, 
the  building  which  is  approaching  its  100th  birthday  in  1998,  will  be  able  to  serve  the  town  well  for  the 
next  20  years.  Interior  spaces  need  to  be  reorganized  so  that  all  areas  can  be  used  efficiently.  Access,  in 
compliance  with  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act,  is  necessary,  and  internal  systems  such  as  wiring 
and  HVAC  must  be  upgraded.  Availability  of  grants  for  library  construction  and  renovation  from  the 
Massachusetts  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  in  1996,  make  this  project  particularly  important  at  this 
time. 

The  Board  of  Trustees'  Renovation  Committee,  chaired  by  Stuart  Plumer,  began  working  with  the 
Permanent  Building  Construction  Committee  (PBCC)  in  1994  to  hire  an  architect  to  prepare  a  schematic 
design  for  renovation  of  the  library.  Thirteen  architectural  firms  applied  for  the  project,  and  the  firm  of 
Childs  Bertman  Tseckares  (CBT)  of  Boston  was  hired  in  June  of  1995. 

After  hours  of  work  with  the  library  staff,  trustees  and  the  PBCC,  the  architects  issued  a  design  report  in 
November.  Over  2,200  square  feet  of  space  will  be  gained  in  the  Plimpton  Wing  (which  has  been  closed 
to  the  public  for  more  than  20  years)  and  in  the  attic.  All  areas  of  the  building  will  be  more  accessible 
(new  elevator  and  stairs),  more  comfortable  (upgraded  mechanical  and  ventilation  system),  and  more 
functional  (new  wiring  for  electrical  and  computer  systems).  Library  departments  will  be  relocated  and 
reorganized  to  be  more  convenient  for  the  public  and  better  able  to  provide  expanded  library  service. 

The  plan  will  be  presented  to  Town  Meeting  in  March  of  1996.  Copies  of  the  complete  design  are 
available  for  public  examination  at  the  library. 

The  library  is  open  seven  days  a  week  most  of  the  year.  In  1995,  circulation  increased  3%  to  262,285. 

2,1 12  new  library  cards  were  issued  bringing  the  total  of  Morrill  Memorial  Library  card  holders  to 
20,738.  The  total  library  collection  is  now  1 1 1,513  items.  Approximately  105,000  books  make  up  the 
bulk  of  the  library's  holdings,  but  5,000  book  and  music  cassettes,  video-cassettes  and  compact  discs 
comprise  a  growing  and  increasingly  important  part  of  the  collection.  The  library  is  grateful  to  the 
Norwood  Community  Television  Corporation  for  giving  generous  grants  to  supplement  the  video  and 
spoken  word  cassette  collection. 

Over  18,000  reference  questions  were  answered.  Now  available  in  the  Reference  Department  is  access 
to  the  Internet  and  the  World  Wide  Web  using  a  Lynx  Browser.  An  index  of  over  1,400  periodicals 
is  also  available  on-line  using  the  General  Periodicals  Index  or  Health  Index  ASAP. 

LOCAL  data  on  private  or  government  services,  clubs  or  other  organizations,  is  contained  in  the  new 
Community  Information  and  Retrieval  database  on  the  public  terminals.  Nine-three  organizations 
serving  Norwood  are  currently  listed.  What  is  the  agency's  phone  number?  What  does  it  do?  When 
does  it  meet?  Check  on  everything  from  recycling  to  the  Dollhouse  Museum  to  the  schedule  of  your 
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church.  If  the  organization  you  are  involved  in  is  NOT  listed,  call  the  library  Reference  Department 
(769-0200). 

The  library  provides  service  to  Norwood  residents  by  reaching  outside  its  walls.  3,500,000  items  are 
owned  by  the  combined  29  Minuteman  network  libraries.  In  1995,  over  2,987  requests  for  items  not 
owned  locally  were  filled  by  other  libraries.  This  cooperative  service  provided  an  estimated  $104,500 
worth  of  material  to  Norwood  residents  which  the  library  did  not  have  to  buy.  The  entire  book  budget 
for  the  library  for  the  year  was  $100,000,  so  cooperative  lending  between  libraries  actually  more  than 
doubled  the  amount  of  material  the  library  could  make  available  to  Norwood  residents  in  1995. 

The  library  has  membership  passes  for  the  New  England  Aquarium,  the  Children's  and  Science 
Museums,  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  the  Kennedy  Library  and  the  Massachusetts  Audubon 
Sanctuaries.  Over  1 ,000  passes  to  these  facilities  were  checked  out,  giving  Norwood  residents  free  or 
reduced  cost  admission.  The  Women's  Community  Committee  of  Norwood  provides  primary  support 
for  the  library's  museum  pass  program  by  purchasing  the  New  England  Aquarium,  Museum  of  Fire  Arts, 
Massachusetts  Audubon  Society,  and  the  Kennedy  Library  memberships.  The  Guild  of  St.  Timothy 
also  donated  a  pair  of  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  memberships.  The  continued  support  of  these  organizations 
is  greatly  appreciated. 

190  programs  were  offered  for  children  and  adults  and  attended  by  4,458  people.  The  Children's 
Department  provided  preschool  story  time  and  special  shows  and  programs  for  older  children.  As 
always,  the  Summer  Reading  Club  drew  hundreds  of  eager,  young  readers.  The  monthly  book  group  for 
adults  provided  stimulating  discussion  of  a  wide  variety  of  books  and  a  new  monthly  series  drew 
nostalgia  buffs  to  the  library  to  enjoy  classic  films. 

Many  community  groups  held  meetings  at  the  library  or  used  the  library  for  displays  and  exhibits.  The 
library  was  happy  to  provide  a  location  for  donations  to  the  Norwood  Ecumenical  Food  Pantry.  For 
the  fourth  year,  November  was  Food  for  Fines  month.  Any  overdue  item  could  be  returned  to  the  library 
with  no  fine  charge  in  exchange  for  a  donation  of  food  for  the  food  pantry. 

The  outreach  librarian  took  books  to  shut-ins,  senior  centers,  housing  projects  and  nursing  homes.  In 
addition,  the  librarian  presented  weekly  programs  on  a  variety  of  topics  at  several  nursing  homes,  the 
Senior  Drop-In  Center  and  Norfolk  Day  Activity  Center. 

The  library  literacy  program  provided  more  than  200  people  with  13,000  hours  of  free,  private, 
individual  tutoring  from  over  200  dedicated  volunteers.  Partial  support  for  the  literacy  program  came 
from  LSCA  grants.  Support  for  tutor  training  programs  was  supplied  by  The  United  Way  of  Neponset 
Valley. 

The  library  received  much  help  from  its  Friends.  Two  very  successful  book  sales,  held  in  May  and 
October,  were  made  possible  by  the  hard  work  of  Kathleen  Kelleher,  Jane  Grenon  and  their  crew  of  hard¬ 
working  book  sorters.  This  year,  the  Friends  sponsored  programs  and  provided  money  for  the  purchase 
of  additional  material  for  children  and  adults.  Our  thanks  go  to  all  the  Friends  with  special  thanks  to 
President,  Maureen  Susi  and  Treasurer,  Bob  Weisberg. 

Volunteers  donated  many  hours  of  doing  valuable  projects.  Mary  Kwiatkowski,  Anne  McCarty,  Lucille 
Briggs,  Lee  Griffith  and  Vito  Anello  each  spent  many  hours  making  the  library  run  more  smoothly. 
Michael  DeGrazio,  Maureen  Susi  and  Teresa  Susi  helped  organize  and  distribute  tax  forms  through  the 
winter  and  spring.  Many  thanks  for  all  the  hard  work.

OF  THE  LIGHT  DEPARTMENT 


I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Norwood  Municipal  Light 
Department  for  the  year  1995. 

In  1995,  an  additional  power  transformer  was  installed  at  Station  495  on  Dean 
Street.  This  transformer  will  improve  the  reliability  of  our  system  by  backing  up 
the  existing  substation  transformers  which  were  installed  in  1970. 

The  Light  Department's  Conservation  and  Load  Management  Program  is  progressing  on  schedule.  This 
program  continues  to  save  money  by  reducing  energy  consumption  and  peak  demand.  There  are 
presently  five  parts  to  the  Conservation  and  Load  Management  Program:  capacitor  installations, 
controlled  residential  electric  water  heaters,  uncontrolled  residential  electric  water  heaters, 
commercial/industrial  lighting  retrofits,  and  residential  compact  fluorescent  bulb  giveaways.  Through 
conservation  and  load  management  we  were  able  to  decrease  our  peak  demand  in  1995  by  an  additional 
686  kVA. 

The  Future  Electric  Power  Supply  Needs  Committee  (FEPSNC)  continued  to  work  diligently  this  past 
year.  In  the  past  year  their  efforts  have  continued  to  focus  on  the  permitting  process.  This  process 
requires  the  approval  of  approximately  25  state  and  local  agencies,  boards  and  commissions.  In  1995 
several  permits  have  been  applied  for  and  it  is  expected  that  the  filing  to  the  Energy  Facilities  Siting 
Council  (EFSC)  will  take  place  in  February  of  1996.  The  efforts  of  the  FEPSNC  are  greatly  appreciated. 

I  offer  the  following  statistical  data  relative  to  the  operation  of  the  Light  Department.

The  Norfolk  Mental  Health  Association,  Inc.  is  a  private,  non-profit  mental  health  organization  with  a  forty- 
year  history  of  serving  the  citizens  of  twelve  towns:  Canton,  Dedham,  Foxboro,  Medfield,  Millis,  Norfolk, 
Norwood,  Plainville,  Sharon,  Walpole,  Westwood  and  Wrentham.  NMHA  operates  a  range  of  programs 
and  services  through  sites  in  Norwood,  Wrentham,  Walpole  and  several  outreach  locations  in  other 
communities.  The  Cutler  Centers  in  Norwood  and  Wrentham  provide  a  comprehensive  array  of  counseling 
services  including  psychiatry,  substance  abuse  treatment,  and  twenty-four  hour  crisis  evaluation.  HIRE 
Enterprises  in  Walpole  offers  sheltered  vocational  services  and  supported  employment  opportunities. 
Innovative  parent  education  and  support  programs,  as  well  as  early  intervention  services  for  children  at-risk 
with  developmental  delays,  are  offered  at  program  sites  and  in  outreach  locations. 

In  October  1995,  NMHA  entered  into  a  partnership  with  the  May  Institute  to  improve  management  and 
accounting  practices  while  continuing  to  provide  high  quality  services  to  the  community.  The  May  Institute 
has  earned  a  reputation  for  state-of-the-art  management  and  clinical  practices  in  the  health  and  human 
service  arena  and  we  are  enthusiastic  about  this  association.  Established  in  1955,  the  May  Institute  offers  a 
network  of  services  across  Massachusetts  and  recently  moved  their  corporate  services  office  to  Norwood. 

Dr.  Robert  Putnam  will  be  leading  the  management  team  for  NMHA  in  the  coming  year.  Dr.  Putnam  is  the 
May  Institute's  Vice  President  for  Mental  Health  Services,  and  a  licensed  psychologist  with  20  years  of 
experience  in  the  field  of  behavioral  healthcare  including  over  twelve  years  experience  as  a  Senior 
Administrator  with  a  leading  mental  health  organization  in  Massachusetts.  Dr.  Bruce  Black  joined  NMHA 
as  Medical  Director  in  July  1995,  and  was  recently  promoted  to  Medical  Director  of  the  Mental  Health 
Division  of  the  May  Institute.  Among  other  efforts,  in  the  past  four  months  of  the  May  partnership,  they 
have  established  an  Anxiety  Disorders  Clinic  for  children  and  adults  at  the  Cutler  Center,  providing  a 
needed  resource  for  the  area. 
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In  1996,  we  will  continue  to  provide  a  comprehensive  array  of  high  quality,  outcome-focused  mental  health 
services  with  a  goal  of  enabling  those  we  serve  to  lead  more  satisfying  and  productive  lives.  A  survey  of 
clients,  referral,  and  funding  sources  is  being  conducted  in  January  and  February  1996,  to  assess  the  quality 
of  our  services  in  1995.  The  results  of  this,  along  with  other  information  gathered  through  our  Quality 
Improvement  process,  will  guide  us  in  the  development  and  on-going  refinement  of  our  services.  The 
following  is  a  brief  description  of  services  provided  in  1995  to  the  residents  of  Norwood. 

Using  fully  licensed  social  workers,  psychologists  and  psychiatrists,  the  Cutler  Center  offers  a  rich  variety 
of  skills  and  expertise  to  provide  a  wide  range  of  needed  services  to  children,  adolescents  and  adults 
through  group,  individual,  couples  and  family  therapy.  Some  of  the  specific  services  and  specialized 
treatment  we  provide  are:  Twenty-four  hour  crisis  evaluation;  Alcohol  and  Substance  Abuse  Treatment; 
Medication  evaluation/management  and  other  psychiatric  services;  Psychological  Testing;  Separation  and 
Divorce  Counseling;  Families  of  Substance  Abusers;  and  Court  Supported  Programs  such  as  Domestic 
Violence  Prevention  and  Intervention,  Supervised  Visitation  and  Mediation  Services.  Each  year,  we  serve 
over  2,800  individuals  through  our  treatment  and  support  services.  The  following  specialized  programs  are 
also  offered: 

Parent-Toddler  Program,  an  educational  and  support  experience  for  parents  and  their  children 
from  birth  to  age  three; 

Enhance  Program, a  pre-school  program  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  children  3-4.  By  offering  a 
stimulating  hands-on  learning  environment,  we  are  able  to  stimulate  and  enhance  the  child's 
physical,  social,  emotional,  and  intellectual  growth. 

Gym  Program,  a  unique  blend  of  counseling  and  physical  activity  for  at-risk  children  between  the 
ages  of  5  and  15. 

Positive  Parenting,  a  program  designed  for  parents  to  help  them  develop  positive  attitudes  and 
skills  that  will  make  them  more  caring  and  responsible  parents. 

Community  Education  Programs  including  workshops  on  stress  management,  assertiveness 
training,  and  various  topics. 

Our  staff,  at  all  locations,  welcome  the  opportunity  to  provide  information  about  treatment  services  and 
specialized  programs.  They  area  also  available  to  provide  workshops  and  presentations  on  a  variety  of 
mental  health  related  topics  to  community  agencies,  civic  organizations,  business  and  industry. 

Those  who  come  to  us  for  assistance  were  often  referred  by  friends,  neighbors,  family,  clergy,  educators, 
physicians  or  community  agencies.  The  most  common  requests  for  help  concerned  programs  such  as 
depression  and  anxiety,  marital  or  family  relations,  school  or  behavior-related  problems,  and  for  major 
mental  illness. 

NMHA's  HIRE  Enterprises  provides  vocational  training  in  a  sheltered  rehabilitation  setting  for  individuals 
with  emotional,  developmental  or  physical  handicaps.  Programs  offered  at  HIRE  include  diagnostic 
evaluations;  skills  training;  work  adjustment  training  and  counseling;  sheltered  employment;  transitional 
employment  and  job  placement.  HIRE  provides  local  and  regional  businesses  and  organizations  with  both 
high  quality  and  competitive  employees  and  through  their  workshop  facility  a  source  of  contract  labor. 

In  1996,  NMHA  plans  to  expand  the  variety  of  services  it  provides  to  area  residents  through  the  needs 
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assessment  currently  being  conducted.  Through  our  partnership  with  the  May  Institute,  we  will  continue 
our  efforts  to  maximize  the  quality,  effectiveness  and  responsiveness  of  all  our  services.  Further 
information  of  our  program  and  quality,  effectiveness  and  responsiveness  of  all  our  services.  Further 
information  of  our  program  and  quality  improvement  goals  for  1996,  can  be  obtained  by  contacting  our 
offices.

The  operational  Project  Program  integrates  all  proven  technologies  into  a  system  of  mosquito  control  that  is 
rational,  safe,  effective  and  economically  feasible. 

All  mosquito  eggs  need  water  to  hatch  and  to  sustain  larval  growth. 


Source  Reduction  Work:  Our  primary  efforts  are  concentrated  on  the  drainage  of  shallow,  standing, 
stagnant  water,  and  the  maintenance  of  existing  flow  systems  which  contribute  to  mosquito  breeding 
sources. 


Drainage  ditches  cleaned . 5,476  feet 

Larviciding:  Treatment  of  mosquito  larvae  during  aquatic  development  is  the  next  most  effective  control 
effort. 


Larvicide  by  backpack/briquets/mistblowers . 63.50  acres 

Adultciding:  The  suppression  of  flying  adult  mosquitoes  becomes  necessary  when  they  are  numerous, 
annoying,  or  threatening  to  residents. 

Adulticide  fogging  from  trucks . 904  acres 

Surveys,  inspections,  and  monitoring  in  support  of  our  program  include  locating  and  mapping  breeding 
areas,  larval  and  adult  collections,  and  field  work  evaluations  leading  to  better  drainage. 
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The  Project  received  33  calls  from  residents  for  information  and  assistance.

1995  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE  PERMANENT  BUILDING  CONSTRUCTION  COMMITTEE 


This  is  a  report  of  the  1995  activities  of  the  Permanent  Building  Construction  Committee  (PBCC). 

This  year  the  Building  Committee  continued  with  the  construction  phase  of  the  renovation  of  the  Heating, 
Ventilation  and  Air  Conditioning  (HVAC)  system  of  the  Junior  High  South;  and  the  installation  of  the 
replacement  doors  and  windows  at  the  Callahan  and  Oldham  Schools  and  replacement  of  some  windows  at 
the  Police  and  Fire  Stations. 

Junior  High  South  HVAC  Renovation 

Town  Meeting  appropriated  the  sum  of  $860,000  in  1994  for  the  project.  Bids  were  received  in  January 
1995,  and  the  construction  phase  for  this  work  was  awarded  to  the  lowest  qualified  bidder  who  was 
Enterprise  Construction  of  Weymouth.  The  sub-bid  contractor  for  the  computer  controlled  energy 
management  system  was  Barber  Colman-Siebe  of  Canton.  Work  started  in  April  and  continued  throughout 
the  summer  when  school  was  not  in  session.  Substantial  completion  was  accomplished  before  school 
opened  in  September.  The  contractors  have  continued  with  the  fine-tuning  of  the  new  energy  management 
system  under  the  supervision  of  the  PBCC.  The  comfort  level  and  energy  control  system  are  now  back  to 
the  original  condition. 

Replacement  Doors  and  Windows  at  the  Callahan,  Oldham  and  Police  and  Fire  Station 

Town  Meeting  appropriated  $592,000  in  1994  for  this  project.  Bids  were  received  in  December  of  that 
year,  and  the  construction  installation  contract  was  awarded  to  the  lowest  qualified  bidder  who  was 
Lockheed  Windows  of  Pascog,  Rhode  Island.  The  construction  plan  was  to  install  all  windows  and  doors  in 
the  summer  of  1995.  The  doors,  Kalwall  windows  and  other  appurtenance  structures,  were  installed  during 
this  period.  Due  to  great  demand  throughout  the  country,  the  window  manufacturer,  Graham  Architectural 
Products  of  York,  Pennsylvania,  was  not  able  to  deliver  the  windows  until  the  late  fall  of  1995.  The 
committee  negotiated  with  the  contractor  to  store  these  windows  in  a  bonded  storage  facility  and  complete 
the  window  installation  in  the  spring  and  summer  of  1996,  when  the  weather  is  better  and  the  schools  are 
not  in  session. 

Morrill  Memorial  Library  Renovation 

The  Building  Committee  continued  to  work  with  the  Library  Trustees  on  further  plans  for  this  renovation. 
A  joint  Designer  Selection  Committee  reviewed  architectural  proposals  of  12  architects  and  conducted 
interviews  with  some.  The  Designer  Selection  Committee  chose  CBT  of  Boston  as  the  architect.  CBT 
carried  out  design  recommendations  based  on  the  input  from  the  PBCC  and  members  of  the  Morrill  Staff 
and  Library  Trustees.  The  cost  estimate  for  this  work  and  the  details  of  the  renovations  will  be  contained  in 
a  final  report  to  be  presented  by  the  Library  Trustees.  The  proposal  for  consideration  was  presented  to  the 
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Selectmen  and  will  be  presented  to  Town  Meeting  in  the  spring  of  1996,  to  see  if  there  is  support  to  move 
forward  with  the  final  plans  and  application  to  the  Massachusetts  Public  Library  Construction  Program. 

Norwood  Municipal  Building  Repair  Project 

Town  Meeting  appropriated  $35,000  to  the  PBCC  for  an  Architectural  study,  specifications  for  bid  and  cost 
estimates  for  the  repair  of  the  deteriorating  masonry  and  leaking  conditions  at  the  Norwood  Town  Hall. 
The  PBCC  formed  a  Designer  Selection  Committee  to  review  1 1  architects  and  conducted  selected 
interviews.  The  Designer  Selection  Committee  chose  Stahl  Associates  of  Boston  to  do  this  study  and 
report.  They  developed  and  presented  a  report  and  estimated  costs,  and  prepared  specifications  and  bid 
documents  for  the  renovation.  The  PBCC  presented  these  plans  and  cost  estimates  to  the  Selectmen  for 
consideration  and  for  bringing  this  proposal  before  Town  Meeting  in  1996.  Cost  estimates,  based  on  1996 
construction,  are  $650,000-$750,000  depending  on  the  options  chosen. 

Callahan  Portable  Building  Renovation 

In  September,  at  the  request  of  the  School  Department,  the  PBCC  worked  with  the  Manager  of  Grounds  and 
Maintenance,  Mr.  Dan  Donovan,  and  provided  assistance  in  the  design  and  development  of  architectural 
plans  and  construction  changes  necessary  to  prepare  the  portable  building  at  the  Callahan  School  for 
occupancy.  The  School  Department  will  provide  the  funds  to  accomplish  these  tasks.  The  PBCC  has 
reviewed  preliminary  architectural  plans,  looked  at  the  electrical  supply  capacity  for  this  project,  and  will 
assist  the  School  Department  in  preparing  proposals  for  bids.  This  work  will  continue  into  1996. 

In  October  of  1995,  the  Building  Committee  Secretary,  Mrs.  Margaret  Kenefick,  resigned  because  of 
personal  commitments.  We  thank  her  and  appreciate  the  time,  patience  and  hard  work  she  did  during  her 
tenure.  In  December  of  1995,  the  Building  Committee  reviewed  several  candidates  and  selected  Susan  C. 
Bunker  to  be  the  new  PBCC  Secretary. 

The  Committee  is  composed  of  a  unique  group  with  various  engineering  disciplines,  architectural  and 
project  management  experience  along  with  many  years  of  experience  in  public  building  programs  for  the 
Town.  This  continuing  effort  by  the  Permanent  Building  Committee  has  resulted  in  some  fine  work  and  has 
saved  the  taxpayers  considerable  money  where  projects  have  been  successfully  completed  below  budget. 

We  with  to  thank  members  of  the  School  Administration,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Town  Manager  and 
other  Town  of  Norwood  agencies  for  their  help  and  support  in  our  continuing  efforts.

To  the  citizens  of  Norwood: 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  the  Norwood  Planning  Board  submits  its  Annual  Report  for  1995. 
Subdivision  Control 


The  Planning  Board  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Subdivision  Control  Law.  The  purpose  of 
the  law  is  to  protect  the  safety,  convenience  and  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  of  Norwood  by  regulating  the 
laying  out  and  construction  of  ways  in  subdivisions.  In  1995,  the  Planning  Board 

Reviewed  and  endorsed  10  simple  lot  divisions  (ANR  plans). 

Approved  one  preliminary  subdivision  plan:  "Saunders  Road  Preliminary  Plan"  -  an  eleven  (11)  lot 
subdivision. 

Issued  compliance  certificates,  reduced  bond  requirements  or  extended  completion  times  in  the  following 
subdivisions: 

1 . )  Power  Lane  -  Extended  completion  date  to  March  16,  1996. 

2. )  Hazelwood  Meadows  (aka  Fortune  Drive)-  Returned  performance  bond  to  developer. 

Subdivision  satisfactorily  completed  to  Town's  Standards. 

3. )  Endean  Meadows  Estates:  Reduced  performance  bond  by  $100,000.  Extended  completion 

date  to  June  1,  1996. 

4. )  Celtic  Way  -  Returned  performance  bond  to  developer.  Subdivision  satisfactorily 

completed  to  Town's  Standards. 

5. )  Essex  Road  -  Returned  performance  bond  to  developer.  Subdivision  satisfactorily 

completed  to  Town's  Standards. 

6. )  Grandview  III  Subdivision  -  Extended  completion  date  to  December  20,  1996.  Approved 

plan  to  beautify  and  landscape  existing  detention  basin. 

7. )  George  Street  -  Approved  completion  date  to  September  13,  1996. 

Zoning 

The  Planning  Board  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw.  Zoning  promotes  the  welfare 
ot  the  Town  s  inhabitants  by  guiding  the  development  of  land.  On  occasion,  the  Planning  Board  will  bring 
forth  a  zoning  amendment  that  it  thinks  will  better  serve  and  protect  the  citizens  of  the  Town.  The  Board's 
proposal  to  adopt  Adult  Use  Regulations  was  an  example  of  the  Planning  Board  using  State  Law  to  protect 
the  Town  from  the  Adult  Use  industry.  With  no  regulations  in  place,  adult  video  stores,  nightclubs  and  the 
like  can  locate  anywhere  in  the  Town's  commercial  districts  with  no  oversight  from  the  Town.  The  Adult 
Use  Regulations  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  would  have  limited  the  location  of  these  uses  to  one  area 
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of  Town  and  would  have  established  a  Special  Permit  process  for  added  protection.  Town  Meeting  decided 
against  these  regulations  and  instead  adopted  a  "zero  tolerance"  resolution.  This  Planning  Board  supports 
this  position  but  continues  to  think  that  "zero  tolerance"  should  be  reinforced  with  zoning  bylaws  which 
restrict  the  location  of  these  uses. 

Other  zoning  changes  include  expanding  the  Development  Plan  Review  process  to  include  developments 
not  needing  a  building  permit  (parking  lots,  lighting  installations,  etc.),  amending  the  Parking  Regulations 
to  control  business  parking  in  residential  districts,  and  easing  rules  governing  changes  to  nonconforming 
single  and  two-family  structures.  In  major  rezoning  decisions,  the  Board  recommended  approval  of  the 
rezoning  of  Ernie  Boch's  property  at  277  Boston-Providence  Highway  (formerly  Simoni  Flowers)  from 
General  Residential  and  Limited  Manufacturing  to  Highway  Business;  recommended  approval  of  the 
rezoning  of  825,  859,  and  881  Boston-Providence  Highway  (Glynn  Auto  Supplies,  Boch  Toyota,  and 
Madden  Ford,  respectively),  and  a  portion  of  west  Border  Road  abutting  these  properties,  from 
Manufacturing  and  Single  Residential  to  Highway  Business;  and  recommended  disapproval  of  the  rezoning 
of  a  portion  of  842  Boston-Providence  Highway  (Norwood  Subaru)  from  Single  and  General  Residential  to 
Manufacturing. 

In  accordance  with  the  Zoning  Bylaw,  the  Board  also  held  Repetitive  Petition  Hearings  and  referred  the 
following  cases  to  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  cases: 

1 . )  958  Boston-Providence  Highway  -  American  Express  Travel  -sign  variance. 

2. )  274  Dean  Street  -  O.  Alfons  Emmanuel  -  frontage  and  lot  area  variances. 

3. )  32  Florence  Avenue  -  Gregory  Petrucci  -  side  and  rear  yard  variances. 

Norwood's  Washington  Street  Partnership 

The  Board  continues  to  support  the  efforts  of  the  Washington  Street  Partnership,  a  non-profit  corporation 
dedicated  to  revitalizing  the  Washington  Street  business  districts.  Over  forty  (40)  businesses  and  individuals 
have  contributed  to  the  Partnership  since  its  inception  last  year.  Examples  of  the  Partnership's  efforts  to 
foster  a  vibrant  business  center  include  organizing  and  producing  Norwood's  Annual  Christmas  Tree 
Lighting  Festival;  and  creating  a  handy  "Washington  Street  Business  Directory  and  Map"  which  catalogues 
Partnership  businesses  and  their  telephone  numbers  for  easy  use  by  consumers.  Work  on  a  Farmer's  Market 
is  currently  underway  and  it  is  the  aim  of  the  Partnership  to  have  one  in  Norwood  by  the  summer. 

Regional  Planning 

The  Norwood  Planning  Board  plays  an  active  part  in  determining  the  future  of  the  region.  Through  its 
membership  in  the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council  and  the  Three  Rivers  Interlocal  Council  the  Board 
shapes  regional  planning  initiatives.  Involvement  in  programs  such  as  the  Neponset  River  Initiative,  the 
Transportation  Improvement  Program,  and  MetroPlan  2000  are  examples  of  collaborative  regional  planning 
efforts  that  benefit  the  Town. 

In  closing,  the  Planning  Board  would  like  to  recognize  Chairman  E.  William  Bamber  on  his  30th 
Anniversary  as  a  Planning  Board  member.  Bill  was  elected  to  the  Planning  Board  in  1966  and  has  served 
continuously  since  then.  His  service  and  dedication  to  the  Town  of  Norwood  is  unparalleled  and  should 
serve  as  an  example  to  all  who  may  follow.

OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

The  year  of  1995  was  a  year  that  involved  the  Public  Works  in  many  diversified  projects.  Pitometer 
Associates  of  Chicago  completed  a  leak  detection  survey  of  the  entire  Town.  One  main  leak,  and  16  other 
services  or  hydrant  leaks  were  detected.  This  resulted  in  an  approximate  loss  of  176,000  gallons  per  day. 
All  have  since  been  repaired. 
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The  reconstruction  of  Grant  Avenue  extension  was  completed  by  Town  forces.  This  included  210  feet  of  8 
inch  PVC  drain  pipe  and  2  catch  basins  for  the  roadway  improvement.  The  shoulder  was  graded,  loamed 
and  seeded  after  final  paving. 

As  a  result  of  continuous  problems  and  routine  camera  inspection,  Public  Works  crews  completed  a  number 
of  repairs  to  our  sewer  mains,  which  include  Hillshire  Lane,  Devon  Road,  Oolah  Avenue  and  Prospect 
Street.  All  were  repaired  by  Town  forces. 

Celco  Corporation  of  Weymouth  was  awarded  the  contract  to  rehabilitate  defective  sewer  pipe  throughout 
the  community.  This  was  made  possible  through  a  grant  from  the  MWRA.  This  company  has  been 
proceeding  in  a  professional  manner  and  we  will  obtain  the  results  sometime  in  1996. 

A  contract  has  been  awarded  to  the  D'Allesandro  Corporation  in  the  amount  of  $89,000  for  repairs  to  the 
Rock  Street  sewer  and  drain  line  that  runs  through  the  elderly  housing  project  to  East  Cross  Street.  This 
project  should  be  completed  in  the  spring. 

In  an  effort  to  correct  the  problem  of  discolored  water  in  the  Sunset  and  Talbot  Avenue  area  of  Town,  the 
Public  Works  water  crews  removed  and  replaced  approximately  900  feet  of  unlined  pipe  with  cement  lined 
ductile  iron  pipe. 

Blue  Diamond  Construction,  under  a  Town  contract,  installed  600  feet  of  8"  cement  lined  ductile  iron  water 
pipe  on  Mylod  Street 

to  complete  the  loop  to  Ryan  Road.  This  enabled  the  development  at  Endean  Park  to  have  a  secondary  feed 
to  their  water  supply  and  adequate  fire  protection.  This  same  company,  under  a  private  contract,  extended 
the  sewer  main  to  accommodate  6  additional  house  lots  on  Mylod  Street. 

Some  of  the  major  roadways  resurfaced  in  1995  included  Pleasant  Street  from  East  Cross  to  Allen  Road, 
Washington  Street  from  Guild  to  Hoyle  Streets  and  Nichols  Street,  between  Cottage  and  Winter  Streets. 
Reconstruction  of  Washington  Street  between  the  bridges  has  started  and  should  be  finished  in  the  Spring  of 
1996.  Mylod  Street  has  also  been  paved  and  the  remaining  section  will  be  completed  in  the  Spring. 

Steps  have  been  taken  to  adhere  to  the  consent  order  to  close  our  Sanitary  Landfill  as  required  by  the 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection  (DEP).  We  are  working  on  the  conceptual  site  assessment  (CSA), 
paving  and  drainage  work,  as  well  as  working  to  the  final  closure  plans. 

NYNEX  has  instituted  a  program  of  landscaping,  to  cover  the  conduit  boxes  that  have  been  placed 
throughout  the  Town.  Upon  completion  of  this  landscaping,  the  boxes  should  not  be  visible  to  the  public. 

A  new  traffic  island  has  been  placed  at  Willow  Street,  at  the  request  of  the  residents. 

The  Cemetery  crews  prepared  and  conducted  243  interments  at  Highland  Cemetery.  Plans  to  add  360 
companion  (2  grave)  lots  have  been  finalized  and  a  master  plan  for  future  expansion  has  been  submitted  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

A  Police  Memorial  has  been  installed  and  dedicated  at  the  Highland  Cemetery  in  honor  of  the  fine  men  that 
serviced  this  Town  in  that  capacity. 

Leaf  bags  were  sold  again  this  year,  for  a  total  of  81,694.  We  collected  $16,338.80.  We  now  have  our 
packed  in  operation,  and  leaf  pickup,  which  begins  in  the  Spring,  will  operate  in  a  much  more  efficient 
manner,  than  in  the  past. 
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Daffodils  were  planted  again  this  year  by  volunteers  throughout  the  Town.  With  their  assistance,  we 
planted  16,000  bulbs.  This  planting,  together  with  the  previous  years  planting,  should  bring  outstanding 
results  in  the  Spring. 

I  would  like  to  publicly  thank  the  employees  of  the  Public  Works  Department  for  the  dedication  they  have 
to  their  positions.  They  have  put  in  a  tremendous  amount  of  hours  throughout  the  year,  and  I  would  like 
them  to  know  that  it  is  sincerely  appreciated.  1  believe  that  the  Town  of  Norwood  is,  and  always  has  been  a 
Town  that  offers  many  services  to  our  residents  and  we  look  forward  in  the  years  to  come,  to  a  continuation 
of  providing  these  services  to  our  Town. 

I  would  also  like  to  extend  my  personal  thanks  to  the  Town  Manager  and  Department  Heads  for  their 
assistance  to  this  department  during  the  past  year.

The  extremely  cold  weather  experienced  during  December  and  February  resulted  in  1 1  frozen  services. 

Division  personnel  relocated  an  8-inch  water  main  on  Neponset  Street  that  was  found  to  be  partially 
obstructing  an  18-inch  drain  at  that  location. 

Maintenance  personnel  from  the  Massachusetts  Water  Resource  Authority  working  with  department 
employees,  rebuilt  and  recalibrated  the  10-inch  pressure  reducing  valve  which  services  Norwood's 
Massachusetts  Water  Resource  Authority's  connection  on  Route  1. 

A  private  contractor,  working  for  the  Town,  installed  650  ft.  of  8-inch  water  main  on  Mylod  Street  to 
complete  an  important  loop  with  water  service  on  Ryan  Drive. 

Department  personnel  installed  900  ft.  of  8-inch  water  main  on  Sunset  Avenue  and  Talbot  Avenue  to 
replace  existing  unlined  water  mains  in  that  area. 

Winter  maintenance  was  performed  on  188  hydrants. 
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Weekly  water  samples  were  taken  from  10  locations  and  analysis  was  performed  by  the  Massachusetts 
Water  Resources  Authority  laboratory.  In  addition,  more  detailed  tests  were  performed  as  required  by  state 
regulations.

Department  personnel  repaired  damaged  sewer  mains  on  Prospect  Street,  Oolah  Avenue  and  Devon  Road. 

Root  obstructed  sewer  main  was  excavated  and  repaired  in  two  locations  on  Hillshire  Lane. 

Camera  inspection  was  performed  in  sewer  mains  on  Hillshire  Lane,  Lincoln  Street  and  Boston  Providence 
Highway. 

Construction  to  repair  defective  sections  of  sewer  main  was  performed  by  Celco  Construction  Corporation 
of  Weymouth.  The  project  included  excavation  and  pipe  replacement  in  15  locations  and  the  internal 
sealing  of  pipe  joints  in  1100  feet  of  sewer  main.  The  reduction  of  inflow  and  infiltration  in  the  sewer 
system  as  a  result  of  this  work,  was  estimated  at  0.3  mgd. 

Electrical  and  mechanical  problems  continued  at  the  Pellana  Road  ejector  station.  Motor  failures  were 
experienced  on  numerous  occasions  and  eventually  required  the  replacement  of  one  motor.

Drain  Division  Personnel,  receiving  assistance  from  other  D.P.W.  Divisions,  installed  210  ft  of  10-inch  pipe 
and  installed  two  catchbasins  on  Grant  Avenue. 

Pipe  defects,  which  included  root  obstruction,  fractured  pipe  and  leaking  pipe  joints  were  excavated  and 
repaired  on  Walpole  Street,  Prospect  Avenue,  Summit  Avenue  and  Sunnyside  Road. 

With  the  assistance  of  a  private  contractor,  drain  mains  were 
cleaned  on  Neponset  Street  and  Walpole  Street.

Camera  inspection  was  performed  in  drain  mains  on  Prospect  Avenue,  Summit  Avenue,  Fulton  Street  and 
Berwick  Place.

Norwood's  population  participated  in  the  various  programs  of  the  Recreation  Department  in  ever  increasing 
numbers  in  1995.  It  is  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  Recreation  Department  staff  that  the  success  was  enjoyed 
during  the  year.  Their  enthusiastic  approach  to  their  work  provided  the  motivation  so  necessary  to  stimulate 
and  sustain  the  interest  of  participants  in  programs;  without  this,  the  finest  of  programs  cannot  succeed. 

The  Civic  Center  again  was  the  focus  of  both  programs  and  meetings  for  the  recreation  and  town  sponsored 
groups.  Programs  and  activities  offered  at  the  Civic  are:  senior  exercise  and  golf,  mother/toddler  program, 
cheerleading,  jazz  dance,  boxing,  hi/low  aerobics,  beginner  and  intermediate  artists,  karate,  ballet,  tap, 
knitting,  gymnastics  and  more.  Special  events  were  offered  at  various  times  during  the  year  such  as  special 
event  dances  for  junior  high  students,  Halloween  party  for  elementary  age  children,  along  with  special  trips 
and  ski  lessons  at  Blue  Hills. 

The  Civic  Center  assisted  various  community  groups  and  individuals  during  the  year  in  matters  relating  to 
recreation.  The  Department  also  cooperated  with  other  civic  groups  with  their  programs  such  as  the  Elk's 
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Free  Throw,  Norwood  Basketball  Association,  and  St.  Catherine  C.Y.O.  Basketball  team. 

Making  use  of  the  meeting  rooms  for  organizational  meetings  were  many  Norwood  athletic  groups:  Little 
League,  Babe  Ruth,  Adult  Softball  Leagues,  Men's  Basketball  League;  Youth  Soccer  and  Youth  Hockey. 
Local  Groups  using  the  facilities  were:  Norwood  Art  Council,  Jaycee's,  Republican  Town  Committee,  and 
various  Town  Departments. 

The  Department  enjoyed  a  very  busy  summer  with  many  varied  and  interesting  programs.  The  activities 
ranged  from  special  events  like  Riverside  Park,  Nauset  Beach,  Water  Country,  Worcester  Science  Center, 
Red  Sox  Game,  New  England  Science  Center,  Pirates  Fun  Park,  etc.  Play  camps  opened  on  Monday,  June 
26th  and  closed  on  Friday,  August  18th.  In  addition  to  these  more  or  less  formal  programs,  the  camps 
conducted  many  activities  on  an  individual  basis.  Flexibility  is  the  keynote  of  our  general  program  rather 
than  a  formal  rigid  program.  A  popular  activity  at  one  camp  may  not  be  popular  at  another,  so  the  day's 
activities  are  more  or  less  dictated  by  the  children  attending  the  camp. 

The  day  camp  for  special  needs  children  is  conducted  at  South  Junior  High,  with  an  average  of  43  children 
involved  in  this  program.  Their  daily  activities  range  from  swimming,  arts  and  crafts,  games  and  trips  to 
various  locations  such  as  Capon  Park,  Riverside  Park,  Horseneck  Beach,  Roger  Williams  Park  and  the 
Museum  of  Science.  The  day  camp  has  grown  in  many  ways  since  it  was  started  twenty  years  ago. 

The  two  outdoor  pools,  Fr.  McAleer  and  Hawes  Brook,  opened  on  Saturday,  June  17th  for  the  public 
swimming;  hours  for  general  swim  were  12:00  Noon  to  8:00  P.M.  Fr.  McAleer  again  held  the  adult  open 
swim  from  12:00  Noon  to  1:00  P.M.  Monday  through  Friday.  Swimming  lessons  started  on  Monday,  June 
26th  to  Friday,  August  18th  for  four,  two- week  sessions.  Children  ages  5  to  13  years  old  were  involved  in 
these  classes.  Again,  the  classes  for  the  5  and  6  years  old  were  in  great  demand.  Both  pools  ended  a 
successful  season  on  Sunday,  September  1  st.  The  session  was  completed  without  any  serious  accidents  or 
injuries,  due  to  the  diligence  and  competence  of  the  staff.  The  Norwood  Swim  Team  once  again  competed 
in  the  Suburban  Swim  League  with  over  80  youngsters.  Practices  were  held  on  Monday  through  Friday 
from  7:00  A.M.  to  9:00  A.M.  and  from  12:00  Noon  to  1:00  P.M.  at  Hawes  Pool  with  Meets  held  on 
Tuesday  and  Thursday  evenings.  Once  again,  the  Swim  Team  ended  a  successful  season  with  their  annual 
trip  to  Canobie  Lake  Park  in  New  Hampshire. 

Everyone  at  the  Recreation  Department  is  most  appreciative  of  the  help  rendered  by  many  groups  and 
individuals  during  the  year  just  past.

Report  to  the  Town  of  Norwood: 

During  the  program  year  ending  September  30,  1995,  Self  Help,  Inc.,  received  a  total  funding  of 
approximately  $9.3M  and  provided  direct  services  to  37,868  limited  income  households  in  the  area. 

In  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Self  Help,  Inc.  provided  services  totaling  $291,815  to  819  households  during 
program  year  1995. 

The  total  funding  of  $9,284,683  does  not  tell  the  real  value  of  human  services  delivered  to  the  area  as  a 
whole.  Self  Help's  funding  enabled  us  to  mobilize  an  additional  $1,988,239  of  other  community  resources 
such  as:  contributions  from  the  towns,  volunteers,  donations  of  space,  and  private  donations  in  the  form  of 
goods  and  services.  Therefore,  the  gross  value  of  Self  Help,  Inc.  during  the  past  program  year  was 
$11,540,877. 

Self  Help  currently  employs  225  individuals,  many  of  whom  are  of  limited  income,  minorities,  and  who 
reside  in  our  service  area. 

We  feel  that  October  1,  1994,  through  September  30,  1995,  was  a  successful  year  for  us  because  we  were 
able  to  assist  as  many  limited  income  individuals  as  we  did,  in  spite  of  the  uncertainties  with  which  we  were 
faced,  and  decreases  in  fundings  we  experienced. 

We  thank  all  the  volunteers,  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  their  representative(s)  to  our  Board  of  Directors, 
representatives  of  the  limited  income  sectors  and  private  sectors  for  helping  to  make  our  year  a  success.

With  funding  through  the  Norwood  Board  of  Selectmen,  The  South  Norfolk  County  Association  for 
Retarded  Citizens  (SNARC)  provides  and  supports  services  to  citizens  of  Norwood  who  are  mentally 
retarded.  The  Association  is  a  non-profit,  membership-based  organization  of  more  than  500  members, 
governed  by  family  members  of  those  we  serve,  including  community  residents  on  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  Association  is  grounded  in  its  Mission  Statement: 

The  Association  is  committed  to  securing  for  all  people  with  mental  retardation  the 
opportunity  to  choose  where  and  how  they  learn,  live,  work  and  play.  This  commitment  is 
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further  extended  to  reducing  the  incidence  and  limiting  the  consequence  of  mental 
retardation  through  education,  research,  advocacy  and  the  support  of  families,  friends  and 
community." 

There  are  eight  types  of  programs: 

1.  Vocational  Training  through  Lifeworks  Employment  Services  in  Norwood,  serving 
Norwood  residents. 

2.  SNARC  Day  Habilitation  and  Lifeworks  NCE  Pre- vocational  program  in  Westwood, 
serving  Norwood  residents. 

3 .  Community  Residential  Facilities  serving  Norwood  residents. 

4.  Family  Support/Advocacv  to  all  Norwood  families  who  request. 

5.  Social-Recreational  Programs  for  people  with  disabilities. 

6.  Respite  Care  for  Norwood  families  in  their  homes,  plus  afterschool,  weekend,  and  summer 
camp  programs  for  Norwood  children. 

7.  Elder  Services  to  Norwood  citizens  who  are  elderly  and  disabled. 

8.  Clinical  Services  through  Harbor  Counseling  and  Education  Center. 

Norwood  residents  desiring  these  services  for  their  family  member  with  mental  retardation  or  other 
developmental  disability  should  contact  the  South  Norfolk  County  Association  for  Retarded  Citizens  at

1995  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE  VETERANS*  SERVICES  DEPARTMENT 


I  respectfully  submit  the  report  of  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1995. 

Veterans'  Benefits  may  increase  as  a  result  of  the  large  number  that  are  unemployed,  prolonged  illness 
cases,  rising  fuel  costs,  hospital  and  medical  costs  along  with  the  customary  requests  for  financial  assistance 
by  the  veteran  community. 

For  the  last  18  years,  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  has  taken  applications  for  the  fuel  program. 
This  program  is  for  the  benefit  of  all  Norwood  residents.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  last  year  many  families 
were  aided  by  this  program. 

Also,  we  administrate  a  Transfare  Program  for  the  elderly  and  disabled.  At  the  end  of  1995,  we  had  1452 
applicants.  This  program  is  to  assist  people  with  their  transportation  problems. 

The  Department  also  is  involved  in  parking  violations.  I  am,  at  the  present  time,  hearing  officer  for  the 
parking  tickets.  We  keep  a  file  of  all  parking  tickets  issued  by  the  Police  Department.  All  correspondence  is 
handled  in  this  office.  Also  all  complaints,  inquiries  and  records  of  payments. 

The  estimated  expenditures  by  the  Veterans'  Administration  to  Veterans  and  their  dependents  in  the  Town 
of  Norwood  for  the  fiscal  year  1995  was  close  to  three  million  dollars.  These  benefits  are  for  compensation 
to  dependents  of  veterans  who  died  in  the  service  or  of  service  connected  disabilities,  disability  pensions, 
disability  compensations,  burial  awards  and  special  equipment  for  automobiles  for  veterans  with  service 
connected  disabilities,  vocational  rehabilitation  training  for  the  disabled,  their  sons,  daughters,  wives,  or 
widows,  education  readjustment  training,  veterans'  insurance  and  indemnities. 

The  Department  of  Veterans'  Services,  composed  as  it  is  in  two  component  parts,  is  operated  under  Chapter 
115  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  as  amended  by  Chapter  584,  Acts  of  1946,  for  the  purpose  of 
administering  Veterans'  Benefits  and  Services.  All  assistance  cases  were  investigated  and  payments  made  in 
accordance  with  Chapter  1 15  of  the  General  Laws,  which  assures  the  Town  of  Norwood  seventy-five  (75%) 
percent  reimbursement  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

The  purpose  of  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  is  to  assist  veterans  and/or  their  dependents  in 
procuring  financial  assistance,  information  and  benefits  to  which  they  are  entitled  relative  to  vocational  or 
other  educational  opportunities.  G.  I.  Loans,  hospitalization,  medical  care,  compensation,  pensions,  on-the- 
job  and  apprenticeship  training,  insurance,  burial  allowance,  grave  markers,  photostats  and  other  benefits 
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granted  under  existing  State  and  Federal  laws. 

Every  request  for  assistance  under  existing  regulations  are  invariably  granted.  Our  one  aim  is  to  give  all 
veterans  and  their  dependents  the  best  service  at  all  times  and  to  administer  the  laws  and  regulations 
affecting  them  impartially,  efficiently  and  effectively. 

There  was  complete  cooperation  with  the  Veterans'  Administration  and  the  various  local  civic  and  veteran's 
organizations  that  interest  themselves  in  veterans'  affairs  and  exceptional  cooperation  extended  this 
department  throughout  the  year  by  the  State  Department  of  Veterans'  Services. 

Grateful  acknowledgement  is  made  to  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  General  Manager  and  his 
staff,  other  Town  Departments  and  any  others  who  have  assisted  the  Agent  of  Veterans'  Services  in  the 
performance  of  his  duties.

The  new  high-tech  electronic  devices  controlling  the  commercial  operations  of  measuring  devices  in  today's 
marketplaces  requires  more  time,  more  cautious  inspection  and  more  knowledge  to  properly  execute  the 
responsibilities  mandated  by  our  old,  somewhat  ambiguous  laws,  which  I  find  is  not  keeping  abreast  with 
this  rapid  progress.  I'm  told  legislative  proposals  are  underway. 

The  larger  amount  of  consumer's  take-home  pay  today  is  expended  for  necessities  of  life,  such  as  food,  fuel, 
etc.,  too  numerous  to  state.  It  effects  every  person  in  our  town,  even  non-taxpayers  and  children.  These 
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costs  are  all  determined  by  measurements  certified  by  this  department's  decisions  which  amount  to  many 
thousands  of  dollars. 

I've  seen  scales  in  our  marketplaces  advance  from  division  units  of  16  ounces  to  the  pound,  to  100  units  to 
the  pound,  and  now  1000  units  to  the  pound.  Our  supermarkets  now  have  electronic  devices  transmitting 
codes  through  scales,  which  transmit  information  to  computers  for  calculations  controlling  a  printed  sales 
receipt  from  cash  registers.  All  three  devices  must  be  inspected  and  certified  for  proper  coordination  at 
each  checkout;  the  master  computer  being  controlled  some  miles  distance. 

I'm  finding  most  market  complaints  are  human  errors,  due  to  improper  operations  or  inadequate  training  of 
part-time  checkout  clerks  which  appear  to  be  constantly  changing;  and,  or  incorrect  computer  input. 

It  is  my  responsibility  to  find  and  prevent  possible  deceptive  practices  which  would  develop  into  fraud  and 
require  prosecution. 

Having  attended  our  usual  professional  seminars,  I've  learned  that  our  Town  fees  are  the  lowest  of  some 
surrounding  towns  and  cities;  over  twenty  are  listed  with  the  Eastern  Mass.  Association. 

The  State,  as  you  know,  provided  permissive  legislation  long  ago,  allowing  fees  to  be  established  locally; 
the  Selectmen  were  so  informed  in  1981  and  1991,  but  no  action  resulted.  Please  know,  that  the  legislation 
has  been  amended  again  to  simplify  that  process  by  having  Selectmen  accept  the  recommendations  of  the 
department  head.  I  will  ask  your  office  to  arrange  a  convenient  appointment  so  as  to  be  advised. 

Extending  my  gratitude  to  the  General  Manager  and  his  Staff,  the  Selectmen,  Police  and  Fire  Departments, 
local  industries  and  the  public  for  their  helpful  cooperation.

1995  ANNUAL  REPORT 
OF  THE  YOUTH  COMMISSION 


The  goal  of  the  Youth  Commission  is  to  attempt  to  meet  the  needs  (social,  emotional,  educational  and 
recreational)  of  the  youth  population  in  Norwood,  which  are  not  currently  being  met.  This  may  be  either 
because  a  service  does  not  exist  or  because  it  does  not  perform  the  function  it  was  meant  to. 

The  challenge  lies  in  balancing  the  needs  of  individual  families  and  the  needs  of  the  community  at  large. 
To  that  end,  the  Youth  Coordinator  provides  professional  counseling  services  to  a  number  of  individual 
adolescents  and  their  families;  and,  also  addresses  the  social  needs  of  the  community's  youth  and  families 
through  a  number  of  programs  and  groups. 

The  Youth  Coordinator  is  currently  involved  in  a  number  of  community  activities  which  address  youth 
issues.  For  example,  the  Youth  Coordinator  supervises: 

The  Community  Service  Program,  in  cooperation  with  the  Probation  Department  of  the  Dedham 
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District  Court.  Through  this  program,  juvenile  offenders  make  reparation  for  acts  such  as 
vandalism,  theft  and  minor  possession  of  alcohol  by  working  a  number  of  hours  for  a  public 
agency.  This  affirms  that  there  are  consequences  for  their  actions  and  that  they  are  responsible  to 
the  community.  In  the  past  year,  many  Norwood  young  people  between  the  ages  of  1 1  and  1 7  years 
of  age,  have  completed  community  service  hours  averaging  15  to  35  hours  per  person.  A  special 
recognition  and  thanks  goes  to  Mr.  John  McDonagh,  Building  Custodian  at  the  Town  Hall,  for  his 
consistent  and  patient  on-site  supervision  of  most  of  these  young  people. 

The  Companionship  Program,  which  was  run  and  supervised  in  conjunction  with  Mrs.  Margarel 
Reilley,  ended  this  past  year.  We  had  expanded  the  program  by  broadening  the  interviewing 
process  and  providing  more  regular  supervision  and  ongoing  education  for  the  participating  high 
school  students.  The  goal  for  each  high  school  student  was  to  plan  social  and  recreational  activities 
one-on-one,  and  form  a  meaningful  relationship  with  their  first  grade  companions.  Mrs.  Nancy 
Loftus  and  Mr.  Robert  Fitzpatrick  were  the  very  dedicated  elementary  school  advisors.  Mrs. 
Reilley,  Mrs.  Loftus  and  Mr.  Fitzpatrick  exemplify  the  combination  of  professionalism  and 
personal  care  that  deviated  the  educational  experience  for  Norwood's  students. 

In  addition,  the  Youth  Coordinator  continues  to  be  a  member  of  the  Norwood  School/Community 
Pre-Health/Substance  Abuse  Council,  which  sponsors  a  number  of  activities  including  the  post¬ 
prom  party,  which  runs  from  12:00  A.M.  to  6:00  A.M.  the  night  and  morning  following  the  senior 
program. 

Other  activities  include: 

-  Ongoing  member  of  the  Crisis  Intervention  Team  with  Norwood  School  Personnel. 

-  Interaction  with  individual  teachers  and  classes  at  the  high  school  and  junior  high  school. 

-  Member  of  Norwood  Community  Committee,  which  addresses  current  youth  issues  and  needs. 
Along  with  school  personnel,  police,  court  probation  and  many  other  community  human 
services  prefessionals. 

-  Attendance  at  Alliance  Against  Discrimination  meetings  at  the  Norwood  High  School. 

-  In  conjunction  with  the  Norwood  Fire  Department,  especially  Firefighter,  Bill  Turner,  together 
worked  a  program  to  prevent  juvenile  fire  setting  when  possible,  and  address  and  treat  juvenile 
fire  setting  when  necessary. 

-  Worked  with  the  Recreation  and  Police  Department  to  develop  a  pilot  program  for  a  teen 
resource  center,  including  center  guidelines  and  orientation  and  guidelines  for  staff. 

The  Youth  Coordinator  also  provides  the  following  services  on  a  daily  basis  while  doing  individual  family 
work. 

OUTREACH  -  The  flexibility  and  mobility  to  go  to  the  family,  as  needed,  when  a  dysfunctional  and 
resistance  makes  it  difficult  tor  impossible  for  them  to  come  to  us. 

COUNSELING  -  Twenty-six  years  of  experience  and  a  Master's  Degree  in  Counseling  enhance  the  ability 
to  take  a  family  history,  assess  the  dynamics  of  the  family  situation,  identify  needs  and  develop  an  ongoing 
rapport  with  the  client  and  their  family. 
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CASEWORK  -  Once  the  needs  of  the  client  and  their  family  are  identified,  a  treatment  plan  is  formulated. 
This  may  include  conconmitant  counseling  for  parents  and  other  family  members,  subsidized  housing, 
foster  care  or  emergency  shelter  placement,  evaluation  with  schools,  medical  referrals,  work  with  court 
probation  officials,  police,  lawyers,  etc. 

CRISIS  INTERVENTION  -  This  may  entail  mediation  in  a  parent  and  child  confrontation,  child  placement 
after  runaway,  or  abuse/neglect,  and  phone  discussion  with  a  parent  and/or  adolescent  during  an  emptional 
crisis,  such  as  suicidal  behavior,  a  hospital  visit,  transporting  an  adolescent  from  jain  to  placement. 
Accessability  is  of  major  importance  when  working  with  issues  as  serious  as  these;  therefore,  there  is  a 
twenty-four  answering  service  and  the  Youth  Coordinator  is  often  called  at  night  or  on  weekends. 

My  thanks  to  Town  Manager,  John  Carroll,  and  all  Town  Departments  and  agencies  for  their  constant 
cooperation  and  support

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


This  year  the  1994-1995  Annual  Report  of  the  Superintendent  will  be  different  from  past  years  because 
the  superintendency  was  in  a  transition  period  due  to  the  fact  that  Dr.  Ralph  A.  Toran  announced  his 
resignation  in  September,  1995  and  resigned  on  December  31,  1995.  On  January  2,  1996,  Mr.  James  R. 
Savage  returned  to  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  to  act  as  Interim  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  the 
remainder  of  the  school  year.  I  did  not  officially  take  over  the  superintendency  until  July  1,  1995. 
Therefore,  I  will  highlight  some  goals  that  were  accomplished  and  then  direct  your  attention  to  the 
Annual  Reports  of  the  Assistant  Superintendent  and  the  Building  Principals  which  will  give  you  a  more 
detailed  analysis  of  what  transpired  during  the  1994-1995  school  year. 

While  not  stated  as  a  goal,  it  is  important  to  report  that  the  School  Department  operated  within  the  FY95 
"foundation  budget"  of  $19,199,770  as  mandated  by  the  Education  Reform  Act  of  1993  and  still 
maintained  classroom  services  and  extra-curricula  programs  while  making  reductions  in  staff 
development,  textbooks  and  utility  accounts  as  well  as  revolving  accounts. 

The  Education  Reform  Act  also  called  for  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Education  to  develop  guidelines 
and  a  state-wide  plan  for  professional  development.  In  order  to  be  in  compliance  with  said  mandate,  Mr. 
Roderick  W.  Smith,  in  his  last  year  as  Assistant  Superintendent,  wrote  a  Professional  Development  Plan 
that  will  be  used  as  a  guideline  to  provide  training  for  the  staff. 

The  past  year  has  been  busy  in  the  area  of  technology.  The  Technology  Advisory  Committee 
reconvened  and  was  made  up  of  administrators,  directors,  teachers  and  members  of  the  business 
community.  The  committee  addressed  the  enormous  task  of  developing  a  Three  Year  Technology  Plan 
for  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  which  was  presented  to  the  School  Committee  on  March  22,  1995  and 
outlined  the  philosophy  in  implementing  the  changes  that  are  necessary  to  train  our  administrators, 
teachers  and  students  in  computer  technology. 

Sixty-four  individuals  served  on  School  Councils  this  past  year  and  the  size  of  the  individual  Councils 
ranged  from  a  high  of  sixteen  (16)  members  at  the  Junior  High  School  to  a  low  of  seven  (7)  members  at 
three  of  the  elementary  schools.  Each  Council  was  involved  in  developing  a  School  Improvement  Plan 
for  the  1995-1996  school  year.  These  plans  were  submitted  to  the  Norwood  School  Committee  for  their 
review  and  were  approved  by  the  Committee  on  June  7,  1995. 

In  strengthening  School  Based  Management  practices,  the  exclusion  of  a  student  from  school  is  the  sole 
prerogative  of  the  School  Committee.  However,  Chapter  71,  Section  37H  of  the  Education  Reform  Act 
places  authority  for  exclusion  for  certain  weapons,  drugs  or  violence-related  infractions  in  the  hands  of 
the  Principal.  I  am  happy  to  report  no  students  were  expelled  from  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  over  the 
past  year. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  administrators  for  their  help  and  guidance  during  the  transition 
period  in  June,  1995  and  especially,  Mr.  Savage  for  coming  out  of  retirement  to  guide  the  school  system 
during  the  past  six  months.  I  look  forward  to  the  upcoming  1995-1996  school  year  with  enthusiasm  and 
will  give  a  more  detailed  and  comprehensive  Annual  Report  outlining  the  School  Department's  many 
accomplishments  next  year.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT 


It  is  an  honor  to  submit  the  annual  report  for  the  year  1995.  The  Superintendent's  Office  continues  the 
process  of  implementing  the  "Education  Reform  Act".  In  the  process  the  legislative  increased  funding  to 
schools  from  $25.00  per  pupil  to  $75.00  per  pupil  with  a  requirement  that  $25.00  per  pupil  must  be  spent 
on  professional  development. 


Enrollment  and  Staffing  Pattern 


The  system-wide  enrollment  as  of  October  1,  1995  was  3,665  students  which  is  a  decrease  of  4  students 
over  last  year's  October  1  enrollment.  This  signifies  a  remarkable  change  in  the  direction  of  our 
enrollments,  particularly  when  we  projected  an  increase  of  88  students. 

The  elementary  enrollment  is  1,929  which  was  1 1  students  above  last  year's  October  1  enrollment. 
Preschool  increased  a  total  of  30  students,  grade  2  increased  10  students,  grade  4  increased  22  students; 
however  kindergarten  decreased  38  students,  and  grade  3  decreased  by  15  students.  The  Junior  High 
School  enrollment  was  an  increase  of  1 1  students  over  last  year's  October  1  enrollment.  The  total  Senior 
High  School  enrollment  was  32  students  below  our  projection. 

In  summary,  projecting  enrollments  has  always  produced  interesting  results.  During  the  past  few  years 
our  projections  have  been  quite  accurate.  This  year  was  very  different  with  an  enrollment  that  was  88 
students  less  than  projected.  The  significant  areas  for  the  elementary  level  were  an  increase  of  30 
students  in  preschool,  a  decrease  of  38  students  in  kindergarten,  and  an  increase  of  22  students  at  grade  4. 
The  Junior  High  School  decreased  26  students,  and  the  Senior  High  School  increased  by  1 1  students. 

The  enrollments  have  taken  an  interesting  twist  in  1995.  The  accelerated  increase  that  has  been 
experienced  during  the  past  five  years  has  slowed  to  an  imperceptible  number,  and  currently  project  a 
modest  increase  of  59  students  in  the  next  three  years,  and  210  students  in  the  next  five  years. 

Although  the  variability  of  enrollment  projection  could  change  direction  again,  it  is  expected  that  the 
increase  will  be  at  the  secondary  level,  and  a  reduction  at  the  elementary  level.  The  increase  in  pre¬ 
school  enrollment  is  a  very  important  factor  in  the  process  of  predicting  future  enrollments. 

The  Norwood  Public  schools  increased  the  professional  staff  complement  to  264.7.  The  increase  of  4.5 
staff  was  due  to  the  previous  increased  enrollment.  The  elementary  staff  totaled  126.8,  consisting  of  80.5 
classroom  teachers  and  46.3  specialists.  The  secondary  staff  totaled  137.9,  consisting  of  126.4  classroom 
teachers,  guidance,  library  personnel,  deans,  and  1 1.5  special  education  positions. 

Although  the  enrollment  leveled  off  this  year,  it  was  necessary  to  continue  utilizing  the  "buffer  zone" 
concept  between  Cleveland  School  and  Prescott  School,  and  the  Oldham  School  and  Callahan  School. 
This  process  allowed  the  principals  to  obtain  a  more  appropriate  balance  in  certain  classes. 

Table  I  provides  enrollment  and  professional  staff  information  for  each  school  over  a  five  year  period. 
Table  II  summarizes  system-wide  enrollment  for  boys  and  girls  as  of  October  2,  1995.

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Specialized  Programs 


Guidance  Services 

The  Guidance  Department  continues  to  provide  quality  services  to  students  and  families.  Developing 
programs  on  financial  aid,  college  admissions  and  information,  program  selection  and  career 
awareness/development  are  a  few  of  the  activities  promoted  by  our  Guidance  Department.  The 
responsibility  of  developing  an  understanding  of  careers  and  the  world  of  work  is  an  enormous  task.  No 
longer  will  a  student  be  allowed  the  luxury  of  graduating  from  high  school  with  limited  direction.  In  the 
past  relatives  frequently  were  active  in  "getting  jobs"  for  the  students.  That  rarely  happens  in  our  current 
society,  and  more  attention  is  needed  regarding  appropriate  career  clusters. 

The  graduating  class  of  1995  had  80%  of  the  class  pursuing  further  education;  62%  of  the  graduates 
planned  to  enroll  in  four-year  colleges;  15%  selected  two-year  colleges,  and  16%  entered  the  world  of 
work. 

School  to  work  initiatives  are  on  the  horizon,  and  will  involve  all  students.  Guidance  counselors  will 
play  a  critical  role  in  developing  career  portfolios  for  students.  These  portfolios  will  set  the  foundation 
for  career  choices.  The  career  choices  will  also  relate  to  the  curriculum  which  will  ultimately  lead  to  a 
better  educated,  more  effective  work  force. 


Special  Education 

Norwood  continues  to  maintain  current,  appropriate  special  education  programs.  One  of  the  main 
concerns  is  the  cost  impact  required  to  respond  to  the  various  needs  of  handicapped  students. 

Inclusion  is  very  active,  and  progressing  toward  more  in-class  assistance  rather  than  pull-out  small  group 
instruction.  Several  staff  development  training  programs  have  been  held  for  continual  assistance  for  our 
staff  as  they  work  toward  full  implementation  of  inclusion. 

Chapter  766  requires  screening,  evaluation,  and  direct  services  which  consist  of  teaching,  counseling, 
therapies,  vision,  adaptive  physical  education,  and  vocational  training. 

During  the  past  two  years  we  have  converted  our  pre-school  program  to  an  integrated  center-based 
program  from  a  separate  center  based  program.  This  has  proven  quite  effective,  and  we  are  pleased  with 
the  results. 

We  have  observed  two  phenomena;  (1)  an  increase  in  three-year  olds  entering  our  programs,  land  (2)  an 
increase  in  a  new  diagnostic  category  —  "pervasive  developmental  delayed"  children. 

Finally,  the  Special  education  parent  Advisory  Council  is  very  active,  and  has  increased  the  membership 
during  the  past  two  years.  This  group  is  consulted  on  a  regular  basis  regarding  programs,  grants,  and 
advocacy  for  special  needs  children.

During  this  spring,  the  Massachusetts  Educational  Assessment  Program  will  be  administered  to  grades  4, 
8,  and  10.  The  results  will  be  received  next  fall.  This  testing  program  is  the  precursor  to  the  "high 
stakes"  testing  in  1997  (will  probably  be  moved  to  the  year  2000),  which  will  determine  who  will 
graduate  from  high  school. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  BALCH  SCHOOL 


As  Principal  of  the  Balch  School,  I  submit  my  twenty- fourth  and  final  annual  report  for  the  period  July  1, 
1994  to  June  30,  1995. 

I  will  retire  on  December  31,  1995,  after  serving  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  for  over  thirty-three  years. 
Needless  to  say  I  leave  with  mixed  emotions,  as  I  have  truly  enjoyed  the  profession. 

The  Education  Reform  Act  is  in  its  second  year  and  is  revamping  the  educational  system  in 
Massachusetts.  The  professional  personnel  will  be  concerning  themselves  with  recertification 
procedures,  new  standard  assessments  will  be  incorporated,  as  well  be  new  professional  and  evaluation 
instruments. 

Educational  technology  will  grow  by  leaps  and  bounds  in  the  twenty-first  century.  Classrooms  and 
school  libraries  throughout  the  country  and  the  world  will  be  linked  via  Internet  Learning  Systems.  It 
will  be  an  exciting  and  innovative  learning  experience  for  the  children  and  professional  staff. 

The  Education  Reform  Act  is  not  the  sole  solution  to  improving  education.  Research  shows  that  ninety 
percent  of  achievement  in  school  is  determined  by  how  much  television  a  child  watches,  school 
attendance,  and  how  much  reading  is  done  at  home.  Studies  also  show  that  parental  involvement  is  more 
important  to  academic  success  than  the  family's  income  level.  "Strong  families  make  strong  schools." 
Parents  need  to  respect  and  cooperate  with  the  schools. 

At  this  time  I  would  like  to  highlight  projects  and  achievements  attained  this  past  year  at  the  Balch 
School. 

The  Homework  Club  started  in  October,  1994.  Under  the  leadership  of  Lynne  Doherty,  grade  1  teacher, 
interested  children  of  our  school  meet  one  day  every  week  from  3:00-4: 15PM.  The  children  are 
responsible  for  bringing  their  homework,  books,  or  any  other  materials.  Seniors  from  Norwood  High 
School  assist  Mrs.  Doherty  in  helping  pupils  complete  homework  assignments,  or  to  get  extra  help.  The 
interest  was  overwhelming  and  we  look  forward  to  continuing  this  program  next  fall. 

Jimmy  Fund  -  Fourteen  grade  5  students  participated  in  the  Super  Sleuth  project,  sponsored  by  the  Dana 
Farber  Cancer  Institute.  Through  their  efforts,  these  students  raised  $1075.  This  was  the  largest  amount 
raised  since  the  inception  of  this  program  three  years  ago. 

Jump  Start  -  Our  school  cooperated  with  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  in  the  "Jump  Start"  program 
which  was  directed  to  parents  of  first,  second  and  third  graders.  The  program  sponsored  by  Prudential, 
in  cooperation  with  the  American  Library 

Association  (ALA),  is  designed  to  promote  library  card  sign-up  and  use  among  children  and  to  give 
parents  fresh,  practical  information  on  reading  and  learning. 

Special  Needs  Awareness  Program  (SNAP)  -  The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to  help  make  third  graders 
aware  of  the  physical  and  mental  differences  that  can  occur  among  the  students  within  their  classrooms 
and  within  their  school,  and  to  help  students  develop  positive  attitudes  about  these  individual  differences. 
The  program  emphasizes  learning  through  personal  experiences,  as  all  students  participate  in  a  variety  of 
activities  learning  first-hand  some  of  the  difficulties  facing  children  with  special  needs.  The  children 
meet  with  five  different  specialists  to  be  exposed  to  the  special  needs  of  pupils  within  their  field  of 
expertise,  and  through  "hands-on"  activities  learn  to  appreciate  and  understand  the  challenges  faced  by 
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special  needs  youngsters  every  day. 

Bank  Saver  Program  -  In  January  1995,  through  the  sponsorship  of  the  Norwood  Cooperative  Bank,  the 
"Save  for  America"  Program  moved  forward.  Parent  volunteers  were  trained  by  the  bank  personnel  in 
recording  transactions  of  pupils  in  grades  1-5,  who  weekly  save  money  for  the  future.  As  of  this  date, 
40-60  pupils  systematically  save  on  a  weekly  basis.  The  program's  objective  gives  pupils  the  rudiments 
of  financial  planning. 

Academic  and  Scholastic  Achievement  -  The  Presidential  Academic  Achievement  Awards  were 
presented  to  fourteen  students  of  this  year's  grade  five  graduating  class.  These  students  maintained  an  A- 
average  and  scored  in  the  85th  percentile  of  the  California  Achievement  Tests. 

The  Principal's  Award  for  Leadership  and  Academic  Proficiency  was  presented  to  Kimberly  White  and 
Nicholas  Cardoni. 

The  P.T.A.  presented  its  Annual  Scholarship  Awards  to  Molly  Donohue  and  Joseph  Rabbitt,  former 
Balch  School  pupils,  who  graduated  from  Norwood  High  School  in  June,  1995. 

The  Caroline  M.  Elias  Prize,  initiated  by  the  Elias  family  in  her  memory  was  awarded  to  Amy  Atwood,  a 
1995  graduate  of  Norwood  High  School. 

Balch  Parent-Teacher  Association  - 1  extend  my  appreciation  to  this  year's  Balch  P.T.A.  for  its  successful 
efforts  with  the  Pancake  Breakfast,  Italian  Festival,  Book  Fairs,  Family  Game  Night,  Roll-Land,  and  the 
Spring  Fair.  I  also  want  to  mention  my  admiration  for  all  the  P.T.A.  officers  from  1971  to  the  present 
and  the  magnificent  work  they  did  for  our  school. 

South  Norwood  Committee  -  We  will  be  ever  grateful  for  this  committee's  thoughtfulness  to  our  school. 
It  supported  us 

aesthetically  and  financially.  To  Mrs.  Frances  Costello  and  her  family,  I  thank  you  for  donating  the  new 
flagpole  in  memory  of 

Bill  Costello.  Safety  Officer  Bill  Costello  was  respected  and  admired  by  the  entire  Balch  School  family. 

Building  Bridges  to  the  21st  Century  -  A  group  of  teachers  at  Balch  has  formed  a  committee  called 
Building  Bridges  for  the  21st  Century.  The  aim  is  to  create  harmony  among  teachers  and  students  via 
conflict  resolution  training.  This  team  was  instrumental  in  presenting  a  Domestic  Violence  Seminar  at 
the  Balch  School  during  the  evening  of  January  18,  1995.  With  input  from  the  Norwood  Police 
Department,  the  South  Norwood  Committee, the  Norfolk  District  Attorney's  Office,  Project  New  Hope, 
and  the  Ryka  Rose  Foundation,  the  program  was  a  huge  success  in  raising  public  awareness  about 
domestic  violence. 

Balch  School  Council  -  The  council  has  submitted  the  following  objectives  for  its  educational  plans  for 
1995-1996: 

(1)  To  maintain  a  learning  environment  which  reflects  the  understanding  and  appreciation  of  cultures. 
Our  school  represents  many  cultures  and  we  will  continue  to  enhance  our  curriculum. 

(2)  The  Social  Competency  Program  is  to  involve  teachers  to  be  trained  for  the  social  development 
program  pertaining  to  conflict  resolutions  within  the  classroom  and  school  environment. 

(3)  Provide  an  Artist-in-Residence  program  for  classroom  teachers. 
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(4)  Depending  on  adequate  funding  as  mandated  by  the  Education  Reform  Act,  staff  development 
programs/workshops  would  be  implemented  for  faculty. 

(5)  Provide  a  safe  and  secure  environment. 

(6)  To  pursue  block  teaching  scheduling  in  order  to  allow  for  creativity. 

(7)  To  increase  the  use  and  integration  of  technology  in  classroom  instruction. 

(8)  To  improve  the  Massachusetts  Education  Assessment  Program  test  scores. 

In  closing,  I  thank  the  Norwood  School  Committee,  former  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Dr.  Ralph  A. 
Toran,  Interim  Superintendent,  James  R.  Savage,  Assistant  Superintendent,  Rod  Smith,  and  the 
administrative  and  clerical  personnel  at  Central  Administration  for  their  support  all  these  years.  To  Dr. 
James  Nolan,  our  new  Superintendent  of  Schools,  effective  July  1995,  my  best  wishes  for  a  successful 
career  in  Norwood.  I  know  you  will  work  diligently  in  continuing  to  uphold  Norwood's  standard  of 
educational  excellence. 

In  retrospect,  I  have  had  many  fond  memories  of  the  Balch  School,  the  teachers  (former  and  present), 
ancillary  personnel,  the  P.T.A.,  and  parents.  Most  importantly  I  will  miss  the  daily  interaction  with  the 
youngsters,  who  strive  to  meet  the  challenges  of  education  and  life.  I  wish  them  success  in  the  years 
ahead.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  C.M.  CALLAHAN  SCHOOL 


I  am  pleased  and  proud  to  present  the  C.M.  Callahan  School  report  for  the  1994-95  school  year.  This  was 
our  second  year  working  under  the  mandate  of  the  Education  Reform  Act  of  1993.  Members  of  the  C.M. 
Callahan  School  Council  included  Robert  M.  Griffin  (Principal),  Robert  Fitzpatrick  and  Katherine  Cotter 
(teachers),  Andrea  Sullivan  (P.T.A.  President-parent),  Sue  Morse  and  Alan  Cormier  (parents),  and 
Sandra  Sansone  (Citizen-at-large).  The  council  met  regularly  throughout  the  school  year  to  review  the 
budget,  evaluate  current  programming,  and  to  prepare  a  School  Improvement  Plan  for  the  1995-96 
school  year.  A  special  thanks  to  members,  Robert  Fitzpatrick,  Katherine  Cotter,  Sue  Morse,  and  Sandra 
Sansone  whose  terms  will  expire  after  two  years  of  diligent  service  on  behalf  of  our  children.  We  will  be 
investigating  a  new  townwide  reading  series  next  year,  we  will  complete  implementation  of  our  hands  on 
math  series,  and  we  wil  continue  to  train  teachers  for  the  Reach  Out  to  Schools  conflict  resolution 
curriculum. 

Raytheon  kindly  donated  a  storage  building  that  is  currently  being  renovated  and  made  handicapped 
accessible  as  a  large  multi-purpose  addition  to  our  school.  We  are  also  expecting  all  new  windows  and 
outside  doors  during  the  coming  summer.  A  group  of  fourteen  industrious  mothers  weeded,  raked, 
planted  flowers,  and  spread  mulch  in  front  of  the  building.  Their  efforts  are  greatly  appreciated  and  the 
grounds  look  great. 

Our  Massachusetts  Assessment  Test  results  were  very  impressive.  On  a  scoring  range  of  1000-1600  our 
open  ended  scores  wre  as  follows:

ENROLLMENT  AND  STAFF 

We  began  the  year  with  320  students  in  grades  K-5.  An  influx  of  new  students  required  us  to  add  a  third 
kindergarten  session  and  a  third  second  grade.  We  are  anticipating  a  third  third  grade  class  next  year. 
Several  new  staff  members  were  added  to  our  staff  this  year.  Denise  McMullen  returned  from  a  leave  of 
absence  to  teach  our  third  second  grade  classroom.  Mrs.  Charlene  Kaplan  worked  as  our  reading 
specialist  afternoons  and  taught  our  third  kindergarten  session  during  the  morning.  Ruth  Markind  is  our 
new  Eureka  teacher  and  spends  all  day  Friday  at  the  Callahan  School.  We  also  welcomed  Judy  Ross  as  a 
new  teacher  in  the  town's  elementary  science  program. 

Our  school  is  staffed  with  a  secretary,  nurse,  thirteen  and  one-half  classroom  teachers,  a  reading 
specialist,  speech  therapist,  one  learning  center  teacher,  an  adjustment  counselor,  art  teacher,  vocal  and 
instrumental  music  teachers,  a  librarian,  a  library  aide,  two  lunchroom  workers,  and  two  custodians. 
Many  of  these  positions  are  shared  with  other  schools  on  a  weekly  basis. 

GRADUATE  AWARDS 

The  Callahan  P.T.A.  expanded  to  two  scholarships  this  year.  They  were  presented  to  Burak  Alsan  who 
will  be  attending  Harvard  and  Debbie  Fruci  who  will  be  attending  Yale.  We  congratulate  both  recipients 
and  wish  them  the  best  in  their  future  endeavors. 
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PARENT  TEACHER  ASSOCIATION 

The  C.M.  Callahan  School  belongs  to  the  National  Parent-Teacher  Association.  The  association  was 
called  upon  again  this  year  to  assist  in  the  financial  operation  of  many  school  programs.  Five  excellent 
educational  programs  were  provided  by  the  P.T.A.  as  well  as  the  thousands  of  dollars  necessary  to 
provide  field  trips  for  all  students  in  grades  1  to  5.  A  newsletter  is  printed  five  times  annually  and  two 
graduate  scholarships  are  provided.  The  Fall  Craft  Fair  and  the  Open  House  Book  Fair  are  the  major 
annual  fundraisers.  The  Teacher  Appreciation  Luncheon  and  the  neighborhood  fair  are  great  culminating 
activities  offered  each  June.

THE  LEARNING  CENTER 


The  goal  of  the  Learning  Center  instruction  has  been  to  service  each  child's  learning  style  in  the  most 
appropriate  way  to  maximize  understanding  and  insure  success.  The  Learning  Center  at  the  Callahan 
School  has  employed  different  strategies  this  year  in  order  to  service  children  with  diverse  learning 
needs.  Children  in  the  fourth  grade  have  received  reading-language  instruction  as  part  of  a  classroom 
reading  group.  Children  have  moved  to  higher  reading  groups  as  a  result  of  success  in  this  area.  An 
inclusive  program  involving  the  classroom  teacher  and  the  learning  center  teacher  has  taken  place  this 
year  in  both  kindergartens  and  grade  5.  Children  with  attentional  problems  who  require  small  group 
instruction  have  worked  within  the  Learning  Center  in  an  environment  with  fewer  distractions.  Children 
attend  the  Learning  Center  for  individual  testing;  help  with  work  completion;  explanation  of  subject 
areas  that  require  a  more  specific  breakdown  of  skills  and  demonstration  for  understanding  assistance 
with  reading  problems  such  as  dyslexia  which  require  more  repetition  of  skills  and  reading  material. 

This  past  yeear,  Learning  Center  children  were  greatly  assisted  by  Andrea  Sullivan,  an  aide,  who 
delivered  individualized  instruction  and  small  group  instruction. 

Presently,  the  Learning  Center  teacher  and  two  elementary  teachers  are  working  together  on  a  SPRIG 
Grant  to  foster  a  more  inclusive  teaching  approach  for  the  1995-96  school  year. 
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CHAPER  I  PROGRAM 

Chapter  I,  known  as  A.S.P.ER.E.  Program,  stands  for  Added  Special  Programs  (for)  Intensive  Remedial 
Education.  The  program  benefits  children  who  may  be  experiencing  difficulties  in  the  areas  of  reading 
and  math. 

Children  are  selected  for  eligibility  to  the  program  through  recommendation  from  the  classroom  teachers 
and  scores  on  the  CAT's.  Permission  from  the  parent  is  necessary  in  order  for  the  children  to  participate 
in  ASPIRE.  Children  may  be  taken  out  in  groups  not  exceeding  six  students  or  the  Chapter  I  teachers 
will  aid  these  children  in  the  classroom  using  the  inclusion  model  in  full  cooperation  with  the  classroom 
teachers. 

ASPIRE's  purpose  is  to  reinforce  skills  that  are  being  taught  in  the  classroom.  Much  of  the  instruction 
utilizes  a  hands-on  approach  in  developing  critical  thinking  skills.  Manipulatives  are  used  at  all  levels 
with  the  students  to  define  concepts.  The  Chapter  I  teachers  have  time  designated  each  week  for 
unannounced  Parent  Conferences.  They  are  also  available  to  meet  with  parents  during  Parent 
Conference  Nights. 

An  integral  part  of  the  ASPIRE  Program  at  the  Callahan  is  the  fostering  of  the  student's  self-esteem 
through  positive  reinforcement  and  continuous  encouragement.  We  believe  that  each  and  every  child  in 
our  program  is  special  and  should  know  this. 

LIBRARY 


This  year  saw  the  continuation  of  several  programs  in  the  library.  The  fifth  grade  reading  club  met  once 
a  month  for  lunch  to  discuss  a  book  we  had  all  read.  This  year's  group  was  very  enthusiastic.  Also,  the 
"reading  buddies"  reading  program  involving  the  fifth  and  first  graders  was  reactivated  with  some  input 
from  the  library. 

Many  library  skills  were  practiced  this  year.  Kindergarten  students  are  learning  how  to  "read"  a  picture 
book  and  how  to  select  a  book  from  the  shelves;  first  graders  are  learning  how  to  care  for  library  books, 
return  them  on  time  and  how  to  distinguish  fiction  from  non-fiction  books;  second  graders  enjoyed  fairy 
tales,  poetry  and  learned  about  different  parts  of  books,  such  as  the  table  of  contents  and  the  glossary; 
third  graders  are  learning  how  to  use  the  card  catalog;  fourth  graders  are  developing  their  research  skills; 
and  fifth  graders  are  becoming  acquainted  with  many  reference  books  before  moving  on  to  the  middle 
school.  Most  fourth  and  fifth  graders  also  had  an  opportunity  to  use  the  CD  Rom  encyclopedia,  which 
was  a  new  purchase  this  year. 

Many  new  books  were  added  to  the  collection,  especially  to  the  sports  section  where  some  badly  needed 
weeding  was  accomplished. 

1  he  library  continues  to  be  indebted  to  the  volunteers  who  keep  the  library  running  smoothly.  This  year 
many  new  faces  were  added  to  the  volunteer  group,  including  one  dad! 

EUREKA  PROGRAM 

EUREKA  is  a  complement  to  the  classroom.  It  is  an  enrichment  program  which  provides  challenges  in 
and  augmentation  of  critical  and  creative  thinking  skills  and  problem  solving  strategies.  It  incorporates 
an  interdisciplinary  approach  to  address  the  needs  of  academically  capable  students  and  serve  as  a 
resource  tor  improving  learning  for  all  pupils.  It  consists  of  a  pull-out  component  for  the  third,  fourth, 
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and  fifth  grades,  each  section  meeting  45  minutes  per  week  with  the  EUREKA  teacher,  Ms.  Ruth 
Markind,  and  a  classroom  component,  whereby  lessons  are  carried  out  which  highlight  skill-building. 
Also,  teaming  with  the  second  and  third  grade  teachers  has  been  initiated. 

The  third  grade  classroom  lessons  dealt  with  test-taking  awareness  and  approaches.  The  third  grade  pull¬ 
out  focused  on  learning  how  to  use  the  library  as  a  resource  for  investigation.  The  diversity  of  library 
references  and  tools— dictionary,  encyclopedia,  atlas,  newspaper,  card  catalogue,  and  computer— were 
examined  in  the  context  of  researching  various  topics. 

The  fourth  grade  pull-out  started  with  a  comprehensive  study  of  whales,  which  lays  the  foundation  for 
integrating  multiple  learning  strategies.  Activities  involved  individual  research  and  small  group 
presentations.  Special  endeavors  included  adopting  a  whale  through  the  International  Wildlife  Coalition, 
East  Falmouth,  MA,  and  a  field  trip  to  the  Kendall  Whaling  Museum  in  Sharon,  Ma.  The  unit  on 
"Senses  and  Sensation"  was  an  exploration  of  every  day  environments  in  order  to  foster  a  self-sence 
appreciation  of  living  spaces.  It  was  coupled  with  an  emphasis  on  listening  and  a  study  of  different  kinds 
of  fictional  stories. 

To  encourage  student  awareness  of  the  world  around  them,  Ms.  Markind  arranged  the  School  Geography 
Bee  for  the  fifth  grade,  which  constituted  the  first  round  of  the  National  Geography  Bee  sponsored  by 
National  Geographic  World  and  Chrysler  Corporation.  Activities  included  a  guest  speaker  and 
classroom  preparatory  exercises  for  a  qualifying  test  and  the  Bee  itself. 

The  fifth  grade  pull-out  began  with  "Sampler"  which  is  a  unit  of  study  on  perspectives  and  how  to  take 
different  points  of  view  into  consideration.  It  included  a  look  at  the  works  of  Chris  Van  Allsburg,  a 
mental  gymnastics  competition,  and  an  evaluation  project  that  involved  setting  criteria  for  judgement, 
creating  a  rating  scale,  and  interpreting  findings.  There  was  also  a  self-evaluation  in  which  each  student 
wrote  a  letter  to  Ms.  Markind  (who  later  responded  in  kind)  explaining  how  he/she  should  be  graded  and 
why.  The  field  trip  to  the  Adams  Family  Homestead  in  Quincy,  MA,  was  followed  up  by  a  survey  of 
daily  life  during  different  time  periods.  The  next  undertaking  was  "Young  Authors."  The  stories  were 
then  used  as  part  of  a  creative  drama  unit. 

In  addition,  Ms.  Markind  served  as  School  coordinator  for  the  "Young  Authors"  program  which  is 
sponsored  by  the  Greater  Boston  Council,  International  Reading  Association.  It  is  an  in-depth  excursion 
into  writing,  whereby  students  in  grades  1-6  compose,  edit,  illustrate  and  publish  their  own  piece,  which 
will  be  displayed  at  a  public  facility  in  the  town. 

Ms.  Markind  is  on  the  Elementary  Curriculum  Integration  Study  Committee  which  has  been  formed  to 
ascertain  where  curriculum  connections  need  to  be  made  or  strengthened  and  to  inquire  into  sites  that 
have  effectively  implemented  a  curriculum  integration  practice. 

SPEECH/LANGUAGE  PROGRAM 

Speech  and  Language  therapy  services  at  the  Callahan  School  addressed  the  needs  of  students  in 
Kindergarten  to  fifth  grade.  Early  identification  of  students  exhibiting  Speech/Language  difficulties 
were  identified  through  Kindergarten  screenings,  teacher,  parent  and  team  consultations.  Thorough 
evaluations  were  conducted  and  individualized  remediation  was  implemented  when  necessary. 

Students  exhibited  speech  difficulties  in  the  following  areas:  articulation  errors,  voice  and/or  fluency. 
Some  students  required  assistance  in  the  following  language  areas:  low  receptive  and/or  expressive 
vocabulary  skills,  difficulties  with  verbal  or  written  directions,  difficulties  with  the  expression  of  ideas- 
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either  verbal  or  written,  topic  maintenance  during  conversations  and  difficulty  with  the  meaning  and 
structure  of  language. 

Many  activities  were  used  to  help  the  students  achieve  progress.  Worksheets  for  language,  vocabulary 
and  articulation  skills  were  used  as  classwork  or  homework.  Many  students  enjoyed  the  homework  and 
showed  good  progress  by  practicing  at  home. 

The  third  grade  participated  in  the  special  needs  awareness  program,  an  in-service  provided  by  the 
Speech/Language  pathologist  on  hearing  and  hearing  impairment.  A  video  tape  of  a  third  grade  hearing 
impaired  student  was  shown  to  the  students.  The  tape  demonstrated  that  hearing  impaired  students  can 
participate  and  enjoy  the  same  activities  as  hearing  students.  A  student  from  the  third  grade  at  the 
Callahan,  who  has  been  diagnosed  with  a  hearing  loss  was  a  guest  speaker.  She  talked  about  her  hearing 
loss,  displayed  her  hearing  aid,  and  gave  suggestions  to  the  other  students  about  how  to  talk  with  her  and 
ensure  her  hearing.  The  students  asked  very  good,  appropriate  questions. 

As  the  1994-95  school  year  comes  to  an  end,  it  is  satisfying  to  reflect  on  the  hard  work  the  students  have 
done,  and  the  progress  they  have  accomplished.  It  was  an  enjoyable  year. 

READING  PROGRAM 

In  the  school  year  1994-1995,  the  C.M.  Callahan  School  received  the  services  of  Reading  Specialist, 
Charlene  Kaplan,  on  a  half-time  basis.  Grades  two  and  three  received  services  three  times  per  week, 
while  the  first  grades  were  each  seen  once  a  week  in  whole  class  activities. 

Developing  and  sustaining  a  love  of  reading  and  writing,  as  well  as  strengthening  the  connection 
between  them,  is  a  primary  goal  of  the  Callahan  Reading  Program.  The  children,  in  all  grades,  are 
provided  with  many  opportunities  to  enjoy  reading/writing  and  to  practice  their  literacy  skills  using  a 
variety  of  materials. 

This  year,  the  children  participated  in  the  D.E.A.R.  Program  (Drop  Everything  and  Read)  daily,  the 
National  Multiple  Sclerosis  Read-a-Thon,  and  the  R.A.C.E.S.  Program  (Reading  At  Callahan  Elementary 
School).  They  also  took  part  in  two  Book  Swaps,  whereby,  children  were  encouraged  to  bring  in  their 
"used"  books  to  exchange  for  books  brought  in  by  other  children.  All  of  these  reading  incentive 
programs  proved  to  be  highly  successful  and  motivating. 

The  integration  of  reading  and  writing  across  the  curriculum  is  an  on-going  goal  of  the  Callahan  Reading 
Program.  Cooperative  learning  and  the  continued  development  of  critical  thinking  skills  have  been  the 
focus  of  classroom  instruction.  Classroom  teachers  supplement  their  basal  reading  programs  with 
multiple  copies  of  trade  books,  big  books,  and  newspapers 

The  Reading  Specialist  continues  to  work  with  the  staff  to  diagnose,  evaluate,  prescribe,  and  institute 
appropriate  remediation  techniques  for  students  at  all  grade  levels.  The  Reading  Specialist  is  a  member 
of  the  "766"  Evaluation  Team. 

CONCLUSION 


I  would  like  to  extend  my  gratitude  to  a  number  of  people  who  are  instrumental  in  the  success  of  the 
C.M.  Callahan  School.  Dr.  Ralph  Toran  and  Mr.  James  Savage  are  kind  and  compassionate  leaders  who 
will  be  missed  greatly.  Assistant  Superintendent  Roderick  Smith  has  helped  our  school  in  many  different 
ways  with  support  services  and  vital  programs.  Mr.  Robert  Fitzpatrick  is  an  excellent  Head  Teacher  and 
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a  great  asset  to  our  children.  Mrs.  Pauline  Erker  is  far  more  than  a  secretary.  She  fulfills  dozens  of 
needs  for  everyone  in  the  building  and  she  will  be  properly  recognized  at  the  Norfolk  County  Teacher's 
Association  banquet  for  superior  employees  on  June  8,  1995  at  Lantana's.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  -  JUNE  1995 


It  is  with  great  enthusiasm  that  I  submit  my  first  Annual  Report  as  Principal  of  the  F.  A.  Cleveland 
School.  I  had  the  privilege  of  working  with  our  two  former  principals,  MS.  Mary  Dean  and  Mr.  William 
Kenny,  during  my  22  years  as  a  grade  six  classroom  teacher  and  later  as  a  Norwood  Science  Center 
specialist  for  five  years.  This  is  my  28th  year  of  service  attending  to  the  children  at  the  Cleveland 
School.  This  report  will  include  current  descriptions  of  the  special  programs  at  our  school. 

We  had  a  very  unusual  opening  this  year.  A  large  number  of  kindergarten  registrations  in  late  August 
resulted  in  the  need  to  open  and  staff  a  fourth  kindergarten  class  shortly  before  school  opened.  Members 
of  the  Cleveland  faculty  came  early  and  helped  to  make  this  opening  successful.  We  consolidated  four 
second  grade  classes  to  three  and  increased  three  kindergarten  classes  to  four. 

Students  had  to  be  reassigned,  bus  routes  had  to  be  set,  and  letters  had  to  be  written  to  parents.  All  this 
was  done  just  a  few  days  before  our  opening.  Talk  about  school  spirit!  We  have  it.  Talk  about 
dedicated  teachers!  We  have  them.  Talk  about  a  typical  opening.  Not! 

Each  morning  I  would  greet  the  children  arriving  by:  school  buses,  cars,  or  walking.  This  allowed 
children,  parents,  and  bus  drivers  the  opportunity  to  talk  with  me.  It  also  made  sure  that  each  child  was 
greeted  by  a  warm  smile  and  a  "hello"  each  day  when  they  arrived  at  school. 

The  only  morning  everybody  rubbed  their  eyes  or  pinched  themselves  to  see  if  they  were  dreaming  was 
the  day  I  dressed  as  the  character  Max  from  the  book  "Where  The  Wild  Things  Are."  That  morning 
instead  of  a  suit  I  donned  a  gray  sweat  shirt  and  pants  (union  suit  like),  sneakers,  tail,  ears,  claws,  crown, 
scepter,  and  book.  This  costume  set  the  stage  for  "I'M  A  BOOK  CHARACTER".  This  event,  during 
American  Education  Week,  allowed  students,  teachers,  and  parents  to  come  to  school  dressed  as  their 
favorite  book  character.  Dressed  as  their  favorite  character,  they  would  then  discuss  their  favorite  story 
at  a  school  assembly  or  in  their  classrooms.  I  don't  know  who  enjoyed  the  event  the  most:  students, 
parents,  teachers,  or  Max,  the  Principal. 

History  was  made  in  Norwood  on  a  Friday  morning,  April  7.  What  took  place  was  a  paradigm  for 
understanding  how  technology  and  education  combine  to  produce  solid  results. 

The  scene  was  this.  Students  in  the  School  of  Education  at  Boston  College  who  worked  as  student 
teachers  at  the  Cleveland  School  were  part  of  a  teaching  demonstration.  The  demonstration  was 
interactive  with  other  students  at  Boston  College  who  were  in  their  classroom  at  the  Boston  campus.  The 
interaction  was  enabled  with  the  cable  video  and  sound  hookup  engineered  and  orchestrated  by  our  own 
Jack  Tolman.  Thus  people  in  the  first  grade  classroom  at  the  Cleveland  watched  a  T.V.  monitor  showing 
students  at  Boston  College.  The  B.C.  students  watched  their  monitor  showing  folks  at  the  Cleveland 
School. 

I  taught  a  Science  module  on  static  electricity  to  a  first  grade  class.  The  module  was  highly  effective 
and  was  a  sound  pedagogical  model  for  student  teachers  to  watch.  Judith  Ross,  of  the  Science  Resource 
Area,  collaborated  with  me  during  the  hands  on  part  of  the  module. 
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The  class  of  first  graders  was  in  rapt  attention  for  30  minutes  or  more  during  this  teaching.  It  is  obvious 
how  useful  the  interactive  video  tool  can  be  to  involve  people  in  distant  and  discrete  locations  in 
collaborative  efforts. 


STAFF,  ENROLLMENT  AND  PLANT 


STAFF 


We  have  a  dedicated,  professional  and  knowledgeable  staff  sharing  a  common  belief  -  All  students  can 
learn.  Each  grade  level  team  along  with  parents  make  sure  that  all  students  achieve  the  knowledge  and 
competence  to  succeed. 

The  school  is  staffed  with  a  secretary,  nurse,  eighteen  regular  classroom  teachers,  and  six  additional 
specialists:  Library,  Learning  Center  Specialist,  Speech  &  Language  Therapist,  two  Reading  Teachers, 
and  two  Resource  Room  Specialist  (one  for  Pre/K/K  and  one  for  grades  1-5).  Other  support  staff 
assisting  the  classroom  teachers  include:  Library,  Gifted  and  Talented  Specialist,  Physical 
Education/Health  Instructors,  Vocal/Instrumental  Music  Teachers,  Adjustment  Councilor,  School 
Psychologist,  and  two  Chapter  I  teachers.  The  rest  of  the  team  is  comprised  of:  Occupational  Therapist, 
Adaptive  Physical  Education,  and  Computer  Specialist,  Classroom  Aides,  and  Instructional  Aides. 

New  staff  members  welcomed  in  September  were  Ms.  Maher  (grade  3)  and  Ms.  Folan  (grade  2).  Mrs. 
Giffin  (grade  3)  transferred  from  the  Oldham  School.  We  had  three  teachers  retire  in  September.  They 
were  Mrs.  Horrigan  (grade  3),  Ms.  Sullivan  (grade  2),  and  Mr.  Long  (grade  4).

ENROLLMENT 


Last  year  (94-95)  the  enrollment  was  439  children.  This  year's  enrollment  as  of  January  3,  1995  was  443 
children.  In  September  our  student  population  will  increase  to  459  children.  This  is  indicative  of  an 
accelerating  trend  in  the  Cleveland  Student  body.

PLANT 


The  F.  A.  Cleveland  School  was  opened  in  1958  and  an  addition  was  completed  in  1966.  There  are 
twenty  regular  classrooms  and  two  large  kindergarten  rooms.  The  building  also  includes:  library, 
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gymnasium,  cafetorium,  and  a  health  suite.  Four  small  group  instruction  areas  are  used  by:  speech  and 
language,  reading,  counseling  and  the  learning  center.  Two  classrooms  are  used  for  town-wide  Resource 
Rooms  (Pr  K/K  and  Grades  1-5).  One  of  the  large  kindergarten  rooms  was  used  for  the  Pre-School 
Diagnostic  Center.  The  three  open  areas  were  enclosed  with  partitions  for  Art,  Adaptive  P.E.,  and 
Chapter  I  Programs.  Vocal  Music  used  a  regular  classroom.  Instrumental  Music  used  the  stage  area  or 
one  of  the  partitioned  areas. 


EDUCATION  REFORM 


On  June  18,  1993,  the  Massachusetts  Education  Reform  Act  was  signed  into  law.  The  issues  addressed 
were:  curriculum  and  assessment;  teacher  tenure  and  certification;  school  administration;  and  school 
finances. 

After  two  years  the  Board  of  Education  has  approved  the  Common  Core  of  Learning,  drafts  of  the 
Curriculum  Frameworks,  new  teacher  Certification  and  Recertification  Requirements,  and  new  Student 
Learning  Time  Regulations. 

The  Cleveland  School  Council  comprised  of  parents,  teachers,  and  Principal  submitted  an  Improvement 
Plan  for  the  1995-96  school  year.  It  includes  the  following:  (1)  Provide  additional  activities  for  problem 
solving,  graphing,  and  charts  in  the  mathematics  curriculum.  (2)  Increase  activities  using  the  Process 
Approach  to  writing  at  all  grade  levels.  (3)  Increase  critical  thinking  skills  in  all  grade  levels  for  all 
subjects.  (4)  Provide  support  and  training  for  staff  involved  in  our  inclusion  program.  (5)  Restructure 
Learning  Time  to  make  sure  that  900  hours  per  school  year,  set  by  the  Department  of  Education  is  met. 
(6)  To  address  safety  issues  and  make  improvements  in  the  physical  plant.

PRESCHOOL  DIAGNOSTIC  CENTER 

DONNA  BROWN.  TEACHER 

This  preschool  special  needs  program  under  Chapter  766,  offers  comprehensive  services  to  children 
*  ages  3-5  within  the  community.  These  services  include  screening  and  evaluation  of  a  child's 
development  in  order  to  identify  special  needs,  an  inclusionary  language-based  classroom  (special  needs 
and  non  special  needs  children),  consultation  to  community  programs  and  support  to  parents. 

Preschool  screening  is  conducted  throughout  the  year  in  order  to  identify  a  need  through  further 
evaluation.  The  screening  team  members  include  a  speech  pathologist,  early  childhood  specialist,  and 
school  nurse.  Parents  are  actually  involved  in  the  screening  process,  which  looks  at  each  area  of 
development:  including  speech  and  language,  fine  and  gross  motor  skills,  cognitive  and  social  skills. 
Referrals  for  screening  may  come  from  parents,  pediatricians,  day  care  providers  and  others  who  may 
have  contact  with  young  children. 

Other  specialists  are  involved  as  needed  in  order  to  support  further  evaluation  and  to  provide  services 
within  the  classroom  program:  school  adjustment  counselor,  psychologist,  pediatrician,  occupational 
therapist,  adaptive  physical  education  instructor  and  physical  therapist. 

The  Preschool  Program  will  move  from  the  Cleveland  School  to  the  Willett  School  during  the  summer  of 
1995. 


RESOURCE  ROOM  PRE-K/K 
DEBBIE  REICHARD,  TEACHER 


TWO  YEAR  PROGRAM 

The  first  year  the  children  attend  for  a  half  a  day  to  help  build  their  readiness  skills.  We  also  work  on 
social  skills  to  help  the  children  interact  in  Kindergarten  the  following  year. 

The  second  year  the  children  are  fully  integrated  in  a  regular  Kindergarten  with  the  availability  of  an 
aide.  During  the  class,  modifications  are  made  to  the  curriculum  when  necessary.  The  specialists  work 
closely  with  the  inclusion  teachers  and  aides  to  implement  programs.  This  provides  the  child  with 
success. 

We  provide  a  warm,  supportive,  and  educationally  sound  environment  conducive  to  learning. 
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INTENSIVE  READING  PROGRAM 

JOAN  GIARDELLO,  SHELIA  GOUGH.  SPECIALISTS 

The  reading  specialist  works  closely  with  classroom  teachers  and  Chapter  766.  Progress  and 
achievement  are  monitored  throughout  the  year. 

One  segment  of  the  program  consists  of  phonics  which  deals  with  the  process  of  facilitating  word 
recognition  through  linking  of  letters  to  sounds.  Phonic  knowledge  acts  as  a  backup  system  for  word 
recognition  and  is  often  employed  for  new  words.  Secondly,  the  teaching  of  foundation  skills  and  the 
higher  process  of  comprehension  are  taught  through  selective  works  of  literature,  poetry,  plays  and 
encyclopedias.  Students  integrate  their  experiences  and  previous  knowledge  with  those  of  the  authors. 

Skills  and  concepts  are  reinforced  or  enriched  through  a  variety  of  learning  models.  Acknowledgement, 
praise,  and  encouragement  are  "golden  keys"  to  reading  success.  They  do  effect  learning  ,  attitudes  and 
progress. 


ASPIRE 

DIANNE  McKENNA,  DONNA  PRESKENIS.  TEACHERS 

Chapter  I,  known  as  the  ASPIRE  Program,  means  ADDITIONAL  SPECIAL  PROGRAMS  FOR 
INTENSIVE  REMEDIAL  EDUCATION.  The  program  benefits  children  who  may  be  experiencing 
some  difficulty  in  the  areas  of  reading  and  mathematics. 

Chapter  I  is  intended  to  be  an  added  support  to  classroom  instruction.  The  Aspire  teachers  have  also 
been  working  within  the  classroom  adding  additional  support  as  needed.  The  time  spent  in  the  class 
varies  with  each  teacher.  Aspire  provides  individual  or  small  group  instruction  and  benefits  the  whole 
class  as  well  as  individual  students. 


EUREKA  PROGRAM 
JOAN  ZWIBLE.  TEACHER 


The  Cleveland  School  EUREKA  Program  included  a  pull-out  component  for  academically  capable 
students,  classroom  thinking  skills  lessons,  special  projects,  and  classroom  teaming  between  Mrs.  Zwible 
and  the  classroom  teacher. 

In  the  pull-out  portion  of  the  program, selected  Kindergarten  second,  third,  fourth  and  fifth  grade  students 
met  with  the  EUREKA  teacher  for  a  period  of  about  45  minutes  per  week.  Units  of  study  included:  "The 
Polar  Regions  S.E.T.I.",  "A  Merry  Unbirthday",  "Whales",  "Glorious  Mexico",  "Using  the  Library  as  a 
Resource",  "Gifted  Sampler",  and  "Young  Authors.  Other  groups  wfere  formed  at  teacher  request  to 
extend  specific  skills. 

A  series  of  critical  and  creative  thinking  skills  and  problem  solving  lessons  were  presented  in  grades  3,  2, 
and  1.  Some  of  the  skills  emphasized  were  logic,  analogies,  categorizing,  fluency,  elaboration,  and  test 
taking  skills. 
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Special  projects  included  the  National  Geographic  Geography  Bee,  a  speaker  on  China,  and  a  field  trip  to 
the  Adams  Historical  Park  in  Quincy  for  grade  5.  Grade  4  visited  the  Kendall  Whaling  Museum, 
adopted  a  whale  ,  and  attended  an  exhibition  based  on  the  S.E.T.I.  Challenge.  An  Independent 
Study/Project  Fair  K-5  was  held  for  both  parents  and  students  in  March.  In  addition,  Mrs.  Zwible  was 
the  coordinator  for  "Young  Authors"  at  the  Cleveland  School.  Eight  classrooms  participated  in  the 
writing  of  books. 

A  teaming  approach  was  used  in  grades  4  and  5  in  the  area  of  math,  grade  4  in  the  subject  reading,  and 
grades  1  and  5  in  Language  Arts  (Young  Authors). 


ART  PROGRAM 

MARYANN  BERGER.  TEACHER 

The  Elementary  Art  Program  provides  a  general  understanding  of  techniques,  materials,  vocabulary,  and 
art  appreciation.  These  curriculum  objectives  are  presented  by  a  sequential  instruction  during  a  weekly 
45  minute  lesson[A  with  an  art  teacher.  Interdisciplinary,  Multicultural  and  Technology  Integration  is 
encouraged  and  achieved. 

In  addition  to  formal  lessons,  the  art  program  is  involved  with  many  extra  curricular  projects.  During  the 
present  school  year,  the  children  have  successfully  participated  in  the  following:

INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC 

DANIEL  TRODERMAN,  ROBERT  RAPHALIAN,  TEACHERS 
The  Instrumental  Music  Program  continues  to  be  very  popular  at  the  Cleveland  School.  We  are  pleased 
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to  report  that  in  addition  to  the  regular  or  conventional  instruments,  there  is  an  increasing  number  of 
children  playing  sophisticated  instruments  such  as  the  viola,  cello,  trombone,  baritone  horn,  french  horn, 
and  oboe. 

This  year  there  was  an  increase  to  36  students  in  the  String  Program  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Raphalian,  with  Mr.  Troderman  assisting  the  Beginning  Strings.  The  Beginner's  Band  and  the 
Intermediate  Band  had  a  combined  membership  of  56  students  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Troderman. 

All  third  graders  participated  in  the  Recorder  Program  under  the  direction  of  Ms.  Lariviere. 

An  addition  to  the  band  program  was  an  open  rehearsal  by  the  Beginner's  Band  for  parents.  The  concert 
took  place  during  the  month  of  April  during  the  regular  band  period  with  a  sizeable  amount  of  parents 
attending.  The  intent  was  to  explain  to  the  parents,  by  performance,  what  is  expected  at  home  by 
encouragement  and  practice. 

There  was  an  Assembly  Program  involving  the  instrumental  groups  for  the  winter  holidays.  The  three 
major  groups  all  performed  for  the  Spring  Instrumental  Music  evening,  which  took  place  at  the  Junior 
High  North.  All  strings  performed  system-wide  for  the  All-String  Orchestra  Night,  while  the  advanced 
players,  strings  and  winds,  performed  at  the  annual  Pops  Concert.  There  was  also  grade  four  and  grade 
five  participation  by  16  students  for  Memorial  Day,  which  was  performed  outdoors  very  successfully. 

This  past  March,  a  professional  Brass  Quintet  presented  a  Young  Audience  Concert  at  the  Cleveland 
School.  This  was  very  inspiring  to  especially  the  instrumental  students  in  striving  for  higher  standards. 

The  year  was  very  successful  as  we  look  forward  to  continued  interests  and  efforts  into  next  year. 

VOCAL  MUSIC 

MS.  LARIVIERE.  TEACHER 

The  Vocal  Music  Department  has  a  strong  curriculum  in  the  Norwood  Public  Schools.  Each  class  is 
scheduled  for  two  -  thirty  minute  periods  each  week.  The  program  includes  singing,  listening, 
performing  and  note  reading.  Several  vocal  musicals  were  performed  throughout  the  year  including  a 
full  scale  musical  production  in  the  Spring. 


LEARNING  CENTER  REPORT 

LOIS  KEEFE.  LEARNING  CENTER  DISABILITIES  SPECIALIST 

The  Learning  Center  has  continued  this  year  to  be  an  integral  part  of  the  school  curriculum.  Its  focus  is 
to  help  teachers  and  parents  identify  students  who  have  a  specific  learning  disability  present.  The  format 
for  referring,  identifying  and  servicing  students  is  outlined  under  the  Special  Education  Act  -  Chapter 
766.  The  goals  and  techniques  are  written  for  each  student  in  an  individualized  Education  Plan. 

The  Learning  Center  provided  small  group  instruction  or  an  individual  tutorial  setting  to  help  meet  the 
needs  of  these  students.  The  learning  disability  specialist  also  supports  the  regular  classroom  teacher  by 
assisting  the  student  and  teacher.  The  center  also  provides  materials  and  instructional  techniques  as 
needed. 

This  year  the  learning  center  specialist  continued  to  participate  in  the  kindergarten  screening  program 
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which  took  place  during  months  of  April  and  early  May.  The  purpose  of  this  screening  is  to  identify  and 
to  provide  a  program  for  early  special  needs  and  to  provide  a  program  for  early  intervention.  This  year 
84  students  were  screened  at  the  Cleveland  School. 

With  the  new  educational  philosophy  of  "inclusion"  for  the  special  needs  students,  the  emphasis  is  for 
students  to  be  serviced  within  the  regular  classroom  is  being  employed.

The  Norwood  Extended  Day  Program  is  a  day  care  for  children  of  working  parents.  The  Program, 
sponsored  by  the  Norwood  Public  Schools,  serves  all  elementary  school  children  in  Kindergarten 
through  fifth  grade  -  on  school  days  only.

JUDITH  ROSS,  CHARLES  HAFFEY,  TEACHERS 
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The  Norwood  Elementary  Science  Center  prepared  and  presented  hands-on  Science  lessons  in  the  areas 
of  earth,  life  and  physical  sciences  to  all  students  in  grades  1-5.  Customized  lessons  were  available  to  all 
teachers  upon  request.  The  Center  also  provided  classroom  animals  and  supplies. 

In  addition,  the  Norwood  Astronomy  Club  presented  a  stargazing  evening.  Students  and  parents  viewed 
the  evening  sky  through  several  telescopes.  Star-Lab,  a  portable  planetarium,  made  an  annual  visit  to  the 
school  in  December  to  supplement  the  astronomy  curriculum.  Enrichment  programs  for  fifth  grade 
students  were  seen  on  STV  (Science  TV)  for  the  class  and  home  viewing. 


LIBRARY  PROGRAM 
MRS.  PAULA  CLIFLORD,  TEACHER 

In  September,  many  well  read  students  returned  to  school  having  participated  in  the  Summer  Reading 
Program  at  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library.  Since  one  of  the  goals  of  the  library  program  is  to  encourage 
children  to  be  life  long  readers,  we  were  off  to  a  great  start! 

The  Library  Program  is  integrated  into  the  curriculum  at  all  grade  levels.  All  students  are  exposed  to  a 
wide  variety  of  literature  during  the  year.  Research  is  done  by  even  our  youngest  children  using 
traditional  resources  as  well  as  CD  ROM  encyclopedias  and  atlases. 

In  December,  fifth  grade  students  wrote  essays  for  the  annual  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution 
contest.  This  year's  theme  as  "Living  in  Colonial  America".  Kristen  MCQuaid  received  a  third  place 
award  for  her  essay. 

A  local  author,  Joan  Drescher  of  Hingham,  visited  the  school  in  January  to  share  her  experience  as  an 
author  and  illustrator  with  all  the  students.  This  program  was  supported  in  part,  by  the  Norwood  Cultural 
Council,  a  local  agency,  the  Massachusetts  Cultural  Council,  a  state  agency,  and  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts.  This  is  the  fifth  year  students  have  had  such  an  opportunity.  We  are  grateful  to 
Mrs.  Doris  Ashapa,  former  Reading  Specialist  at  the  Cleveland,  for  arranging  this  program. 

Students  in  grades  1-5  participated  in  the  sixth  annual  Massachusetts  Science  Poetry  Contest.  Thirty-five 
entries  were  submitted  to  the  Boston  College  review  committee.  Stephen  Crimlisk  and  Sean  King 
received  a  second  place  award  in  the  "Most  Humorous"  category.  Elizabeth  Riley,  Lindsay  O'Brien  and 
Megan  Brown  received  a  second  place  award  for  "Best  Cooperative"  poem.  Each  student  who  wrote  a 
poem  received  a  "Certificate  of  Excellence"  at  the  end  of  the  year  awards  assembly. 

The  Library  Program  is  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Paula  Clifford  assisted  by  Mrs.  Betty  Foley.  The 
librarian  is  grateful  to  a  very  dedicated  volunteer  group.  This  year's  volunteers  included  Donna  Starr, 
Anne  Fahy,  Roger  Sweeney,  Pat  Greene,  Robin  Foley,  Trisha  Pinella,  Cecilia  O'Keefe,  and  Shirley 
Jackson.  These  parents  make  it  possible  to  maintain  an  organized  facility  and  their  dedication  is 
appreciated  by  the  children  and  the  staff  of  the  Cleveland. 


SPEECH 

MS.  SANDRA  SAVAGE,  SPEECH  SPECIALIST 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Speech  Therapist  to  provide  services  which  assists  students  to  develop  age 
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appropriate  language  skills.  Some  language  skills,  which  are  worked  on  are:  reception,  verbal 
expression,  written  expression,  auditory  perception,  vocabulary,  and  grammar.  The  need  for  services  is 
determined  after  a  Chapter  766  evaluation  and  the  writing  of  an  individualized  education  plan.  This  year 
47  students  were  serviced. 

In  addition  to  classes  for  individuals,  weekly  full  class  lessons  were  again  this  year  presented  to  Grades  1 
and  2.  Some  subjects  of  these  group  lessons  were:  comprehension  of  questions,  the  language  of  humor, 
multiple  meaning  of  words,  following  directions,  imagining  and  the  interpretation  of  fables. 

For  the  first  time  this  year,  services  were  also  provided  in  the  regular  classroom  by  co-teaching  with  one 
of  the  first  grade  teachers.  As  the  emphasis  on  inclusion  continues,  it  is  hoped  that  this  method  of 
service  delivery  can  continue  and  be  expanded. 

ELEMENTARY  COMPUTER  PROGRAM 
MS.  BARBARA  LANZONI,  SPECIALIST 

This  year  there  were  some  changes  in  the  Technology  Program  for  the  Norwood  Public  Schools.  A  new 
Information  Technology  Manager  was  hired  to  replace  the  retiring  Director  of  Computer  Services. 
Classes  continued  to  change  from  Apple  to  Macintosh  computers. 

The  emphasis  this  year  at  the  Elementary  level  was  to  give  teachers  and  students  the  opportunity  and 
time  to  work  with  CD-Rom  and  the  Macintosh  computers.  Students  were  introduced  to  electronic 
encyclopedias  in  classrooms  and  in  the  library.  A  series  of  lessons  took  place  instead  of  single  classroom 
lessons.  Fifth  grade  girls  working  with  Mrs.  Mary  Brown  and  Mrs.  Maryann  Berger  used  many  forms 
technology  including  telecommunications  in  the  after  school  program  TGIF. 

Cleveland  School  has  Macintosh  computers  located  throughout  the  building.  There  is  one  Mac  located 
in  the  second,  third,  fourth  and  fifth  grade  wings.  One  Mac  in  the  art  room  and  the  library,  the  Early 
Childhood  program,  and  the  Special  Needs  Classroom.  There  is  one  Mac  in  each  of  the  Chapter  One 
classrooms. 


CONCLUSION 

I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  William  Kenny  for  his  help  and  support  during  this  transitional  year.  His 
expertise  and  patience  will  always  be  remembered.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  JOHN  P.  OLDHAM  SCHOOL 

1994/1995 


It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  sixteenth  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the  John  P.  Oldham 

School. 


PERSONNEL  AND  ENROLLMENT 

This  year  375  students  were  enrolled  at  the  opening  of  school  in  September  of  1994.  Although 
our  enrollment  stabilized  this  year,  we  anticipate  increases  in  pupil  registration  for  the  near  future.  Our 
projections  for  the  1995-96  school  year  indicate  increases  to  the  400+  level. 

Supportive  to  our  regular  classroom  staff  of  15-1/2  teachers,  we  are  complimented  by  Reading, 
Speech,  and  Learning  Center  teachers.  In  addition,  we  house  a  Primary  Generic  Class  in  which 
placement  is  through  Chapter  766.  This  program  is  geared  to  assist  children  with  special  needs,  and 
where  possible,  mainstreaming  of  the  students  into  regular  classrooms  is  provided. 

The  Oldham  School  is  devoted  to  the  development  of  boys  and  girls  of  character,  understanding, 
and  skill.  Here  children  learn  together  and  take  their  first  basic  steps  toward  useful  and  rewarding 
citizenship. 


CURRICULUM  /  TESTING 


As  a  matter  of  practice,  all  areas  of  the  curriculum  are  being  reviewed  and  refined. 

With  the  implementation  of  the  state-mandated  competency  tests,  the  meaning  of  "basics"  has 
taken  on  greater  significance.  It  should  be  noted  that  we  have  always  stressed  the  basics,  and  the  State's 
mandate  has  only  reaffirmed  our  conviction  that  the  core  subjects  should  always  have  priority  in  an 
elementary  learning  environment. 


MEAP  SCORES 


The  MEAP  tests  which  are  given  at  the  4th,  8th,  and  tenth  grades  statewide  are  intended  to 
improve  curriculum  and  instruction  in  the  public  schools.  It  is  a  survey  of  a  broad  range  of  student 
attainments  including  basic  as  well  as  higher  order  thinking  skills  as  reflected  in  the  open-ended  type  of 
questions.  It  is  here  where  the  Oldham  School  in  the  1994  tests  achieved  so  well. 

A  review  of  our  1994  scores  indicates  improvement  over  our  1992  scores  as  well  as  showing 
strength  in  all  areas,  especially  in  the  area  of  reading. 


MEAP  SCORES 


READING 


With  a  comparison  score  band  of  1380-1450  in  reading,  our  school  scored  a  total  batery  of  1480.  The 
district  average  was  1440,  and  the  state  1350.  The  encouraging  aspect  of  this  is  that  in  the  open-ended 
section,  our  school  scored  1480  which  was  40  points  above  the  district  average. 
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The  percentage  of  students  at  the  proficiency  level  of  III  and  IV  rose  from  27%  in  1992  to  35%  in  the 
1 994  test. 

MATHEMATICS 


Our  score  of  1400  fell  in  the  upper  end  of  our  comparison  score  band  of  1350-1430.  With  a  score  of 
1470  in  the  open-ended  section,  we  scored  70  points  above  the  district  score  and  140  points  above  the 
state  average. 

In  both  1992  and  1994  tests,  we  had  no  child  in  the  below  1  category.  It  should  also  be  noted  that  we  had 
an  improvement  in  the  level  1  category  by  going  from  34%  in  the  1992  test  to  18%  in  the  '94  test. 

SCIENCE 


With  a  comparison  score  band  of  1370-1440,  our  school  scored  1440  at  the  high  end  of  the  band.  On  the 
open-ended  questions,  we  again  scored  well,  going  over  our  comparison  score  band  by  60  points,  scoring 
1510.  We  scored  90  points  over  the  state  average  and  20  points  over  the  district. 

In  proficiency  levels,  we  had  0%  failures  in  the  below  lev  el  1  column  and  went  from  22%  in  levels  III 
and  IV  in  1992  to  24%  in  1994. 

SOCIAL  STUDIES 


Comparison  score  band  of  1360-1430.  Again  scoring  on  the  high  end  of  our  comparison  score  band,  we 
matched  the  district  average  of  1430.  On  the  open-ended  section,  we  scored  over  the  district's  1460  to 
the  Oldham's  1480.  Proficiency  scores  showed  no  failures,  or  0%  1 992’s  levels. 

What  should  be  noted  is  that  at  the  proficiency  level  of  below  level  1,  we  had  no  children  in  this  category 
for  the  1994  test.  Zero  per  cent  for  reading,  math,  science,  social  studies,  and  2%  in  writing. 

Our  scores  indicate  that  we  are  doing  quite  well  in  our  MEAPS  with  also  room  for  improvement. 

WRITING 


In  the  area  of  writing,  we  maintained  our  strength,  showing  no  one  in  the  below  level  1  category  in  1994 
compared  to  2%  in  1992.  We  also  improved  in  the  level  1  category  going  from  21%  in  1992  to  14%  in 
the  1 994  test.

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CAT'S 


The  California  Achievement  Tests,  fifth  edition,  measure  the  skills  and  concepts  generally  taught 
in  today's  schools  in  the  area  of  reading,  language,  mathematics,  spelling,  study  skills,  science,  and  social 
studies.  Each  parent  and  child  is  given  a  home  report  which  gives  information  about  the  student's 
progress  in  acquiring  these  basic  skills. 

The  National  Percentile  is  the  best  single  score  for  describing  achievement  test  results  in  a 
meaningful  way.  The  NP  represents  the  percentage  of  students  in  the  norm  group  whose  scores  fall 
below  a  given  student's  scale  scores.  For  example,  a  student  whose  NP  is  65  scored  higher  than  65%  of 
the  students  in  the  norm  group.  The  50th  percentile  represents  the  national  average  at  the  time  of 
norming;half  of  the  norming  sample  scored  above  this  point  and  half  below. 

A  review  of  our  '94  scores  showed  strength  at  all  grade  levels: 

Grade  3  -  At  all  subtopic  areas,  reading,  math,  language,  we  achieved  above  our  anticipated  scores  and 
had  a  total  battery  percentile  of  69.75  for  our  third  grades. 

Grade  4  -  Our  fourth  grades  showed  scores  above  on  all  our  anticipated  with  a  total  batter  of  73.7%. 

Grade  5  -  Our  grade  5  scores  showed  great  strength  with  a  total  battery  of  76.5%. 

Scoring  71.3%  in  reading,  80.4%  in  language,  and  80.0%  in  math,  a  steady  growth  has  been  indicated 
from  grade  3 . 


MASSACHUSETTS  EDUCATION  REFORM  ACT  OF  1993 


This  Act  provides  for  the  creation  of  School  Councils  at  each  elementary,  secondary,  and 
independent  vocational  school  in  the  Commonwealth.  The  purpose  of  this  council  will  be  to  advise  the 
principal  on  a  variety  of  areas  ranging  from  budget  to  curriculum.  This  organization  differs  markedly 
from  the  traditional  PTA  board.  The  Council  will  be  comprised  of  professional  staff,  parents,  and 
individuals  from  the  community. 

On  October  14,  1993,  the  newly  created  Oldham  School  Council  held  its  first  meeting.  Meetings 
are  held  regularly  during  the  school  year. 

HOME/SCHOOL  RELATIONS  AND  COMMUNITY  OUTREACH 


The  Oldham  School  Staff  has  initiated  or  contributed  to  many  programs  that  can  be  considered 
community  inspired  as  well  as  responding  to  national  calls  of  help. 

PEN  PALS  -  Many  classes  have  participated  in  Pen  Pal  projects,  however,  Mrs.  Manning's  4th  grade  was 
unique  in  that  they  adopted  the  Ellis  Nursing  Home  in  Norwood  in  their  project  and  started  writing 
letters  in  the  Fall.  As  a  culminating  activity,  the  class  visited  the  home  in  May  and  enjoyed  a  visit  with 
their  pen  pals.  This  visit  in  a  very  meaningful  way  contributed  to  both  the  students  and  residents  a  very 
special  bond  that  the  students  will  always  remember. 

FOOD  PANTRY  -  Mrs.  Keegan's  4th  grade  again  this  year  saved  money  for  the  Food  Pantry.  This  was 
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done  by  students  giving  up  an  a  la  carte  item  or  to  contribute  a  portion  of  their  allowance  in  order  to  raise 
money  to  buy  food. 

This  year  Mrs.  Keegan's  class  visited  the  Food  Pantry  and  was  shown  the  process  as  to  when  the  food  is 
bought,  delivered,  and  then  passed  out. 

TOWN  OF  NORWOOD  -  Mrs.  Perry  and  Mrs.  Poirier  wrote  and  piloted  and  distributed  a  unit  on  the 
Town  of  Norwood,  this  unit  was  developed  with  funds  from  a  Horace  Mann  Grant  and  is  currently  used 
in  the  3rd  grades  across  town.  The  children  are  introduced  to  the  history  of  their  town,  meet  town 
officials,  and  tour  town  buildings. 

DANFORTH  ART  MUSEUM  -  In  May  the  3rd  grades  went  to  the  Danforth  Art  Museum  to  see  a  special 
children's  exhibit  'What's  the  Story?"  which  is  how  stories  are  told  through  art.  They  participated  in  a 
workshop  to  create  a  story.  The  trip  was  sponsored  by  a  Pass  Grant  from  the  Norwood  Cultural  Council 
which  was  written  by  Miss  Ann  Malachowski,  the  Oldham  School's  Art  teacher  and  also  Norwood's 
Elementary  School  Art  Coordinator. 

TICKET  TO  READ  -PAW  PRINTS-  Morrill  Memorial  Library  -  Norwood's  statewide  summer  reading 
incentive  program.  The  Oldham  School  again  not  only  had  the  highest  number  of  participants  (12%)  of 
all  the  elementary  schools  in  Norwood,  including  St.  Catherine's,  we  had  the  largest  amount  of 
completions  of  the  the  schools  (94). 

INTERMEC  AWARD  -  Our  thanks  to  Tom  McClintock  (father  of  a  1994  fifth  grade  graduate  and 
Intremec  employee)  and  Mr.  Haffey  who  submitted  a  proposal  for  a  program  which  won  $1500.  for  our 
school  from  the  1994  WesBtern  Atlas  Foundation  K-12  Educational  Support  Program.  Out  thanks  also 
to  Western  Atlas  and  INtermec  who  annually  provide  financial  support  to  educational  projects  from 
kindergarten  through  12th  grade  in  communities  in  which  Western  Atlas  employees  live  and  work. 

GLOBE  SANTA  -  The  Oldham  students,  in  lieu  of  buying  gifts  for  teachers,  contributed  $1,030  toward 
the  Globe  Santa  fund.  This  surpassed  our  previous  year's  high  of  $  1 ,0 1 6.8 1 . 

PULL  THE  PLUG  -  Once  again  in  response  to  many  of  the  concerns  of  parents  and  teachers,  and  under 
the  leadership  of  Mr.  Ryan,  our  Head  Teacher,  and  Miss  Yphantes,  our  grade  3  teacher,  this  program  was 
once  again  instituted. 

There  was  once  difference  from  previous  campaigns.  This  was  for  four  nights,  Monday  through 
Thursday,  with  parents  verifying  the  children  had  completed  this  project.  More  than  half  the  children 
participated  and  were  awarded  certificates  of  completion. 

GRANDPARENTS'  DAY  -  Now  completing  our  13th  year,  this  special  day  for  our  first  grades  has 
become  one  of  our  school's  most  memorable  events. 

Instituted  by  Miss  Jan  Baker,  one  of  our  first  grade  teachers,  this  event  has  attracted  grandparents  from 
all  over  the  country. 

All  children  are  represented  by  a  grandparent  or  a  special  friend  for  that  day. 

HOME  /  SCHOOL  RELATIONS 

The  strength  of  a  school  is  measured  not  only  by  its  staff  and  students,  but  also  by  the  support  it 
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receives  from  its  parents.  It  is  here  through  the  Parent  Advisory  Council  and  the  PTA  that  our  school  has 
excelled  in  whatever  endeavor  it  has  aspired  to. 

PARENT  VOLUNTEERS  -  In  its  second  year,  our  parents  have  volunteered  to  help  staff  with  all  recess 
duties.  Coordinated  by  Mrs.  Pattewrson,  this  project  has  been  a  very  valuable  service  to  the  school. 

FIELD  TRIPS  -  Now  that  Town  funding  is  no  longer  available,  the  PTA  has  covered  all  bus  expenses  for 
field  trips  and  enrichment  programs  that  the  school  offers.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 
OF  THE  C.  J.  PRESCOTT  SCHOOL 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the  C.  J.  Prescott  School. 
The  1 994- 1 995  school  year  was  a  busy  and  productive  year.  The  parents,  teachers  and  students  worked 
together  to  carry  out  the  goals  and  the  mission  of  the  Prescott  School. 

Enrollment  and  Staff 

On  October  1,  the  Prescott  enrollment  was  303  students.  The  teaching  staff  consisted  of  12 
classroom  teachers,  and  a  resource  room  teacher.  Mrs.  Corinne  McKenzie  was  appointed  as  an 
instructional  aide  to  the  first  grade  classes.  The  Prescott  School  was  able  to  successfully  expand  its 
inclusion  model  for  resource  room  children  with  the  assistance  of  Mrs.  Linda  Carta,  an  instructional  aide. 
The  classroom  teaching  staff  is  assisted  in  providing  for  the  instruction  and  the  individual  needs  of  the 
Prescott  children  by  a  full  time  learning  center  teacher,  and  part  time  support  staff  which  includes  a 
speech  and  language  specialist,  a  reading  specialist,  an  adjustment  counselor,  two  Chapter  One  teachers, 
and  an  E.S.L.  tutor. 


Education  Reform  Act  of  1993 


In  September  1995  the  Prescott  School  Council  will  have  served  for  a  period  of  two  years.  The 
Prescott  School  Council  met  approximately  once  a  month.  The  council  was  composed  of  seven 
members.  Miss  Evelyn  L.  Wall,  principal,  and  Mrs.  Gail  McGloin,  parent,  served  as  co-chairs  of  the 
council.  Mrs.  Elaine  Perry  and  Mrs.  Susan  Zeitz  were  the  teacher  representatives.  Mrs.  Linda  Carta  and 
Mrs.  Joseph  Hackett  were  the  parent  members.  Ms.  Jacqueline  Drouillard  was  the  community  member. 
The  council  worked  with  the  Prescott  School  Community  to  implement  the  goals  of  the  School 
Improvement  Plan.  A  great  deal  was  accomplished  by  this  hard  working  and  dedicated  council. 

A  primary  goal  of  the  School  Council  was  to  provide  time  and  opportunities  for  teacher 
collaboration  and  staff  development  in  order  to  improve  student  learning.  Funds  from  grants  along  with 
money  appropriated  from  the  P.T.O.  and  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  enabled  staff  members  to  attend 
in-service  workshops,  conferences,  courses  and  to  participate  on  curriculum  study  committees.  During 
articulation  days,  Prescott  teachers  shared  innovative  programs  and  materials  that  they  were  using  in 
their  classrooms.  Among  the  programs  shared  were  Writers  Workshop,  Portfolio  Assessment,  the  Social 
Competency  Program,  Computer  Technology,  and  strategies  and  materials  for  improving  students 
mathematical  thinking  skills. 

A  second  major  goal  of  the  School  Council  was  to  improve  communication  and  involvement 
between  school,  home,  and  community.  The  P.T.O. ,  under  the  direction  of  president  Janet  Keegan 
Kenney,  worked  tirelessly  to  achieve  this  goal.  The  Prescott  Press  was  published  monthly.  It  served  as 
the  major  vehicle  for  parent  communication.  P.T.O.  members  contacted  new  families  and  welcomed 
them  to  the  school.  Volunteer  training  programs  were  conducted  for  kindergarten  parents.  Parent 
volunteers  (K-5)  were  trained  in  using  the  Apple  and  Macintosh  Computers.  Computer  volunteers  were 
assigned  to  work  in  classrooms.  A  data  base  of  parent  volunteers  was  developed  and  utilized  by  the 
P.T.O.  throughout  the  school  year. 

During  1994-1995  each  school  was  required  to  develop  a  Professional  Development  Plan.  The 
Prescott  School  developed  its  plan  taking  into  consideration  the  goals  of  the  School  Improvement  Plan 
and  the  town  of  Norwood's  Professional  Development  Plan.  Also  during  1994-1995  each  school

examined  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education's  Time  and  Learning  Regulations  and  adjusted  its 
school  schedule  to  ensure  that  all  students  receive  sufficient  instruction  in  the  core  subjects.  Beginning 
in  September  of  1995  the  lunch  recess  period  at  the  elementary  level  will  be  reduced  by  5  minutes.  In 
the  fall  of  1995  the  second  school  council  election  will  be  held.  At  this  time  two  parents  and  one  teacher 
will  be  elected.  Beginning  in  the  fall  of  1996  a  school  council  election  will  be  held  annually.  Terms  of 
office  will  be  staggered  and  for  two  years. 

Parents  Teachers  Organization 

The  Prescott  P.T.O.  is  an  active  an  vital  part  of  the  school  community.  The  P.T.O.  held  monthly 
meetings  which  were  attended  by  many  Prescott  parents.  On  September  22,  1994  the  Prescott  School 
held  its  first  Ice  Cream  Social.  Prescott  families  visited  the  school  and  the  children  introduced  their 
families  to  their  teachers.  The  mission  of  the  P.T.O.  is  to  develop  programs  and  activities  that  will 
enrich  and  expand  the  educational  opportunities  of  the  Prescott  School  children.  The  principal  and 
teachers  appreciated  the  unending  support  of  the  P.T.O.  that  enabled  them  to  implement  and  expand  their 
educational  programs.  A  sampling  of  the  P.T.O.  programs  and  activities  are  the  following:

Curriculum  and  Instruction 


Mathematics 

Implementation  of  the  new  math  standards  developed  by  the  National  Mathematical  Association 
was  a  priority  at  the  Prescott  School  this  year.  During  the  summer  and  throughout  the  school  year  the 
Prescott  Teachers  attended  workshops,  and  enrolled  in  courses  designed  to  increase  their  knowledge  and 
expand  their  mathematical  teaching  strategies.  Participation  in  these  programs  provided  the  teachers 
with  new  ideas,  support  for  curricular  change,  and  opportunities  to  communicate  with  teachers  across  the 
grades.  A  large  portion  of  the  school's  budget  was  expended  in  purchasing  the  new  Silver  Burdett 
textbooks,  teacher  resource  materials,  and  math  manipulatives.  The  teachers  shared  the  new  materials 
and  knowledge  on  articulation  days.  On  February  2,  1995  the  first  and  second  graders  celebrated  the 
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100th  day  of  school.  Many  hands  on  mathematical  activities  were  planned  collaboratively  by  the 
teachers— Mrs.  Sandra  Barner,  Mrs.  Brianne  Ki  1 1  ion,  Mrs.  Nancy  Loftus,  Ms.  Linda  Scollins  and  Mrs. 
Susan  Zeitz. 

For  the  past  three  years  Mr.  George  Putnam  and  a  team  of  Norwood  Teachers  have  participated 
in  "Teachers,  Time  and  Transformations  Projects"  at  the  Educational  Development  Center,  Inc.  in 
Newton.  The  purpose  of  the  program  is  to  provide  professional  development  for  teachers  enabling  them 
to  teach  algebraic  thinking  to  children  in  grades  K-12.  The  program  emphasized  teaching  critical  and 
creative  thinking  skills,  problem  solving  skills,  and  use  of  manipulative  materials  in  classroom 
instruction. 


Technology 

Expanding  the  use  of  technology  to  assist  classroom  instruction  was  a  priority  goal  this  year. 

The  P.T.O.  trained  parents  to  work  with  students  using  the  computer.  This  training  program  was 
organized  and  developed  by  Janet  Keegan  Kenney,  P.T.O.  president,  Linda  Carta,  School  Council 
member,  and  Brianne  Killion,  first  grade  teacher.  The  program  was  very  successful.  The  parents 
volunteered  weekly  in  each  classroom.  Several  fifth  grade  girls  participated  in  T.G.I.F.  Technology  For 
Girls  Is  Fun.  This  program  was  funded  for  a  second  year  by  an  Eisenhower  Grant.  The  students  learned 
about  telecommunications.  Each  week  the  girls  from  the  five  Norwood  elementary  schools  send  and 
received  messages  to  each  other.  The  T.G.I.F.  group  used  the  computers  to  solve  math  problems  and 
then  had  the  other  students  in  their  classrooms  solve  the  problems  as  well.  The  Prescott  T.G.I.F.  group 
was  led  by  Mrs.  Brianne  Killion.  Mr.  Charles  Haffey  and  Mrs.  Judith  Haddad-Ross  of  the  Norwood 
Elementary  Science  Center  in  collaboration  with  Dr.  George  Ladd  from  Boston  College  developed 
videos  which  were  broadcast  over  cable  TV.  Fifth  grade  children  and  their  parents  participated  in  a 
series  of  four  hands  on  science  programs  designed  to  integrate  math  and  science.  Videos  were  also 
developed  and  broadcast  over  cable  TV  as  a  preliminary  activity  for  the  monthly  Stargazing  meetings  of 
the  Norwood  Astronomy  Club  sponsored  by  the  Norwood  Science  Center  under  the  leadership  of  Mr. 
Charles  Haffey  and  Mrs.  Judith  Haddad-Ross.  The  art  department  and  the  library  expanded  the  use  of 
computers  to  assist  instruction. 


Literacy 

Instruction  this  year  focused  on  the  reading  and  writing  connection.  Children  were  provided 
with  increased  opportunities  to  respond  in  writing  to  material  read  and  to  authentic  reading  and  writing 
experiences.  Paperback  books  were  purchased  for  classroom  libraries  and  multiple  copies  of  trade  books 
were  purchased  for  classroom  instruction.  Children  in  grades  1-5  participated  in  Norwood's  Young 
Authors  Program,  the  Massachusetts  Science  Poetry  Contest,  Newspaper  and  Education  Program  and  the 
Multiple  Sclerosis  Read-a-thon.  Developing  a  love  of  reading  is  a  primary  goal  of  the  Prescott  School. 

Health  and  Safety 

During  the  1994-1995  school  year  the  children  at  the  Prescott  Community  participated  in 
programs  designed  to  increase  their  personal  safety,  promote  self-esteem,  and  learn  strategies  to  resolve 
conflicts  and  reduce  stress.  These  programs  were  funded  by  grants. 

Mrs.  Barbara  Collins-Day  and  Ms.  Linda  Scollins  classes  participated  in  Reach  Out  to  Schools: 

A  Social  Competency  Program  sponsored  by  the  Stone  Center  at  Wellesley  College  and  Roche  Brothers. 

I  his  program  enables  teachers  and  students  to  better  understand  themselves  and  their  peers,  to  develop 
self-esteem  and  to  learn  strategies  for  resolving  conflicts  peacefully. 
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The  kindergarten  and  first  grade  classes  participated  in  Kids  and  Company:  Together  for  Safety. 
a  personal  safety  program  sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  Children's  Trust  Foundation.  Mrs.  Susan 
Krupski,  health  education  teacher,  presented  the  program.  The  program  is  designed  to  develop  safety 
competence  and  high  self-esteem  in  children.  The  children  gain  skills,  information  and  confidence  to 
help  them  be  less  vulnerable  to  abuse  or  abduction.  The  CAPP  Program  was  used  with  the  second  grade 
classes. 


The  Prescott  Drug  Free  Club  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Vicki  Henry  and  Mrs.  Jerri  Kelley  was 
expanded  to  include  both  4th  and  5th  grade  students  during  1994-1995.  The  club  met  weekly.  The 
primary  focus  of  the  club  was  to  develop  student  self-esteem  and  to  educate  students  to  the  serious 
effects  of  tobacco,  drug  and  alcohol  use.  Judy  Mara,  a  representative  from  the  Norfolk  County-Newton 
Lung  Association,  gave  a  presentation  entitled  "Lungs  at  Work".  Norwood  High  School  students  who 
were  trained  in  the  Peer  Leader  Education  Program  came  to  the  Prescott  Drug  Free  Club  and  involved 
the  students  through  role-playing,  questions,  and  answers  in  various  peer  pressure  situations.  The 
Prescott  students  participated  in  the  town-wide  Drug  Free  Week,  April  10-14,  1995.  Activities  included 
designing  original  drug  free  messages  on  grocery  bags  which  were  distributed  to  customers  at  Shaws  and 
Star  Market,  creating  "Proud  To  Be  Drug  Free"  posters  and  using  the  computer  to  create  mini-messages 
with  information  on  illegal  drugs.  The  posters  and  messages  were  displayed  prominently  inside  the 
entrance  to  the  school.  The  Prescott's  Drug  Free  Club  tied  red  ribbons  outside  the  Prescott  School  to 
symbolize  support  for  a  drug  free  community. 

Several  first  grade  children  in  the  Prescott  School  participated  in  the  Norwood  Public  Schools's 
Championship  Program.  Mrs.  Nancy  Loftus,  first  grade  teacher  at  the  Prescott  School,  and  Ms.  Randy 
Reilly,  a  Norwood  High  School  social  studies  teacher,  coordinated  the  program.  The  first  grade  students 
were  paired  with  high  school  students.  They  met  once  a  week  from  November  to  May.  In  addition,  the 
first  graders  visited  the  high  school  on  Valentine's  Day,  spent  a  Saturday  at  the  New  England  Aquarium 
in  April,  and  concluded  the  program  with  a  cookout  in  May.  High  School  students  selected  for  this 
program  must  have  received  a  recommendation  from  his/her  guidance  counselor  and  two  teachers.  The 
Prescott  children  benefitted  greatly  from  the  program. 

Ensuring  that  Prescott  Children  live  in  a  safe  and  secure  environment  is  goal  of  the  Prescott 
School  Improvement  Plan.  Several  programs  on  safety  were  presented  to  the  students  by  Norwood 
Police  and  Fire  Departments.  Officers  Fruci  and  Forrest  introduced  the  children  to  the  new  91 1 
emergency  number  telephone  system.  Programs  were  also  presented  by  Officer  Fruci  on  street  and  bike 
safety.  Officer  McDonough  from  the  Norwood  Fire  Department  presented  a  Fire  Safety  Awareness 
Program.  Mr.  Russell  Hall  from  Amtrak  presented  a  Railroad  Safety  Program  and  representatives  from 
NYNEX  presented  an  Electrical  Wire  Safety  Program. 

Library 

During  the  summer  of  1994  many  Prescott  students  participated  in  the  summer  reading  program, 
"Ticket  to  Read",  at  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library.  This  experience  was  a  wonderful  way  to  begin  the 
academic  year. 

In  December,  fifth  grade  students  participated  in  the  annual  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution  (DAR)  contest.  This  year's  theme  was  "Living  in  Colonial  America".  Allison  Gemelli 
received  a  second  place  award  for  her  essay  and  Nicole  Greenhalgh  received  an  honorable  mention. 

Jerry  Pallotta,  a  children's  book  author  from  Needham,  visited  the  Prescott  in  January.  All  the 
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students  were  enthralled  with  his  presentation.  Jerry  is  the  author  of  many  non-fiction  alphabet  books. 
He  entertained  the  children  with  stories  about  the  various  aspects  of  being  an  author.  This  program  was 
supported  in  part,  by  the  Norwood  Cultural  Council,  a  local  agency,  the  Massachusetts  Cultural  Council, 
a  state  agency,  and  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts.  The  P.T.O.  also  assisted  in  financing  this 
project. 


Students  in  grades  1-5  participated  in  the  annual  Massachusetts  Science  Poetry  Contest.  Thirty- 
five  entries  were  submitted  to  the  Boston  College  review  committee.  The  following  students  received 
recognition  for  their  effort:  Robert  Zodda,  Francis  Giblin,  Hilary  Wallace,  Michael  Hauske,  Imad  Awdi, 
Cherish  Casey,  Kristen  McGonagle,  Brian  Mellen,  Kim  Price,  Albert  Nadjarian,  Courtney  Williams, 
Pamela  Eysie,  Margaret  Ren,  Steven  McGloin,  Frank  Tohosky  and  Nicole  Greenhalgh.  All  students  who 
wrote  poems  for  the  contest  received  a  "Certificate  of  Excellence"  at  the  end  of  the  year  awards 
assembly. 

The  library  program  is  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Paula  Clifford  assisted  by  Mrs.  Betty  Foley 
and  Mrs.  Mary  Pudsey.  A  group  of  dedicated  parents  volunteer  on  a  weekly  basis.  They  are  an 
invaluable  asset  to  the  program.  This  year's  volunteers  were  Kathy  Angel,  Debbie  Donadio,  Jane 
Hauske,  Bess  Vrotsos,  Alina  Butkiewicz,  Peg  Crook,  Carol  Vaughn  and  Denise  Walsh. 

Learning  Center 

This  year  the  Learning  Center  was  responsible  for  35  children  with  individualized  educational 
plans.  The  kind  of  support  they  received  ranged  from  classroom  academic  support  in  all  areas  of  the 
curriculum  to  individualized  specific  teaching  methodology  to  enable  them  to  overcome  weaknesses 
because  of  specific  learning  disabilities.  All  the  children  who  came  to  the  Learning  Center  were  actively 
involved  with  the  computer,  using  programs  recommended  by  Learning  Disabilities  Journals  and  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital  (for  children  with  specific  learning  disabilities).  Approximately  50 
Kindergarten  screenings  were  completed  by  the  766  team  and  individual  meetings  were  held  with  parents 
afterwards.  Mrs.  Noreen  Burke  attended  the  Council  for  Exceptional  Children  Conference  and  the 
Network  Conference  for  Learning  Disabilities  this  year.  She  also  attended  several  workshops  on 
Attention  Disorders  (ADD)  and  implementation  of  the  new  Individual  Educational  Plans  (IEP). 

Speech/Language 

Speech  and  language  services  provided  diagnostic  and  remedial  services  for  disorders  of 
receptive  and  expressive  language,  fluency,  voice  and  articulation.  The  speech  and  language  pathologist 
functions  as  a  team  member  providing  educational  assessments  for  children  in  kindergarten  through  fifth 
grade. 


Counseling  Program 

The  goal  of  the  counseling  program  at  the  Prescott  School  is  to  provide  a  resource  for  parents, 
teachers  and  students.  1  he  counselor  is  available  to  provide  consultation,  and  direct  service  both 
individually  and  in  small  groups.  In  addition  the  counselor  will  help  to  recommend  and  access  any 
community  resources  which  may  also  be  helpful. 

Chapter  One  Program 

The  Chapter  One  Aspire  Program  is  a  federally  funded  program  which  benefits  children  who 
may  be  experiencing  difficulties  in  the  areas  of  reading  and  math.  ASPIRE's  purpose  is  to  reinforce 
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skills  that  are  being  taught  in  the  classroom.  Mrs.  Dorothy  Druker  and  Mrs.  Carol  Donovan  were  the 
ASPIRE  teachers.  The  children  received  instruction  several  times  a  week.  The  program  was  geared  to 
individual  needs  in  an  supportive  environment  and  a  small  group  setting.  Sometimes  children  did  not 
leave  their  classrooms  and  the  ASPIRE  teachers  worked  with  the  classroom  teacher  and  the  entire  class. 
The  Chapter  I  School  Store  under  Mrs.  Dorothy  Druker's  leadership  was  operated  by  the  parents  and 
students.  All  children,  both  clerks  and  customers,  benefitted  from  the  opportunity  to  make  cash 
transactions.  The  Chapter  I  Store  is  a  great  way  for  children  to  learn  their  math  curriculum  involving 
money.  The  Chapter  One  teachers  have  been  an  integral  part  of  the  Prescott  School.  Many  children  have 
benefitted  immensely  from  their  services.  Commencing  in  September  1995  the  Prescott  School  due  to 
federal  cuts  will  no  longer  be  eligible  for  the  Chapter  One  Program.  The  Prescott  Community  would  like 
to  express  its  deep  appreciation  to  Mrs.  Dorothy  Druker  and  Mrs.  Carol  Donovan  for  their  dedication  and 
hard  work.  The  Prescott  children  benefitted  greatly  from  their  excellent  instruction  and  commitment  to 
the  Prescott  School. 


Eureka 

Eureka  is  an  enrichment  program  which  is  a  complement  to  the  classroom.  The  program 
provides  challenges  in  and  augmentation  of  critical  and  creative  thinking  skills  and  problem  solving 
strategies.  The  Eureka  program  incorporates  an  interdisciplinary  approach  to  address  the  needs  of 
academically  capable  students  and  serves  as  a  resource  for  improving  learning  for  all  pupils.  Eureka 
consists  of  a  pull  out  program  for  the  third,  fourth,  and  fifth  grades  and  a  classroom  component,  whereby 
lessons  are  carried  out  which  highlight  skill-building. 

Music 


New  electric  pianos  purchased  by  the  music  department  enable  Ms.  Elizabeth  Perry,  coordinator 
of  elementary  vocal  music,  to  accompany  the  Prescott  students  in  classroom  vocal  music  lessons.  A  goal 
of  the  music  program  is  to  make  curriculum  connections  and  to  integrate  music  with  the  content  area 
curriculum.  In  December,  the  children  in  K-5  performed  a  multicultural  Holiday  Program.  Original 
scripts  were  written  to  introduce  the  musical  selections  and  dances  from  the  various  countries  and 
cultures.  The  fourth  grade  children  learned  western  songs  as  a  component  of  their  westward  expansion 
unit.  The  songs  were  performed  at  the  annual  fourth  grade  Western  Day  Barbecue  in  May.  The  fifth 
grade  musical  was  created  and  written  by  the  students.  The  1995  musical  was  based  upon  the  5th  grade 
American  History  curriculum. 


Kindergarten 

This  year  two  programs  were  held  for  the  parents  of  children  entering  kindergarten  in  September 
of  1995.  On  April  10,  1995,  the  parents  were  invited  to  visit  the  Prescott  Kindergarten  for  a  Parent 
Information  Evening.  The  purpose  of  the  program  was  to  familiarize  the  parents  with  the  Kindergarten 
Screening  Test,  to  answer  the  parents'  questions,  and  to  tour  the  school.  Presentations  were  made  by 
Mrs.  Noreen  Burke,  learning  center  teacher,  Dr.  Li  Stowe,  adjustment  counselor,  Mrs.  Elaine  Perry, 
kindergarten  teacher,  and  Miss  Evelyn  Wall,  principal.  On  May  26,  1995,  the  incoming  kindergarten 
students  and  their  parents  were  invited  to  visit  the  Prescott  School  for  a  half  day.  The  P.T.O.  officers  and 
board  members  Janet  Keegan,  Donna  Palladino,  and  Linda  Carta  provided  helpful  information  and 
assisted  with  the  program.  These  programs  were  well  attended.  The  parents  were  pleased  with  the 
opportunity  to  meet  other  parents  and  learn  about  the  school. 
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Sports  Night 

The  annual  sports  Night  programs  were  held  for  the  fourth  and  fifth  grade  children. 

Girls'  Night  is  under  the  direction  of  physical  education  teacher,  Mary  Jane  Kelley  and  fourth 
grade  teacher  and  Norwood  High  School  cheerleading  coach,  Mary  Kelley.  The  girls  participated  in 
various  athletic  activities.  The  winners  were  presented  with  awards  of  achievement,  and  every 
participant  received  a  prize.  Norwood  High  School  cheerleaders  made  a  guest  appearance.  The  Prescott 
students  and  their  parents  enjoyed  the  nationally  acclaimed  routine  performed  by  the  Norwood 
Cheerleaders  and  appreciated  the  high  school  students'  willingness  to  come  and  participate  in  their  sports 
evening. 

Bovs'  Night  is  under  the  direction  of  classroom  teacher  George  Putnam.  Sports  contests  were 
held  for  the  following  events:  Basketball  Foul  Shooting,  Basketball  Hot  Shot,  and  hockey  Mini  One-On- 
One.  The  winners  were  awarded  trophies  while  all  participants  received  a  prize.  A  highlight  film  from 
NFL  football  was  shown.  In  February,  Mr.  Putnam  hosted  a  Fathers'  and  Sons'  Basketball  Game  for  the 
fifth  grade  students.  These  annual  events  are  enjoyed  by  the  Prescott  Community.

The  Prescott  Community  wishes  Miss  Patricia  McGuire  (1955-1995)  a  happy,  healthy  and 
rewarding  retirement.  Miss  McGuire  dedicated  most  of  her  teaching  career  to  educating  the  children  at 
the  Prescott  School.  She  has  high  expectations  for  herself  and  her  students.  She  loves  teaching  and 
learning.  She  shares  this  love  with  her  students.  Miss  McGuire  is  a  caring  teacher  who  always  does 
what  she  thinks  is  best  for  children.  She  is  loved  and  respected  by  her  Prescott  family.  Throughout  her 
teaching  career  Miss  McGuire  continued  to  grow  professionally.  She  has  always  been  current  and 
incorporated  educational  research  and  teaching  practices  into  her  instruction.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 
NORWOOD  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

In  September,  1994,  we  welcomed  801  students  to  the  Norwood  Junior  High  School.  The  academic  year 
started  off,  as  usual,  at  a  quick  pace  with  the  administering  of  the  California  Achievement  Tests  to  grades 
6  and  7.  This  is  the  third  time  we  assessed  the  seventh  grade  with  the  C.A.T.'s  and  were  very  pleased 
with  the  results. 

Two  teachers  from  our  Mathematics  Department  continued  their  participation  in  a  yearlong  National 
Science  Foundation  Grant,  under  the  direction  of  Ms.  Faye  Roupp,,  on  teaching  pre-algebra  and  algebra 
concepts  to  more  students  in  grades  7  and  8,  respectively.  Eileen  Heneberry  and  Allan  Whitty  found  the 
program,  which  met  every  other  Thursday  from  8:00-12:00,  exciting  and  challenging.  They  brought 
back  many  of  the  innovative  ideas  to  their  classes.  All  mathematics  teachers  in  grades  7  and  8  have  now 
participated  in  the  program  with  Ms.  Ruopp.  In  addition,  a  series  of  frameworks  committees  have  been 
established  within  the  system  in  the  academic  areas.  As  a  result  of  these  committees,  our  curricula  in 
these  areas  should  match  up  well  with  the  guidelines  established  by  the  Commonwealth.  In  addition,  our 
decision  to  offer  an  Introduction  to  Algebra  Course  to  the  majority  of  eighth  graders  is  providing 
dividends.  This  program,  which  will  continue  at  the  senior  high  in  1995-96,  will  attempt  to  provide  a 
mastery  of  algebra  for  these  students. 

Our  Drug  and  Alcohol  Free  School  Program  in  which  students  agree  not  to  use  alcohol  or  drugs,  and,  in 
exchange,  receive  a  card  entitling  them  to  discounts  from  merchants,  continued  this  year. 

We  continued  our  highly  successful  "Citizen  of  the  Month  Program"  which  recognized  6th,  7th,  and  8th 
graders  who  make  positive  contributions  to  our  school.  Also,  under  the  direction  of  Ann  Keegan,  a  peer 
counselling  program  developed  three  years  ago  was  presented  to  students  by  juniors  from  our  senior  high 
school.  This  year  the  program  was  expanded  to  include  peer  counselling  on  A.I.D.S.  awareness.  In 
addition,  an  excellent  assembly  sponsored  by  the  Health  Grant  from  The  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  dealt  with  how  advertising  affects  teenagers  in  relationship  to  smoking. 

Other  annual  events  this  year  were  the  Spelling  Bee,  the  National  Geographic  Geography  Bee  and  our 
School  Book  Fair,  which  raised  over  $800  for  our  library. 

We  have  completed  the  fourth  year  in  which  all  grades  are  involved  in  required  summer  reading.  It  is  a 
highly  successful  program  and  will  be  revised  and  updated  by  staff  when  needed. 

I  met  with  every  team  in  grades  6,  7  and  8  and  stressed  the  need  to  respect  other  students  and  the 
property  of  others. 

A  Multicultural  Committee  continued  this  year,  and  I  am  extremely  pleased  with  the  programs  and 
activities  developed  by  this  group  who  included:  Rosemarie  DeRosa,  Chair;  Alice  Axelrod,  School 
Psychologist;  Sharon  Steih,  Physical  Education  teacher;  Susan  Benson,  Sixth  Grade  teacher;  William 
O'Brien,  Social  Studies  Department  Head;  Margaret  Ransom,  Reading  teacher;  and  Doris  Howard,  Fine 
Arts  Department  Head.  Speakers  for  students  and  staff  were  invited  to  the  junior  high,  including  Rena 
Finder  who  spoke  on  the  Holocaust,  being  a  survivor  on  Schindler's  list. 

LANGUAGE  ARTS  DEPARTMENT 

This  past  school  year  was  a  very  productive  one.  However,  it  has  become  clear  that  our  curriculum  and 
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methods  are  about  to  begin  a  process  of  change.  Teachers  in  the  department  are  actively  participating  in 
a  variety  of  programs  on  such  current  trends  as  portfolio  assessment,  inclusion,  computer  education, 
literature-based  learning,  etc.  This  year,  the  English  staff  is  changing  its  mode  of  assessment  from  a 
traditional,  mostly  objective  test,  to  a  writing-only  model.  It  was  felt  that,  since  the  improvement  of 
student  writing  is  our  most  important  goal,  the  assessment  should  focus  on  just  that.  As  of  this  writing, 
the  student  writing  has  not  yet  been  scored. 

The  staff  was  very  pleased  with  the  results  of  last  year's  MEAP  test  (released  this  past  November).  Most 
areas  showed  scores  well  above  average  in  comparison  to  surrounding  communities  and  the  entire  state. 
However,  we  know  there  is  still  much  to  do  -  state  curriculum  frameworks  have  recently  become 
available,  and  we  must  look  at  what  we  do  and  assess  the  degree  to  which  we  comply  with  the 
frameworks. 

Our  Summer  Reading  Program  continues  to  be  successful.  Again,  tests  given  this  past  September 
indicate  that  the  great  majority  of  students  take  this  program  seriously  and  perform  well. 

The  Department  oversaw  many  varied  activities  this  past  year.  In  our  annual  Spelling  Contest,  eighth 
grader  Spyridon  Antonopoulos  was  the  school  champion  and  represented  the  school  in  the  annual  Patriot 
Ledger  Spelling  Bee  in  April.  Spiro  finished  fifth  out  of  eighty  students  in  the  area,  one  of  the  best 
performances  ever  by  a  Norwood  student.  Also,  our  yearly  seventh  grade  trip  to  see  Dickens'  A 
CHRISTMAS  CAROL  was  again  a  great  success.  Our  Writing  Contest,  sponsored  by  the  Norwood 
Lions'  Club,  is  currently  in  progress.  A  winner  in  each  grade  will  be  declared  in  early  June,  and  these 
students  will  be  recognized  at  our  Awards  Assembly. 

Finally,  we  were  happy  to  welcome  Ms.  Mary  DeCourcey,  a  student  teacher  from  Framingham  State 
College.  Mary  did  a  fine  job  and  has  a  bright  future  in  education. 


MATHEMATICS  DEPARTMENT 

Under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Eileen  Heneberry,  the  mathematics  department  welcomed  the  return  of 
Mrs.  Eileen  Frawley  to  its  membership  this  year.  Mrs.  Frawley  joins  Mr.  Thomas  Hamilton  and  Mrs. 
Heneberry  as  grade  7  teachers.  Algebra  I  (acc.),  Introduction  to  Algebra,  and  General  Math  are  taught  by 
Mr.  John  Cook,  Mr.  Allan  Whitty  and  Mrs.  Heneberry  in  the  8th  grade. 

In  April  all  members  of  the  department  attended  the  annual  convention  sponsored  by  the  National 
Council  of  Teachers  of  Mathematics  held  in  Boston.  Each  member  participated  in  workshops,  discussed 
current  practice,  visited  the  exhibit  halls,  and  compared  mathematical  activities  with  their  colleagues 
from  around  the  country. 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  Mrs.  Heneberry  and  Mr.  Whitty  continued  their  commitment  with  the 
Education  Development  Center's  Teachers,  Time  and  Transformations  Program.  By  taking  part  in  this 
program,  both  teachers  have  become  aware  of  improvements  they  can  make  in  their  personal  strategies 
toward  teaching  mathematics  and  how  they  can  influence  others  along  those  same  lines.  These  strategies 
include  the  use  of  open-ended  questions,  manipulatives,  alternate  assessment,  cooperative  learning  and 
technology  (graphing  calculators,  laser  disks,  computers,  etc.).  Along  with  Faye  Ruopp,  the  program 
director,  they  presented  a  4-hour  workshop  aimed  at  sharing  the  mathematics  they  have  worked  on  along 
with  specific  strategies  for  teaching  it. 

During  the  school  year  Mr.  Cook  mentored  students  in  the  after  school  chess  club.  After  learning  by 
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computer  the  students  challenge  each  other,  then  Mr.  Cook,  by  playing  this  popular  game. 

In  conjunction  with  Mrs.  Irene  Hill  of  the  science  department,  Mrs.  Heneberry  sponsored  the  third 
consecutive  year  of  the  STIMS  (STudents  Interested  in  Math  and  Science).  Guest  speakers  included  a 
waste-water  engineer  (sponsored  by  the  Boston  Society  of  Civil  Engineers)  and  an  osteopathic  medical 
doctor  (sponsored  by  Glaxo  Inc.).  The  members  also  participated  in  "Take  Your  Daughter  to  Work"  day 
and  reported  on  their  respective  days  and  activities  at  a  following  meeting.  A  generous  grant,  which 
helps  defray  the  cost  of  participating  for  the  25  members,  was  received  from  Analog  Devices.  Due  to 
their  work  with  STIMS,  both  Mrs.  Heneberry  and  Mrs.  Hill  will  be  speakers  at  the  Current 
Students/Future  Scientists  Conference  to  be  held  at  Smith  College  in  Northampton,  MA,  in  July.  They 
will  list  their  successes  and  roadblocks  and  provide  encouragement  and  mentorship  to  others  who  are 
hoping  to  encourage  students  into  taking  more  math  and  science  courses  throughout  high  school. 

Every  Tuesday  and  Thursday  from  October  through  May  Mrs.  Heneberry  was  the  recipient  of  a 
classroom  set  of  USA  TODAY  newspapers.  She  used  them  with  her  7th  grade  class  to  follow  the  path  of 
a  hurricane;  discover  more  about  the  Iditarod  dogsled  race  across  Alaska;  "invest"  in  the  stock  market; 
and  realize  the  many  varied  uses  of  bar  line  and  circle  graphs.  The  sponsor  for  this  project  was  Dunkin' 
Donuts  (139  Providence  Highway,  Westwood,  MA  02090). 

As  in  the  past,  students  participated  in  the  "Continental  Math  League"  as  well  as  the  "New  England  Math 
League"  competitions.  This  valuable  experience  continues  to  challenge  the  students,  providing  them 
with  a  unique  opportunity  to  use  the  math  skills  they  have,  apply  them  to  a  particular  situation,  and 
compete  against  their  colleagues  across  the  country.  Our  students  continue  to  do  well,  although  there  is 
always  room  for  improvement. 

The  "Introduction  to  Algebra"  course  for  grade  8  students  was  taught  this  year  without  the  adopted 
textbook.  Because  "Windows  to  Algebra  and  Geometry"  arrived  in  March,  1995,  it  was  decided  to 
continue  using  the  texts  already  in  use  and  begin  using  the  new  text  in  September,  1995.  The  members 
of  the  math  department  met  with  their  high  school  counterparts  at  Norwood  High  School  during  October. 
At  that  time  consensus  was  met  regarding  what  these  students  would  be  taught  at  the  8th  grade  level  in 
anticipation  of  a  successful  Algebra  experience  in  grade  9. 

COMPUTERS 

More  than  65%  of  the  students  at  the  Junior  High  were  enrolled  in  computer  classes  this  year.  Sixth 
grade  students  improved  these  skills  and  learned  database,  spreadsheets,  graphics,  and  desktop 
publishing.  Students  were  also  exposed  to  telecommunication.  With  the  addition  of  three  computers 
with  CDROM,  students  used  electronic  encyclopedias  for  research. 

The  Mac  Lab  is  open  before  and  after  school,  and  many  students  use  this  time  to  do  homework  and 
projects  on  the  computers.  SEARCH  students  often  use  the  lab  during  homeroom  period  for  research 
and  word  processing  in  group  projects. 

Twenty-two  full  time  professional  staff  members  were  enrolled  in  a  ten-week  course  using  Microsoft 
Works  from  January  through  April.  The  course  was  taught  by  Mrs.  Nancy  Lane  and  Mrs.  Ann  Upshaw 
and  covered  word  processing,  database  spreadsheets  and  graphics  with  an  emphasis  on  using  all  of  these 
tools  in  the  classroom. 

Mrs.  Lane  served  on  Norwood's  Technology  Advisory  Committee  this  year.  She  is  also  Chairperson  of 
the  Greater  Boston  Regional  Middle  School  Alliance's  Technology  Committee  and  an  active  member  of 
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MassCUE,  an  association  for  computer  using  educators.  All  of  these  groups  strive  to  continue  aggressive 
professional  development  for  teachers  and  integration  of  technology  into  all  areas  of  the  curriculum. 


SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 

The  science  curriculum  has  remained  consistent  with  its  emphasis  being  placed  upon  hands-on 
laboratory  experiences. 

The  seventh  grade  students  study  Introductory  Physical  Science  (I.P.S.)  in  the  accelerated  level  and  Life 
Science  in  the  non¬ 
accelerated  level.  In  the  eighth  grade  program,  the  accelerated  students  elect  Earth  Science  whereas  the 
non-accelerated  course  is  Introductory  Physical  Science  (I.P.S.).  Learning  by  "hands-on" 
experimentation  is  emphasized  allowing  students  to  become  involved  with  the  process  of  the  scientific 
method  thus  leading  to  a  better  appreciation  of  the  subject  matter  while  preparing  them  to  be 
scientifically  literate. 

To  better  prepare  students  for  future  Massachusetts  Educational  Assessment  Program  tests  in  science,  the 
following  Prentice  Hall  textbooks  were  integrated  with  grade  6: 

1 .  Electricity  and  Magnetism, 

2.  Exploring  Planet  Earth, 

3.  Exploring  the  Universe,  and 

4.  Parade  of  Life:  Monerans,  Protists,  Fungi,  and  Plants. 

In  all  Introductory  Physical  Science  classes  (i.e.  accelerated  grade  7,  non-accelerated  grade  8),  Prentice 
Hall  "Matter-Building  Block  of  the  Universe"  has  been  integrated  as  a  supplemental  text. 

Our  staff  worked  throughout  the  year  to  acquire  professional  development  hours  toward  meeting  their 
state  mandated  requirements  in  this  area.  All  members  of  the  department  participated  on  October  1 8, 
1994,  in  a  meeting,  the  focus  of  which  was  continued  K-12  articulation  which  commenced  during  the 
1993-94  school  year.  All  members  volunteered  for  various  committees  -  Mr.  Dalzell  and  his  committee 
visited  several  middle  schools,  among  them  Foxborough,  Mansfield,  and  Stoughton,  to  assess  their 
curricula.  Mrs.  Hill  and  Mr.  Baker  worked  on  the  K-12  testing  program,  and  Mrs.  Barrett,  Mrs.  Hill,  and 
Mr.  Lauzon  worked  on  reviewing  the  frameworks  in  Science  and  Technology.  Mr.  Robert  Baker 
completed  an  N.C.T.A.  course  taught  by  Mr.  Henry  Lague  in  the  fall  of  1994  on  "Personality  Typing". 

Three  grade  six  teachers  -  Mrs.  Joanne  Barrett,  Mrs.  Christine  Chartier  and  Mrs.  Catherine  Stevens  have 
participated  throughout  the  school  year  in  a  program  entitled  Seasons  and  Cycles  sponsored  by 
Bridgewater  State  College,  a  program  which  began  in  the  summer  of  1994.  Mrs.  Irene  Hill  and  Mr. 
Raymond  Lauzon  have  participated  in  a  yearlong  program  at  the  Boston  University  School  of  Medicine 
entitled  the  City  Lab  BETA  (Biotechnical  Educational  Training  Alliance)  Program,  the  focus  of  which  is 
to  prepare  students  to  be  biotechnology  literate.  Mrs.  Hill  and  Mr.  Lauzon  participated  in  a  day-long 
short  course  on  animals  in  science  sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  Society  for  Medical  Research.  In 
addition,  site  visits  to  Immunogen,  Inc.,  Cambridge  and  Hemagen  Diagnostics,  Waltham,  were  made. 

The  BETA  program  will  have  a  three  week  component  in  July  of  1995.  Mrs.  Hill  and  Mr.  Kenneth 
Dalzell  participated  in  a  ten  week  course  in  using  the  Macintosh  computer  offered  at  the  Junior  High 
School.  In  May  Mr.  Paul  Betz,  Mr.  Kenneth  Dalzell  and  Mrs.  Irene  Hill  attended  the  M.A.S.S. 
(Massachusetts  Association  of  Science  Supervisors)  conference  at  Marlborough,  MA.  All  science 
department  teachers  participated  in  a  workshop  on  November  16  to  learn  about  the  Texas  Instruments 
Graphing  Calculators. 
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Mrs.  Hill  continues  her  efforts  in  reducing  gender  bias  in  science  and  mathematics  and  was  a  co¬ 
presenter  on  November  8,  1994,  at  the  Middle  School  Alliance  conference  at  Bentley  College  in 
Waltham.  In  January  Mrs.  Hill  attended  the  Wellesley  College  Center  for  Research  on  Women 
Conference  held  at  Wellesley  College. 

Mrs.  Hill  co-sponsors  S.T.I.M.S.  (STudents  Interested  in  Mathematics  and  Science)  which  met  during 
the  spring  of  1995.  Meetings  included  speakers  from  the  Society  of  Civil  Engineers  and  the  visiting 
professors'  program  sponsored  by  Glaxo  Pharmaceuticals.  This  year's  membership  was  comprised  of 
interested  students  of  the  seventh  grade  Red  Sox  team.  A  grant  from  Analog  Devices  of  Norwood  will 
defray  all  costs  of  a  Museum  of  Science  field  trip  for  the  membership,  which  will  include  a  hands-on 
activity. 

In  the  area  of  science-related  field  trips,  one  sixth  grade  team  (Harvard)  will  visit  the  Computer  Museum 
in  May.  The  Lions  team  (grade  8)  visited  the  Museum  of  Science  and  its  Omni  presentation,  The 
Serengeti,  in  the  fall  of  1994.  In  May,  1995,  the  Lions  will  conduct  science  activities  at  the  Cape  Cod 
National  Seashore  Reservation.  During  May  1995,  some  members  of  the  Bears, a  grade  8  team,  will  visit 
with  an  astronaut  at  Hanscom  Air  Force  Base  in  Bedford. 

Many  sixth  graders,  representing  all  the  teams,  participated  in  a  science  sleuth  activity  sponsored  by  the 
Jimmy  Fund.  A  total  of  $795.68  in  contributions  was  presented  to  the  Jimmy  Fund  on  behalf  of  the 
participating  students.  In  November,  Mrs.  Benson's  science  class  and  one  of  Mrs.  Hill's  science  classes 
hosted  the  directors  of  the  "Science  by  Mail"  program  of  the  Museum  of  Science.  The  two  participating 
classes  were  the  trial  users  of  some  of  the  new  materials  to  be  offered  by  this  program.  On  May  1 1,  all 
seventh  graders  attended  the  annual  World  of  Snakes  assembly  with  its  focus  on  live  animals,  primarily 
snakes. 

Staff  changes  this  year  in  Science  have  included  the  resignation  in  March,  1995,  of  Mrs.  Sandra  Stanton 
after  being  on  maternity  leave  since  September,  1994,  and  the  appointment  in  late  August,  1994,  of  Mr. 
Paul  Betz  as  science  teacher  of  the  grade  7  Celtics  team.  Mr.  Betz's  credentials  include  two  degrees  from 
Clemson  University  in  South  Carolina  and  a  Master  of  Education  degree  from  the  American  University 
in  Washington,  D.C. 

SOCIAL  STUDIES 

This  year  the  Social  Studies  Department  welcomed  a  new  teacher,  Emmanuel  Ekumah,  who  taught 
seventh  grade  geography.  Students  in  the  seventh  grade  did  extensive  map  work  in  World  Geography 
with  special  emphasis  on  the  regions  of  Europe,  the  Middle  East,  Asia,  and  Latin  America.  Students 
studied  world  cultures,  the  environment,  climate,  landforms  and  people  of  the  regions.  Eighth  grade 
students  studied  U.S.  History  from  the  exploration  period  up  to  the  present  including  an  extensive  unit  on 
the  Constitution  and  the  Government. 

There  was  continued  collaboration  between  the  Social  Studies  Department  and  the  English  Department 
in  writing  research  reports  and  essays.  Both  seventh  and  eighth  graders  were  required  to  write  essays 
throughout  the  year  on  topics  related  to  colonial  life  (Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  Contest), 
Women's  History  (contest),  Flag  Day  (Elks  contest),  and  Black  History.  Students  won  many  awards  and 
read  their  essays  on  multiculturalism  and  the  pain  of  prejudice  at  a  local  temple  during  a  ceremony  in 
remembrance  of  Holocaust  victims.  The  English  and  Social  Studies  Departments  also  worked  jointly  in 
teaching  the  American  Revolution  by  assigning  related  reports,  analyzing  content  and  grammar,  reading 
the  book  Johnny  Tremain  and  connecting  to  the  events  studied  in  the  unit  on  the  American  Revolution. 
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There  was  in-depth  coverage  of  the  1994  Congressional  election  and  a  related  class  debate  with  students 
playing  the  roles  of  Massachusetts  Senatorial  candidates.  The  debate  was  videotaped  and  covered  by 
local  media.  This  was  followed  by  an  all-school  mock  election. 

All  seventh  and  eighth  grade  students  took  part  in  a  two  week  multicultural  unit  dealing  with  prejudice, 
multiculturalism  and  the  Holocaust.  The  program  involved  use  of  many  materials  from  Facing  History 
and  Ourselves  and  the  World  of  Difference.  Students  also  took  part  in  discussion  groups  on  these  topics 
and  in  poster  and  essay  contests. 

Throughout  the  year  there  were  special  films  shown  to  students  on  Civil  Rights  and  Martin  Luther  King 
such  as  the  "Long  Walk  Home",  and  films  such  as  "Glory"  on  the  first  black  Civil  War  regiment,  and 
films  related  to  the  Holocaust  and  other  notable  events  in  history.  Speakers  such  as  a  Union  Soldier, 
Ellen  Craft  (escaped  slave)  and  Rena  Finder  (Holocaust  survivor)  shared  their  thoughts  with  the  students. 
There  were  many  student  trips  to  make  history  come  alive.  Students  went  on  the  all-day  historical  trip 
from  Lexington-Concord  into  Boston  to  meet  local  politicians  and  visit  the  city's  many  historical  sites 
(grades  seven  and  eight).  Students  also  went  to  the  J.F.K.  Library  (eighth  grade),  and  seventh  graders 
went  to  Battleship  Cove  to  visit  World  War  II  vessels.  The  department  also  sponsored  its  annual 
Washington,  D.C.,  trip  for  fifty  eighth  graders. 

All  seventh  graders  took  part  in  the  National  Geography  Bee  and  one  student  made  it  to  the  State  finals. 
Students  also  spent  considerable  time  on  Current  Events  follow-up  discussion  and  some  classes  were 
divided  into  news  teams  and  quizzed  weekly. 

Students  are  always  encouraged  to  "give  of  themselves"  and  reach  out  to  the  less  fortunate.  There  is 
priority  given  to  the  theme  of  "Treating  others  with  Respect"  and  "Making  A  Difference".  Students 
collected  over  $1300  for  the  Norwood  Food  Pantry  by  sponsoring  and  running  in  a  road  race.  They  also 
made  sandwiches  for  the  Pine  Street  Inn  and  went  on  a  tour  of  the  facility. 

Finally,  teachers  in  the  department  continued  to  meet  in  an  effort  to  upgrade  the  curriculum.  Teachers 
attended  many  conferences  throughout  the  year  such  as  those  on  Critical  Thinking,  Cooperative 
Learning,  the  use  of  computers  in  the  Social  Studies  area,  the  World  of  Difference,  and  many  others. 

Final  exams  have  been  prepared  for  both  grade  levels.  These  two  day  finals  will  take  place  in  June 
followed  by  evaluation  of  results.  Textbook  needs  continue  to  be  addressed  and  a  new  text  for 
accelerated  U.S.  History  has  been  selected  to  be  purchased  if  the  money  is  available. 


WORLD  LANGUAGE 

The  World  Language  Department  welcomed  Miss  Jennifer  Cullinan  this  year.  Miss  Cullinan,  a  graduate 
of  Assumption  College,  taught  French  and  Spanish  classes  in  grades  7  and  8. 

In  the  area  of  professional  development,  the  Language  Department  is  currently  reviewing  the  Department 
of  Education's  "World  Languages  Frameworks".  Miss  Hellas  Assad,  Miss  Jennifer  Cullinan,  Mrs.  Yvette 
Parks  and  Miss  Mary  Splaine  attended  the  Massachusetts  World  Language  Association  Conference  held 
in  Andover.  All  members  of  the  department  also  attended  a  "World  Languages  Symposium"  held  at  the 
College  of  the  Holy  Cross.  An  all  day  World  Language  Job-A-Like  Workshop  held  in  Arlington  was 
also  attended  by  department  members.  Mrs.  Parks  and  Miss  Splaine  completed  a  ten  week  Introduction 
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to  Microsoft  Works  course  held  at  the  Junior  High.  In  addition,  Mrs.  Parks  presented  three  workshops 
on  "Teaching  for  Proficiency"  to  the  World  Language  staff  of  Quincy  Middle  School. 

The  World  Language  Department  organized  several  activities  to  heighten  students'  cultural  awareness 
and  enhance  their  language  skills.  In  May,  forty-three  eighth  graders  journeyed  to  Quebec  City  where 
they  spent  three  nights  at  the  Chateau  Frontenac.  New  to  the  Spanish  program  this  year,  thirteen  eighth- 
grade  Spanish  students  enjoyed  four  days  of  cultural  immersion  in  San  Antonio,  Texas. 

Day  trips  to  Boston  were  also  organized  by  the  Language  Department.  To  help  students  develop  a  better 
awareness  and  understanding  of  the  world  around  them,  the  department  invited  all  seventh  graders  to 
participate  in  a  multicultural  extravaganza  held  at  the  Bayside  Expo's  "Boston  International  Festival". 
Eighth  graders  attended  French  and  Spanish  performances  of  Rostands'  Cyrano  de  Bergerac  and 
Beaumarchais'  El  Barbero  de  Sevilla  at  the  Berklee  Performance  Center. 

Students  and  staff  observed  World  Language  Week  in  March.  Posters,  mystery  voice  and  trivia  contests 
highlighted  the  week's  activities.  The  Language  Department  hosted  a  breakfast  of  "croissants  et 
chocolat"  for  the  winning  homeroom  in  each  grade. 

Seven  eighth  grade  students  received  awards  for  their  achievement  on  the  National  French  Exam  this 
year.  Spyridon  Antonopoulos  took  first  place  in  Massachusetts;  Amanda  Saad,  second;  Manuel 
Casanova,  fourth;  Joseph  Thornton,  fifth;  Alyssa  McClintock  and  Erin  Murphy,  seventh  place  and 
Carmel  Lyons  took  eighth  place  in  the  state.  National  and  Regional  rankings  are  not  available  at  this 
writing. 


ART  DEPARTMENT 

In  addition  to  School  Committee  Room  displays  every  other  month,  school  bulletin  boards  and  banners, 
the  Art  Department  has  been  involved  with  many  activities  that  continually  expose  the  talents  of 
Norwood  youths  to  the  community.  The  students  started  the  school  year  in  September  with  pride  at 
having  completed  the  Cottage  Street  Mural  just  before  the  summer  vacation. 

In  October,  art  work  was  sent  to  represent  our  school  system  at  the  Annual  Superintendents'  Conference. 
Also,  Mrs.  Howard  worked  with  the  special  needs  students  to  enter  the  Second  Annual  Massachusetts 
Rehabilitation  Commission  Poster  Contest.  Two  of  our  students  won-a  first  place  and  an  honorable 
mention  award. 

In  November  our  department  entered  three  nationally  sponsored  contests:  Design  A  Monster,  promoted 
by  Universal  Studios  and  Mars  Candy;  the  BIC  Design  A  Pen  contest;  and  the  National  Aeronautics  and 
Space  Administration's  SSSIP  (Space  Science  Student  Involvement  Program)  Interplanetary  Art  Contest. 
December  was  the  second  year  for  displaying  "The  Peace  Tree".  Following  through  with  lessons  from 
our  former  Japanese  intern,  Naoko  Suzuki,  students  made  origami  ornaments  to  decorate  a  tree  in  the 
front  foyer. 

In  January  a  multicultural  mural  drawn  by  art  students  was  put  up  for  the  "Service  to  Promote  Tolerance 
and  Mutual  Respect"  at  the  Temple  Shaare  Tefilah,  Norwood.  This  program  was  sponsored  by  the 
Norwood  Human  Rights  Committee.  Also  during  this  month,  art  work  was  entered  in  the  45th  Annual 
Globe  Scholastic  Art  Awards.  The  Junior  High  received  an  honorable  mention  award,  and  in  February 
took  a  field  trip  to  view  the  winners  in  an  exhibit  in  Boston. 
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During  Foreign  Language  Week  in  March,  the  Art  Department  worked  with  the  SEARCH  students  to 
display  "Flags  of  All  Nations"  in  the  front  hallways.  There  was  a  flag  to  represent  the  ethnic  background 
of  every  student  in  the  school.  March  was  also  YAM-National  Youth  Art  Month.  Teachers  could 
request  a  "Student  Masterpiece"  to  display  in  their  homeroom.  We  ended  the  month  with  a  presentation 
on  "Careers  in  Cartooning"  with  Larry  White,  a  syndicated  cartoonist.  This  was  sponsored  by  a  grant 
from  the  Norwood  Cultural  Council. 

April  is  always  our  department's  busiest  month.  Self  portrait  banners  were  put  up  throughout  the  school 
to  promote  several  days  of  celebrating  a  World  of  Difference  program  in  our  school.  This  was  also  the 
K- 12  art  department's  21st  annual  Spring  Art  Display  in  the  store  fronts  downtown.  In  addition,  postage 
stamp  designs  by  seAventh  graders  were  hung  up  at  the  Norwood  Post  Office  during  this  two  week 
period. 

CAREER  EDUCATION 

As  the  1994-95  school  year  concludes,  it  is  my  pleasure  to  report  that  the  trimester  concept  has  met  with 
a  high  degree  of  success.  All  of  the  students  are  enthusiastic  about  the  program.  Girls  are  enjoying 
printing,  wood,  metal,  and  electricity  while  the  boys  have  had  interest  peaked  in  the  clothing  and  foods 
area.  The  department  members  and  I  feel  we  have  gone  in  the  right  direction—every  boy  and  girl  takes  a 
twelve-week  class  in  three  areas  each  year. 

Typing  continues  to  be  offered  to  all  eighth  grade  students  with  emphasis  on  mastery  of  the  keyboard. 

Teachers  in  the  department  have  been  involved  in  many  areas  of  professional  development.  Mrs.  Ann 
Upshaw  and  Mrs.  Nancy  Lane  co-presented  a  ten-week  course  which  introduced  the  Macintosh  computer 
and  Microsoft  Works  3.0  to  twenty-four  members  of  the  Junior  High  faculty  from  all  grade  levels  and 
departments  including  guidance,  special  services,  library,  and  secretarial  staff.  This  course  covered  word 
processing,  database,  spreadsheets,  and  the  use  of  graphics.  Two  members  of  the  Career  Education 
department  Mrs.  Walsh  and  Mr.  Patrick  Keleher  completed  the  course. 

Mrs.  Upshaw  and  Mrs.  Walsh  attended  and  participated  in  the  MTA  fall  conference  weekend  in  Bedford, 
MA.,  in  October,  which  dealt  with  the  issues  of  inclusion,  cooperative  teaching  at  the  middle  school 
level,  and  professional  development. 

In  November,  Mrs.  Walsh  attended  the  third  annual  conference  of  the  Middle  School  Alliance  at  Bentley 
College. 

In  March,  Mrs.  Walsh,  Mrs.  Upshaw,  and  Mr.  Keleher  attended  training  sessions  concerning  the  issues  of 
respect  for  diversity,  multiculturalism  and  combating  prejudice  presented  by  the  World  of  Difference 
Institute.  Mrs.  Walsh  participated  in  both  the  Regional  Cluster  meeting  and  the  Spring  conference  for 
Family  and  Consumer  Science  (formerly  Home  Economics).  Mrs.  Walsh  was  also  a  member  of  the 
Health  Frameworks  Committee  and  critiqued  the  Family  and  Consumer  Science  areas. 

In  June,  Mrs.  Upshaw  and  other  members  of  the  staff  visited  the  middle  school  in  Mansfield  to 
investigate  the  feasibility  of  setting  up  a  phone  system  to  link  parents  to  teachers  and  other  professional 
staff  after  school  is  closed  for  the  day  in  regard  to  home  assignments  and  other  information. 

Mrs.  Walsh  represented  the  Career  Education  Department  this  year  on  the  Faculty  Advisory  Board. 

Last  summer  Mrs.  Walsh  completed  several  classes  relating  to  the  clothing  area.  This  summer  Mrs. 
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Walsh  and  Mrs.  Upshaw  will  be  participating  in  the  Summer  Institute  on  Systemic  Implementation  of 
Education  Reform  featuring  curriculum  frameworks. 

HEALTH  AND  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Once  again  the  Physical  Education  classes  worked  closely  with  the  after  school  intramural  programs  by 
introducing  many  of  their  activities  in  class.  A  wide  variety  of  co-educational  activities  proved  to  be  the 
norm  rather  than  the  exception. 

The  bus  evacuation  drills  were  conducted  through  the  Physical  Education  classes.  For  the  past  two 
years,  these  drills  have  been  conducted  twice  a  year  -  once  in  the  fall  and  once  in  the  spring. 

The  Postural  Screening  Tests  were  also  conducted  in  the  Physical  Education  classes. 

Students  in  all  three  grades  participated  in  the  "Fitness  Challenge",  which  was  introduced  in  1991  and 
has  gradually  expanded  as  the  interest  level  has  increased.  This  past  year  the  unit  was  expanded  to 
include  some  fitness  activities  in  the  spring  session  due  in  large  part  to  the  high  interest  level  of  the 
students. 

Conventional  units  such  as  football,  field  hockey,  basketball,  volleyball,  tennis,  track  and  softball  (as 
well  as  many  others)  are  still  enthusiastically  enjoyed  by  our  students. 

The  Health  Program  continues  to  be  challenged  to  remain  up-to-date  with  so  many  new  areas  of  change 
taking  place  in  the  health  field. 

The  systemwide  Health  Program  addresses  a  full  approach  to  the  chief  areas  of  concern  during  each 
current  school  year,  and,  as  in  the  past  at  the  junior  high  level,  such  units  as  First  Aid,  Nutrition,  Fitness, 
Drugs,  and  AIDS  received  the  most  emphasis. 

Working  with  a  limited  number  of  classes,  and  these  often  being  missed  due  to  Articulation  Days,  In- 
service  Meetings,  team  and  subject  field  trips,  Guidance  testing,  Music  rehearsals  and  assemblies,  our 
students  are  required  to  work  very  hard  to  complete  the  curriculum. 

This  is  a  difficult  task  for  both  students  and  teachers,  and  they  must  work  in  a  co-operative  effort  in  order 
to  achieve  this  goal. 

STUDENT  SERVICES 

The  counselors  registered  60  new  students: 

23  in  grade  6, 

24  in  grade  7,  and 
13  in  grade  8. 

There  were  63  students  who  transferred  out  of  the  system: 

30  from  grade  6, 

24  from  grade  7,  and 
9  from  grade  8. 

The  Student  Services  Department  continues  to  upgrade  the  5th  grade  orientation  program  to  the  junior 
high  school.  The  program  incorporates  a  video  of  the  school  highlighting  the  programs  and  showing  6th 
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grade  students  in  classes  going  through  a  regular  school  day.  The  video  was  updated  by  Mr.  John 
Tolman,  the  audio  visual  specialist  from  Norwood  High  School,  and  will  be  updated  next  year. 
Orientation  includes  a  tour  of  the  building  and  a  classroom  visitation.  We  believe  this  greatly  assists  the 
5th  graders  in  their  transition  from  the  elementary  schools  to  the  junior  high.  The  counselors  follow  up 
this  program  with  a  visit  to  each  elementary  school  to  answer  questions  from  the  5th  graders.  Fifth  grade 
teachers  meet  with  the  counselors  to  share  information  that  will  assist  the  counselors  in  their  work  with 
the  students. 

The  California  Achievement  Tests  and  the  Test  of  Cognitive  Skills  were  administered  to  students  in 
grades  6  and  7  from  October  17-28.  October  27  was  a  make-up  day  for  students  who  missed  the  Test  of 
Cognitive  Skills  or  one  or  two  subtests.  The  tests  were  administered  to  grade  7  students  in  the  cafeteria, 
language  laboratory  and  the  IMC(library).  Sixth  grade  teachers  administered  the  tests  in  their 
classrooms.  The  students  were  very  cooperative.  Results  were  explained  to  the  students  by  the 
counselors. 

Mr.  John  Hartshorn  continues  to  represent  the  department  on  the  Faculty  Advisory  Board.  Mr.  Richard 
Dunn  continues  to  represent  the  junior  high  school  on  the  Board  of  the  Alcohol  and  Drug  Education 
Consortium  which  meets  bi-monthly  at  NORCAP.  The  entire  department  attended  several  workshops. 
The  Citizen  of  the  Month  Program,  chaired  by  Mr.  Maher,  is  in  its  fourth  year  of  recognizing  students  for 
their  involvement  in,  and  commitment  to,  excellence.  Mr.  Maher  also  served  on  the  School  Department 
Technology  Advisory  Committee. 

Mrs.  Regan  was  assigned  to  the  Business  Department  at  Norwood  High  School  this  year.  The 
department  is  presently  staffed  by  three  counselors. 

Programming  for  the  95-96  school  year  began  with  the  January  17  Student  Services  Department  Night 
presentation  to  parents,  meetings  with  5th  grade  teachers,  assemblies  with  6th,  7th,  and  8th  grade 
students  and  individual  conferences  with  each  student  completed  the  schedule. 

The  counselors  have  met  throughout  the  year  with  individual  students  to  review  both  progress  reports 
and  term  grades.  Individual  meetings  with  parents,  counselors  from  outside  agencies,  and  case  workers 
from  the  Department  of  Social  Services  have  been  ongoing.  Daily  homework  sheets,  weekly  progress 
reports,  and  arranging  for  parent  meetings  with  teachers  were  continuous. 

Professional  development  programs  offered  by  the  Norfolk  County  District  Attorney's  Office  under  the 
Consortium  for  the  Prevention  of  Substance  Abuse  were  attended  by  the  department  members.  The  first 
program  was  entitled  "Violence  Prevention:  Creating  a  Healthy  School  Atmosphere"  and  the  second  was 
entitled  "Conflict  Resolution". 

On  November  1,  a  presentation  was  arranged  for  our  eighth  grade  students  to  hear  about  course  offerings 
at  Blue  Hills  Regional  Vocational  High  School.  Students  interested  in  their  programs  toured  Blue  Hills 
on  January  26.  The  guidance  counselors  from  Norwood  High  School  met  with  the  8th  grade  students  at 
the  junior  high  on  February  8  to  discuss  curriculum  and  course  offerings  available  at  Norwood  High 
School.  The  students  went  to  the  high  school  on  June  9  for  an  orientation  program. 

A  counseling  group  for  students  utilizing  behavior  modification  techniques  was  established  in 
cooperation  with  Cutler  Clinic.  Dr.  Steven  Feinberg,  psychologist,  and  Mr.  Maher  directed  the  group. 

Mr.  Dunn  and  Mr.  Hartshorn  administered  and  proctored  both  the  National  French  Exam  and  the 
National  Spanish  Exam. 
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The  major  goal  of  the  department  is  to  continue  to  encourage  each  student  to  perform  to  his  highest 
capability,  to  accept  themselves  and  to  appreciate  the  differences  in  their  schoolmates. 

SEARCH 

During  the  1994-1995  school  year  the  SEARCH  program,  under  the  direction  of  Ms.  Mary  Splaine  and 
Ms.  Nancy  Roberts,  continued  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  gifted  and  talented  students.  Students  in  the 
program  are  exposed  to  a  variety  of  creative  and  divergent  thinking  strategies  through  the  use  of  open- 
ended  questions  and  activities. 

Students  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  program  visited  Williamsburg,  Virginia,  in  October  to  gain 
first-handed  knowledge  of  life  in  Colonial  America.  Their  impressive  projects  resulted  in  an  interesting 
and  informative  evening  for  their  families,  teachers  and  administrators.  The  students  also  thanked  Mr. 
Savage,  Mr.  Hemman,  Mrs.  Saltzberg  and  Mr.  Bergeron  for  their  support. 

Students  in  the  sixth  grade  began  to  acquire  more  advanced  research  skills  through  their  projects  on 
foreign  countries,  animals  and  space.  Each  group  then  held  an  evening  presentation  for  friends  and 
families  and  an  in-school  demonstration  for  all  sixth  graders  and  staff. 

Special  thanks  are  also  due  Mr.  Robert  Baker  of  the  Science  department  for  his  enthusiastic  support  and 
participation  in  the  SEARCH  program  during  Ms.  Roberts'  medical  leave. 

LIBRARY 

In  addition  to  the  usual  library  access  activities  for  all  6th,  7th  and  8th  graders,  I  also  met  all  eleven 
sections  of  sixth  graders  once  a  week,  with  few  exceptions,  from  September  through  May,  in  order  to 
instruct  them  and  to  provide  practice  in  proper  use  of  all  library  facilities.  Example  lessons  included: 
mapping  the  locations  of  various  subject  areas  in  the  IMC;  applying  the  Dewey  Decimal  System  and  the 
card  catalog;  using  encyclopedias,  periodicals  and  reference  books;  and  experiencing  audio  attention 
exercises  which  used  musical  and  biographical  materials.  We  piloted  the  use  of  the  electronic  magazine 
retrieval  system  (EBSCO).  The  continued  use  of  Grolier's  Electronic  Encyclopedia  via  two  Macintosh 
computer  terminals  was  constant.  The  program  to  give  practice  in  running  the  library  served  twenty-five 
volunteers. 

Coordinating  with  the  eighth  grade  Social  Studies  Department  in  a  study  unit  about  slavery,  I  engaged 
Marcia  Estabrook  to  portray  Ellen  Craft  who  escaped  bondage  to  her  freedom.  Another  coordination  was 
with  the  Art  Department  by  engaging  Larry  White,  a  cartoonist.  These  presentations  took  place  in  the 
IMC.  Plans  to  present  Regina  Laskowski  before  the  end  of  this  term  will  tie  in  with  the  multicultural 
program  activities.  She  will  demonstrate  Polish  dancing  and  folk  art.  Partial  funding  for  these  projects 
has  come  from  my  sponsorship  of  a  book  fair. 

CONCLUSION 

The  daily  Silent  Reading  Program  continued  this  year.  Every  morning  students  and  staff  read  for  twenty- 
five  minutes.  This  relaxing  and  enjoyable  program  sets  a  positive  tone  for  the  day,  as  well  as  giving 
students  and  staff  an  opportunity  to  read  for  pleasure. 

This  year  also  brought  one  retirement.  Richard  Esper,  a  member  of  the  professional  staff  of  the  system 
since  1971,  closed  out  a  long  and  distinguished  career  in  our  town. 
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In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  James  R.  Savage,  Interim  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Mr.  Roderick  Smith, 
Assistant  Superintendent,  and  the  entire  Central  Administration  staff  for  their  continual  support  and 
assistance.

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SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 
ANNUAL  REPORT 
1994-1995 


In  September,  1994,  a  total  of  953  students  reported  for  classes  the  first  day  of  school.  Again,  we  opened 
before  Labor  Day  and  it  proved  to  be  a  smooth  beginning.  Attendance  for  the  first  three  days  was 
normal,  and  as  in  1993,  students  and  staff  responded  to  the  early  start  in  a  very  positive  manner. 

We  continue  to  review  the  recommendations  of  the  NEASC  evaluation  team  and  prepared  to  submit 
another  progress  report  to  the  association.  The  report  highlighted  progress  made  in  regard  to 
recommendations  presented  in  1989.  Department  chairs,  staff  members  and  administrators  were  asked  to 
look  at  all  recommendations  and  update  the  progress  taking  place  within  the  last  year. 

Our  S.A.T.  verbal  mean  score  for  1994  was  425;  the  Math  mean  was  498.  We  had  a  participation  rate  of 
78%  because  our  educational  philosophy  continues  to  be  to  encourage  students  to  challenge  every 
opportunity.  We  continued  to  offer  the  S.A.T.  review  course  in  the  adult  education  evening  school  for 
the  benefit  of  our  students. 

In  September,  the  administration  again  sponsored  a  "New  Beginning"  night  for  ninth  grade  parents.  This 
was  an  attempt  to  provide  an  orientation  for  parents  and  describe  the  rules  and  regulations  at  the  high 
school  as  well  as  provide  an  overview  for  activities  that  are  currently  offered  to  the  student  body. 

In  October,  the  P.T.A.  sponsored  two  parent/teacher  conferences.  Letters  were  mailed  to  each 
parent/guardian  and  an  excellent  response  was  observed  on  the  nights  of  the  conferences.  The  P.T.A. 
also  continues  to  sponsor  the  Honors  Banquet  in  May.  They  awarded  two  scholarships  to  graduating 
seniors  and  they  continue  to  sponsor  the  Academic  Awards  Night.  They  honored  members  of  the 
teaching  staff  during  National  Education  Week  and  continue  to  be  an  active,  concerned,  vibrant  group 
assisting  the  administration  with  the  operation  of  our  school. 

The  School  Council  continues  to  be  a  viable  force  in  implementing  the  school  improvement  plan.  The 
number  one  priority  was  to  support  the  Principal  in  the  implementation  of  a  new  administrative 
reorganization,  "The  Dean  Plan."  Deans  to  be  responsible  for  student  discipline,  class  activities  and 
teach  two  classes.  A  presentation  was  be  made  to  the  school  committee  to  seek  approval  for 
implementation  in  September,  1995. 

Curriculum  review  in  all  department  areas  continues  to  be  a  priority  in  line  with  the  curriculum 
frameworks  mandate.  Time  and  learning  has  also  been  discussed  relative  to  meeting  the  990  hour  state 
requirement.  In  September,  1995,  certain  changes  will  need  to  be  made  to  have  Norwood  High  School 
meet  the  new  requirement. 

Norwood  High  School  is  well-supported  by  the  community  and  continues  to  be  sensitive  to  their 
generosity. 


ART  DEPARTMENT 

After  twenty  years  of  having  the  end-of-the-year  display  in  the  window  of  Kline  s  Department  Store,  the 
department  began  what  will  hopefully  become  an  annual  event,  Gallery  95.  This  evening  of  art,  in 
cooperation  with  the  industrial  arts  department,  took  place  in  May  at  the  high  school  with  most  art 
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students  contributing  work  for  the  display.  Invitations  were  sent,  refreshments  were  served,  and  the 
evening  was  an  outstanding  success. 

Other  displays  which  showcased  student  work  on  a  regular  basis  took  place  in  the  school  and  in  the 
school  committee  room  at  the  Willett  School.  A  display  was  also  placed  at  the  annual  Norwood 
Scholarship  dinner,  held  this  year  at  Carla's. 

With  only  nine  entries  allowed,  the  high  school  was  fortunate  to  receive  recognition  for  seven 
student/artists  in  this  year's  Scholastic  Art  Awards  competition.  Receiving  honorable  mention  were  Julie 
Alden,  Karin  Goodfellow,  Georg  Pedersen,  and  Patti  Robinson.  A  Silver  Key  was  awarded  to  Patsy 
Brazell,  Donna  Seery  and  Anthony  Susi.  Anthony  Susi  also  received  a  Gold  Key,  and  Catherine  Hogan 
was  nominated  for  scholarship  consideration  for  her  portfolio. 

The  Art  Honor  Society  was  again  active  this  year  under  the  leadership  of  president  Joseph  Rabbitt  and 
vice  president/secretary  Sergio  Pinheiro.  Raising  money  with  monthly  bake  sales  and  the  selling  of  t- 
shirts  will  help  defray  the  cost  of  future  museum  field  trips.  The  membership  also  helped  decorate 
spoons  during  the  holidays,  which  helped  raise  money  for  Project  Bread.  New  members  this  year  are 
James  Abom,  Katherine  Aborn,  Michelle  Bradbury,  Paula  Bromwell,  Caitlin  Curran,  Christine  Cleary, 
Nicole  Dion,  Elizabeth  Froment,  Laura  Keegan,  Katherine  Lazarides,  Shawn  Prevoir,  Sarah  Rabbitt,  and 
Amanda  Russo. 

After  undergoing  a  fairly  intensive  application  process,  Donna  Seery  was  chosen  to  represent  Norwood 
High  School  in  the  annual  Art  All-State  weekend  which  took  place  during  May  in  Worcester.  Juniors 
from  throughout  the  state  met  to  work  on  and  discuss  art. 

At  the  annual  awards  assembly  in  June,  Patricia  Brazell  and  Rachel  Moores  were  recognized  by  the 
department  for  their  contributions  and  talent. 

Faculty  members  were  involved  in  a  number  of  professional  activities  this  year  dealing  with  computer 
graphics,  visiting  other  schools  to  view  "block  scheduling,"  workshops  and  meetings  concerned  with  the 
new  state  regulations  and  curriculum  guidelines,  and  taking  courses  to  become  more  familiar  with 
computers.  Art  teacher  Margo  Mancinelli  was  instrumental  in  establishing  a  crafts  fair  which  helps  to 
fund  the  post-prom  party  and  will  hopefully  contribute  monies  for  the  betterment  of  the  school  in  the 
future. 

The  department  aided  the  schools  in  displays  for  Student-of-the-Month  and  Unsung  Hero  awards,  t-shirt 
design  and  program  covers  for  the  post-prom  party,  participation  in  the  exhibit  for  the  superintendent's 
convention,  inscribing  awards  and  aiding  in  a  poster  contest  for  the  athletic  department,  inscribing 
awards  for  the  administration,  and  assisting  with  illustration  for  the  school  newspaper. 

Quite  a  number  of  entries  were  sent  to  the  South  Shore  Alliance  for  the  Handicapped  poster  contest  this 
year.  Poster  were  also  made  for  the  annual  South  Norwood  Association  dinner  dance.  Art  entries  were 
sent  for  publication  in  "21st  Century"  -  a  New  England  high  school  publication.  A  mural  was  painted  for 
the  4th  of  July  parade  for  the  historical  society. 

Advanced  students  drew  "outdoors"  in  the  fall.  Many  were  involved  in  painting  murals  to  decorate  walls 
in  the  school.  This  year,  thanks  to  the  generosity  of  English  teacher  Walter  Peterson,  the  entire  advanced 
placement  class  went  through  the  lengthy  process  of  submitting  portfolios  to  the  Advanced  Placement 
Program,  which  is  part  of  the  College  Board  program  in  Princeton,  New  Jersey.  Slides  for  art  school 
applications  were  taken  by  faculty  members  for  approximately  a  dozen  students. 
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A  new  computer  with  printer  was  available  in  one  of  the  art  rooms  throughout  the  year,  enabling  teachers 
and  students  to  become  familiar  with  its  capabilities. 

Due  to  prohibitive  costs,  the  much-desired  move  of  the  department  to  the  Peabody  building  has  not 
occurred.  Cost  is  also  the  reason  for  the  elimination  of  the  Art  Honor  Society  next  year  as  well  as 
expansion  of  computer  graphics  in  the  curriculum. 

ENGLISH  DEPARTMENT 

This  year  the  English  Department  used  the  monthly  department  meetings  for  curriculum  presentations 
made  by  each  member  of  the  Department.  A  wide  variety  of  lesson  plans,  which  included  methods  and 
activities,  were  of  great  interest  and  use.  In  addition,  the  Department  discussed  the  changes  which  would 
need  to  be  made  in  order  to  fulfill  the  new  state-mandated  Language  Arts  Frameworks. 

In  September  all  freshmen  and  sophomores  were  given  grammar  diagnostic  testes  to  assess  their 
knowledge.  In  June  the  students  are  again  tested.  There  was  a  dramatic  increase  in  the  scores.  Grammar 
is  taught  in  both  years  with  emphasis  on  how  the  knowledge  will  help  students  become  better  writers. 

The  tests  on  summer  reading  are  also  given  in  September.  We  have  seen  a  definite  increase  in  the 
number  of  students  who  are  doing  the  reading.  Every  year  the  Department  adds  selection.  This  year  in 
March  we  invited  parents  and  other  interested  community  members  to  a  meeting  to  discuss  the  Summer 
Reading  List  and  to  give  suggestions  for  additions.  Many  excellent  works  were  suggested,  and  we  were 
able  to  add  ten  new  titles  for  the  1995  list.  In  addition,  one  parent  volunteered  to  prepare  a  test  for  a  new 
selection.  We  greatly  appreciated  the  input  from  the  parents  and  community. 

In  October  a  library  orientation  program  was  presented  to  all  freshmen.  This  program  acquainted  the 
students  with  the  lay  out  of  the  library  and  made  them  aware  of  the  variety  of  sources  which  the  library 
has. 

A  freshman  public  speaking  contest  was  held  in  November.  Over  fifty  students  participated  in  the 
preliminary  contest.  Seven  students  were  selected  as  finalists  and  presented  their  speeches  to  a 
freshman-class  assembly.  The  following  were  the  winners:  Joe  DaSilva;  second  place,  Gina-Marie 
Cummings;  third  place,  Wendy  Clement.  Each  was  presented  with  a  prize  and  a  trophy.  In  May  an 
essay  contest  was  held  for  each  grade.  The  winners,  who  were  presented  prizes  at  the  Final  Awards 
Assembly,  were  freshman  Robert  Miskell;  sophomore  Anne  Powell;  and  junior  Darlene  Parrino. 

The  Department  continues  to  find  the  mid-year  composition  exam  extremely  beneficial.  Teachers  are 
able  to  pinpoint  the  problems  an  entire  class  may  have  and  also  problems  a  specific  student  may  have. 
This  information  then  is  used  to  correct  the  errors. 

During  the  year  the  Department  discussed  the  need  for  a  writing  lab.  Mr.  Michael  Iwanowicz, 
Information  Technology  Manager,  attended  a  Department  meeting  to  hear  our  rationale  for  a  lab  and 
gave  us  a  positive  feeling  that  a  writing  lab  will  be  established  for  the  1995-1996  school  year.  Mr. 
Usevich  and  the  School  Council  have  also  supported  this  need.

HOME  ECONOMICS 

This  year  the  Home  Economics  program  consisted  of  five  classes  -  two  sections  of  Holiday 
Entertaining/Gourmet  Foods,  two  sections  of  Foreign  Foods/Regional  Foods,  and  one  section  of  Basic 
Foods  and  Meal  Planning.  The  total  enrollment  was  one  hundred  students,  fifty-eight  females  and  forty- 
two  males.  The  average  class  size  was  twenty.  As  in  the  past,  these  classes  have  remained  the  most 
popular  electives. 

Major  projects  this  year  that  involved  participation  from  all  classes  were  the  Michael  Gallahue 
Retirement  Party  and  the  Outstanding  Teacher  Reception. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  guest  speakers  came  to  some  classes  to  encourage  career  opportunities.  A 
few  1995  graduates  are  pursuing  a  major  in  Culinary  Arts  and  Hotel  and  Restaurant  Management. 

GUIDANCE  DEPARTMENT 
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The  Norwood  High  School  counseling  staff  has  six  full-time  counselors.  Students  are  assigned  on  an 
alphabetical  basis  to  each  counselor  and  remain  with  that  counselor  for  four  years.  It  is  the  intention  of 
the  counselors  that  a  growing  rapport  will  develop  between  each  student  and  counselor  so  that  by  grade 
twelve  students  will  be  ready  to  make  career  choices  that  are  challenging  and  productive. 

Various  evening  meetings  were  held  for  parents  and  students.  An  informational  evening  was  held  for  St. 
Catherine's  parents  in  October  at  St.  Catherine's  Elementary  School.  An  evening  meeting  was  held  in 
March  for  grade  eleven  families  to  assist  students  and  parents  in  good  post-high  school  planning.  Also, 
to  review  curriculum  offerings,  an  evening  meeting  was  held  in  January  for  grade  eight  parents. 
Regionally  planned  Higher  Education  Nights  were  held  at  Wayland  High  School  in  October  and  at 
Waltham  High  School  in  April.  The  Guidance  Department  provided  a  financial  aid  night  in  December 
for  senior  students  and  parents  and,  in  addition,  through  the  sponsorship  of  the  Education  Cooperative 
financial  aid  information  nights  were  held  at  Natick  High  School,  Dedham  High  School  and  Wellesley 
High  School  during  December  and  January. 

A  guidance  counselor  was  on  duty  in  the  counseling  center  twenty  nights  each  semester  of  the  year  to 
make  available  the  resources  in  the  department  for  all  citizens  in  the  community.  Any  interested  person 
could  call  the  counseling  center  for  an  appointment. 

The  Guidance  Department  has  available  numerous  references  describing  post-high  school  educational 
opportunities  and  occupational  information.  A  computer  information  system  is  located  in  the  counseling 
center  and  students  are  able  to  receive  instantaneously  computer-based  information  in  regard  to  the 
following:  relating  of  individual  interests  and  goals  with  appropriate  careers;  descriptions, 
bibliographies,  and  required  preparation  for  some  three  hundred  occupations;  lists  of  schools  which  offer 
a  course  of  instruction  at  a  specific  level  in  a  geographic  area;  lists  of  schools  which  offer  specific  varsity 
sports  areas;  lists  of  schools  which  offer  specified  support  facilities  for  handicapped  students;  and 
information  concerning  financial  aid  for  education  or  training  which  might  match  an  individual's  needs, 
abilities  and  preferences. 

In  March,  Jean  Tennihan  and  Lois  Lovely  from  Dedham  Savings  and  John  Woods  and  Michal  Bergeron 
from  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Department  conducted  the  1 1th  annual  Job  Seeking  Skills  Seminar  for 
seniors  anticipating  full-time  employment.  Topics  included  in  the  presentation  were  proper  completion 
of  an  employment  application  from,  preparation  of  a  resume,  techniques  in  conducting  a  successful  job 
search  and  tips  on  interviewing.  Several  mock  interviews  were  conducted  and  critiqued  by  the  group. 

Speakers  made  career  presentations  to  various  classes  in  the  home  economics,  business,  math,  social 
studies  and  science  departments. 

Through  collaborative  efforts  with  T.E.C.  (The  Education  Cooperative)  the  Guidance  Department 
coordinates  an  Executive  Internship  Program  in  which  students  are  afforded  an  opportunity  to  shadow  a 
professional  for  sixty  hours.  School-to-work  transition  programs  accommodate  students  in  the 
comprehensive  high  school,  the  alternative  classroom  and  those  with  special  needs.  A  variety  of  career 
areas  are  available  and  students  rotate  in  three  areas  a  year.  Next  year,  those  in  the  pilot  program  will 
receive  a  certificate  of  occupational  mastery  in  addition  to  a  high  school  diploma.  In  it  third  year,  this 
enrichment  program  provides  opportunities  for  students  to  study  Japanese,  Russian  Robotics, 
communications,  and  Biotechnology. 

Eighty  per  cent  of  the  class  of  1995  has  indicated  definite  plans  to  continue  their  education  after 
graduation.

Massachusetts  Common  Core  of  Learning.  Along  with  Mr.  Frost,  Mrs.  Joyce  Gleason  and  Mr.  William 
Neviackas  worked  on  the  Curriculum  Frameworks  Committee  for  the  eventual  implementation  of  the 
Massachusetts  Frameworks  and  also  the  MEAPS  test.  All  members  of  the  Science  department  were 
involved,  on  articulation  days,  with  the  development  of  a  vertical  science  curriculum  K-12.  Mr.  Thomas 
Burbridge  and  Mr.  William  Neviackas  attended  a  Science  Safety  workshop.  Mrs.  Joyce  Gleason 
attended  regular  meetings  of  the  Mass  Biology  Teacher  Roundtable  and  was  a  presenter  at  the  NSTA  and 
the  MASS  conventions. 

Two  new  teachers  were  added  to  the  department  to  replace  individuals  who  retired  or  transferred.  Mr. 
Bruce  McCullough  teaches  Biology  and  Mrs.  Diane  Cedrone  teaches  Earth  Science. 

At  the  annual  awards  assembly  74  underclass  students  received  achievement  awards  in  the  areas  of 
Biology,  Chemistry,  Earth  Science  and  Physics. 

The  Dino  Fiore  and  Everett  Leamard  Science  Awards  were  presented  to  graduating  seniors  Burak  Alsan 
and  Debbie  Fruci. 

MATHEMATICS  DEPARTMENT 

Paula  Decoste  completed  her  third  and  final  year  as  a  participant  in  the  Time  and  Transformations 
program  sponsored  by  the  Educational  Development  Corporation  of  Newton. 

Nancy  Tucker  and  Judy  Ross  participated  in  a  Smith  College  program  last  summer.  The  Future 
Scientists  and  Engineers  Workshop  was  one  week  long  and  designed  to  interest  female  students  in  math 
and  engineering. 

The  Math  Department  curriculum  was  restructured  for  subsequent  years.  Algebra  lx,  Algebra  ly, 
General  Math  2  and  General  Math  4  have  been  eliminated. 

All  math  students  have  been  increasingly  introduced  to  cooperative  learning  and  graphing  calculators  as 
the  teachers  move  toward  full  implementation  of  the  Massachusetts  Curriculum  Frameworks  in  Math. 

After  a  multiple-month  effort,  a  new  Algebra  1  text  has  been  selected  for  use  next  yea.  Combined  with 
course  elimination,  this  text  selection  will  help  the  department  achieve  Frameworks  and  Standards  goals. 

The  math  staff  supervised  one  full-time  practicum  student  from  Boston  College.  Jen  Oris  completed  her 
eight  weeks  working  most  closely  with  Mr.  Patrick  Murphy  and  Mr.  Thomas  Sanford.  Two  other  Boston 
College  students  served  their  pre-practicum  in  the  Norwood  High  School  math  department.  Sue  Briggs 
and  Mike  Burke  were  in  the  high  school  every  Tuesday  for  an  entire  semester. 

Math  teachers  attended  numerous  conferences  during  the  year.  Conference  attendance  culminated  with 
the  National  Council  of  Teachers  of  Math  Annual  meeting  in  Boston  in  early  April.  Five  high  school 
math  teachers  attended  three  days  of  meetings,  seminars  and  exhibits.

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INDUSTRIAL  ARTS/TECHNOLOGY  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

Our  goals  this  year  have  only  partially  been  achieved.  Those  goals  included  implementation  of  the 
NEASC  recommendations,  curriculum  development,  upgrading  shop  facilities,  and  improving  public 
relations/awareness. 

The  NEASC  recommendations  concerning  technological  updating  course  content  and  awarding  college 
credit  to  some  courses  in  progress  -  limited  at  this  time  to  our  new  college  level  Computer  Aided 
Drawing  course  (CAD).  The  other  suggested  college  level  course  offerings  in  technical  drawing  and 
electronics  have  been  table  for  future  possible  consideration  along  with  the  issues  of  class  rank. 

The  new  CAD  course  required  appropriate  curriculum  materials  to  be  developed.  A  summer  workshop 
was  provided  and  Mr.  George  Shelton  developed  a  comprehensive  curriculum  package  centered  around 
the  software  program  Generic  CADD  by  Autodesk.  The  course  was  taught  in  the  school's  Macintosh 
computer  lab  and  an  adjoining  class  room  for  elated  instructional  activities.  Our  evaluations  indicate  we 
have  succeeded  in  providing  a  valuable  technology  oriented  pre-engineering  experience  for  our  students. 

The  upgrading  of  our  shop  facilities  was  enhanced  by  donations  from  industry,  the  general  citizenry  and 
the  reallocation  of  school  system  equipment.  Raytheon  Inc.  was  kind  enough  to  donate  a  very 
serviceable  10  inch  South  Band  lathe.  Not  only  does  this  increase  our  number  of  work  stations  but  it  also 
increases  the  "turning"  diameter  we  are  capable  of  cutting.  In  the  high  tech  area  we  received  a  donation 
from  the  public  of  a  Macintosh  SE/30  computer  and  from  within  the  school  system,  a  reallocation  of  the 
same.  Our  department  now  has  a  mini  lab  of  six  computers.  Through  normal  repair  and  replacement 
funding  we  were  also  able  to  replace  our  thirty  year  old  Pento  Box  Pan/Brake,  a  much  needed 
fundamental  sheet  metal  tool. 

We  concluded  the  year  in  a  joint  effort  with  the  Art  Department  to  promote  public  awareness  of  both 
departments  activities.  Named  Gallery  '95,  we  displayed  student  projects  of  both  a  personal  and 
production  nature  in  a  setting  reminiscent  of  a  professional  art  exhibition.  Items  of  interest  included  a 
full  size  desk,  coffee  table,  wooden  end  table,  wrought  iron/ceramic  occasional  table,  entertainment 
center,  weight  lifting  bench  and  accessories  and  a  reprint  of  the  Brinks  robbery  booklet  "High  Jinks  At 
Brinks."  The  many  compliments  received  was  a  gratifying  way  to  end  the  year. 

BUSINESS  DEPARTMENT 

In  October,  students  who  were  enrolled  in  our  Marketing  Education  program  attended  the  Massachusetts 
Distributive  Education  Clubs  of  America  State  Leadership  Conference  held  in  Marlboro. 

In  February  five  of  the  Marketing  Education  students  attended  the  Massachusetts  Distributive  Education 
Clubs  of  America  District  IV  Career  Development  Conference  held  at  the  Crowne  Plaza  Hotel  in 
Woburn,  Massachusetts.  Accompanying  the  students  was  Mrs.  Sue  Thomas,  teacher  and  interim  DECA 
Coordinator. 

The  three  students  who  won  awards  were  seniors  Gary  Wishansky,  Jaime  Kullich  and  Ann  Whitston.  To 
win  awards  student  competed  with  approximately  300  students  from  other  regional  high  schools.  These 
three  became  eligible  to  compete  at  the  state  conference  in  March. 

In  March  two  students  attended  the  State  Career  Development  Conference  held  at  the  Sea  Crest  Resort  in 
Falmouth,  Massachusetts.  Gary  Wishansky  competed  in  the  area  of  full  service  restaurant  management 
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and  Ann  Whitston  competed  in  the  vehicles  and  petroleum  marketing  competition.  Ann  won  a  third 
place  award  in  overall  competency  which  made  her  eligible  to  attend  the  National  DECA  Career 
Development  Conference. 

In  May  Ann  Whitston  attended  the  National  Distributive  Education  Clubs  of  America  Career 
Development  Conference  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri.  She  competed  with  approximately  10,000  students 
from  50  states,  as  well  as  Guam,  Puerto  Rico,  and  Canada.  Ann  Achieved  a  10th  place  finalists  award. 
Of  the  90  students  representing  Massachusetts,  19  achieved  semi-final  status,  and  10  were  finalists.  Ann 
is  the  first  student  from  Norwood  to  attend  a  DECA  national  convention. 

The  business  faculty  continued  to  engage  in  professional  development.  Mrs.  Diane  Regan  and  Mrs.  Sue 
Thomas  participated  in  software  training  at  the  Professional  Development  Group,  Inc.  in  Boston  and 
Framingham.  Mrs.  Regan  completed  two  graduate  courses  Microsoft  Works  as  a  Management  Tool 
given  by  Fitchburg  State  College.  Mrs.  Thomas  attended  a  computer  seminar  at  the  Sheraton  Tara  Hotel 
in  Randolph,  conducted  by  Apple,  Inc.  Mrs.  Regan  participated  in  Peer  Mediation  Training. 

Students  from  Mrs.  Regan's  keyboarding  classes  and  Mr.  Thomas'  software  survey  class  held  a  "Type"  in 
an  effort  to  raise  money  for  the  Leukemia  Society  of  America.  Students  obtained  pledges  of  money 
based  on  the  number  of  words  they  typed  in  3  minutes.  The  students  collected  a  total  of  $700.  Eight 
students  received  a  TYPE  t-shirt  for  collecting  of  $50  each  and  2  students  received  a  TYPE  sweat  shirt 
for  collecting  over  $100  each. 

For  the  second  year,  Mrs.  Thomas'  classes  collaborated  with  Miss  Christine  Focht,  Chair  of  the  Physical 
Education  Department,  in  producing  "FITNESSGRAMS"  for  all  physical  education  students  at  Norwood 
Senior  High  School.  This  required  computer  students  to  learn  a  PC  data  base  application  developed  by 
the  Cooper  institute  of  Aerobics. 

FOREIGN  LANGUAGE  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  1994-1995  school  year,  two  new  staff  members  joined  the  Foreign  Language  Department. 
Elaine  Fiorillo,  a  graduate  of  Tufts  University  and  Middlebury  College,  and  a  former  staff  member  at 
Junior  High  North,  taught  Spanish,  and  Stephen  Olbrys,  a  Providence  College  graduate,  taught  Lain.  We 
are  pleased  that  the  Latin  enrollment  has  increased  from  zero  in  1994  to  40  for  the  fall  of  1995.  We  also 
welcomed  Wendy  Solis,  a  student  from  Mexico. 

The  French  Club  was  very  active  this  year.  They  held  a  jewelry  sale  in  December,  and  visited  Quebec 
City  for  three  days  in  April  with  Mrs.  Pellissier  and  Ms.  Brown.  In  addition,  Ms.  Eastman  and  Mrs. 
Delaney  accompanied  several  students  to  Spain  in  April.  French  classes  joined  the  Alliance  Against 
Discrimination  for  an  international  Luncheon  in  April.  Also  in  April,  French  students  attended  a  bi¬ 
lingual  performance  of  Cyrano  de  Bergerac,  and  Spanish  classes  went  to  see  the  boston  Flamenco  Ballet, 
followed  by  lunch  at  Chili's.  The  Latin  class  visited  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts. 

In  the  area  of  professional  development,  Cheryl  Brown,  Cynthia  Eastman,  Elaine  Fiorillo,  and  Paula 
Pelaggi  attended  the  Massachusetts  Foreign  Language  Association  Annual  conference  in  Andover, 
Massachusetts.  Lucille  Brady  and  Cheryl  Brown  also  attended  a  workshop  for  teachers  in  Westboro. 

Ms.  Brown  also  served  as  a  consultant  for  Wheaton  College  in  May,  presenting  several  creative  ways  of 
using  the  Sony  Language  Lab.  Cynthia  Eastman  is  currently  enrolled  in  an  M.Ed.  Program  at 
Bridgewater  State  College,  and  Lucille  Brady  has  taken  courses  in  teaching  different  intelligences. 

Elaine  Fiorillo  attended  a  seminar  on  integrating  technology  in  the  Foreign  Language  classroom. 

Stephen  Olbrys  received  a  Masters  in  Classics  from  Tufts  University. 
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Classes  continued  to  make  extensive  use  of  the  Sony  Language  Lab.  We  added  a  multi-standard 
laserdisc  player  this  fall.  We  would  like  to  thank  our  lab  aide,  Heather  Dzialo,  for  her  excellent  work. 
Classes  also  participated  in  televised  interactive  foreign  language  broadcasts  through  MCET.  Several 
teachers  used  the  Macintosh  computer  which  was  added  tot  he  department,  preparing  tests  and 
organizing  activities,  as  well  as  learning  the  Class  Manager  grading  program.  We  look  forward  to 
adding  CD  ROM  technology  as  soon  as  possible. 

Several  students  took  the  French  or  Spanish  Achievement  Tests  with  Listening,  given  for  the  second  year 
in  our  Language  Lab.  Many  students  also  participated  in  the  National  French  and  Spanish  contests. 
Highest  scorers  in  French  were  Peneesh  Shah  and  Molly  Donohue,  who  ranked  sixth  and  eighth  in  the 
Eastern  Massachusetts  division  in  Level  2,  and  Debbie  Fruci,  ninth  in  Level  5.  In  Spanish,  George  Elias 
placed  first  in  the  state  and  second  in  the  national  in  Level  1  (Outside  Experience),  and  Maria  Cerquiera 
was  first  in  the  state  in  Level  2  (Outside  Experience).  Heather  Button  was  sixth  in  the  state  in  Level  3 
and  Molly  Donohue  placed  eighth  in  the  Advanced  Level.

The  Norwood  High  School  Library  accomplished  the  following  programs: 

LIBRARY  INSTRUCTION  -  Individualized  instruction  as  well  as  orientation  classes  for  all  freshmen 
and  workshops  for  all  sophomores;  specialized  instruction  for  all  grades  at  the  request  of  teachers. 

COMMUNICATION  WITH  STAFF  -  Bulletins  on  library  holdings,  new  additions,  gifts,  exhibits  and 
special  events. 

ADDITIONS  TO  BOOKS  AND  MAGAZINES  -  Suggestions  from  staff,  students  and  library  reviews; 
emphasis  on  books  in  Science,  Art,  Social  Studies  and  Professional  Library. 

COMPUTER-AIDED  RESEARCH  -  Inaugurated  the  computer  "port"  joining  Norwood  High  School 
with  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  affording  us  the  capacity  to  search  the  collections  of  the  Minuteman 
Network.  Instructional  workshops  for  Department  Chairs,  Administrators  and  Librarians  were  provided. 

AUDIO-VISUAL  COLLECTION  -  Expanded  use  of  Video  Encyclopedia  of  the  20th  Century;  added  to 
the  video  collection,  especially  in  the  social  studies  area. 

EXHIBITS  -  Commemorated  holidays,  celebrations,  gifts,  Black  History  Month,  Women's  History 
Month,  Earth  Day,  current  events,  emphasized  multiculturalism. 
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COMPUTER  SERVICES  -  Grolier's  Electronic  Encyclopedia  with  print-out  of  articles  augmented 
student  research. 

The  computerization  of  the  library  curriculum  makes  for  the  efficient  delivery  of  library  notices. 
HEALTH  AND  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  Health  and  Physical  Education  Department  continues  to  be  involved  in  constant  evaluation  and 
subsequent  curriculum  revision  whenever  needed. 

Physical  fitness  and  wellness  still  receives  major  emphasis  in  the  departments  curricular  efforts.  Once 
Again,  the  "FITNESSGRAM,"  a  health  related  fitness  test  was  administered  to  all  physical  education 
students.  This  test  provides  students  with  a  computerized  readout  with  compares  them  with  other 
students  throughout  the  nation.  In  addition,  it  also  provides  them  with  a  plan  for  improvement. 

The  interest  in  the  step  aerobics  elective  among  students  still  continues  to  grow.  In  addition  to  our 
existing  step  boards  and  exercise  mats,  we  purchased  36  sets  of  rubberized  hand  weights  to  add  an  even 
further  dimension  to  our  aerobic/step  program. 

Other  activities  that  were  conducted  in  conjunction  with  the  physical  education  department  are:  vision 
screening,  height  sand  weights,  postural  screening  for  freshmen  and  bus  evacuation  -  in  accordance  with 
state  mandate.  A  presentation  was  given  by  Sansone  Motors  concerning  safety  factors. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Education  Reform  Act  of  1993,  some  members  of  the  health  and  physical 
education  department  were  involved  in  the  Health  Frameworks  study  group.  This  group  reviewed  the 
health  education  content  standards  which  is  now  in  its  draft  form.  Comments  and  suggestions  were  then 
sent  to  the  state  department. 

CARDIOVASCULAR  RISK  SCREENING  PROGRAM  FOR  SENIORS  -  Students  were  tested  and 
learned  about  their  own  personal  risk  factors  for  heart  disease.  Those  students  with  high  blood  pressure 
and/or  elevated  cholesterol  levels  had  notes  sent  home  to  the  parents  with  the  school  nurse. 

THE  IMPROBABLE  PLAYERS  -  An  assembly  program,  performed  by  professional  actors,  was  held  for 
all  students  which  dealt  with  HIV  and  AIDS  and  the  various  risk  factors  associated  with  this  disease. 

DRINKING,  DRIVING  AND  THE  LAW  -  A  special  presentation  given  to  all  junior  health  classes  by 
officer  Peter  Kelly  of  the  Norwood  Police  Department. 

CPR  TRAINING  AND  CERTIFICATION  FOR  SENIORS  -  This  program  continues  to  be  highly 
successful.  This  year,  21 1  seniors  were  certified  through  the  American  Red  Cross. 

DOMESTIC  VIOLENCE  AND  ABUSE  PROGRAM  FOR  SOPHOMORES  -  Students  were  involved  in 
a  special  program  which  dealt  with  abuse  and  domestic  violence.  This  most  worthwhile  program  was 
sponsored  by  New  Hope  which  is  a  non-profit  organization. 

SPECIAL  NEEDS  STUDENTS  -  This  year,  two  more  students  with  significant  disabilities  were  included 
in  the  regular  health  classes.  The  health  teacher  and  the  special  education  teacher  from  the  T.E.C. 
Collaborative,  worked  together  in  creating  a  worthwhile  experience  for  all  of  the  students  involved. 
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PEER  MEDIATION/CONFLICT  RESOLUTION  -  One  of  our  departments  was  involved  in  training  and 
implementing  a  peer  mediation  program  for  students  at  the  high  school. 

NORWOOD  HIGH  SCHOOL  HEALTH  FAIR  -  This  highly  successful  event  was  held  in  the  gymnasium 
on  May  3,  1995.  Participants  included  the  Asthma  and  Allergy  Foundation,  Braintree  Hospital/Sports 
Medicine,  New  Hope,  skin  care  consultants,  Norwood  Hospital,  physical  therapy  and  sports 
rehabilitation,  Mr.  Frank  Civattone  world  champion  weight  lifer,  Tobacco  Control  Coalition  and  the 
Norfolk  County-Newton  Lung  Association. 

Throughout  the  school  year,  department  members  attended  conferences  and  meetings  sponsored  by  the 
following  organizations:  Massachusetts  Association  of  Health  and  Physical  Education  Recreation  & 
Dance  Conference,  Sex  Education  Conference,  Health  Frameworks  Implementation,  Substance 
Abuse/Impact  of  the  Media,  State  Department  of  Education  -  Frameworks  Focus  Group,  Cornell 
Conference  on  Drug/Alcohol  Peer  Education,  Tobacco  Control/Peer  Education,  U.S.A.  Level  Track  and 
Field  Certification,  Violence  in  the  Schools  and  Coaches  Conference  on  Conditioning  and  Weight 
Training. 

SOCIAL  STUDIES  DEPARTMENT 

In  September,  1994,  the  Spotlight  Program  began  at  Bentley  College.  Mrs.  Reilley,  once  again,  has  been 
active  in  recruiting,  planning,  participating  in  the  program,  and  arranging  transportation  for  Norwood 
Senior  High  School  students.  This  year,  twelve  student  benefitted  from  this  program.  Under  Mrs. 
Reilley's  supervision,  three  Norwood  students  also  participated  in  Law  Day  observances  at  the  Norfolk 
Superior  Court  arranged  by  the  Norfolk  Bar  Association. 

Mr.  MacDonough  served  as  a  moderator  for  the  TEC  Leadership  Group.  Six  students  participated  in 
their  program  entitled  "Making  A  Difference"  while  attending  workshops  at  Wellesley  and  Regis 
Colleges  and  the  JFK  Library.  As  a  culminating  activity,  they  created  and  presented  lessons  on 
multiculturalism  to  the  students  at  the  Cleveland  Elementary  School  in  May. 

This  year,  Norwood  High  School,  in  cooperation  with  Project  Harmony  of  Waitsfield,  Vermont,  hosted  a 
Russian  student  from  Siberia,  Anne  Fjedorova,  for  the  second  semester  of  the  school  year.  Mr. 
MacDonough  served  as  liaison  in  finding  an  "adoptive"  family  and  arranging  her  academic  schedule. 

In  October,  the  department  held  a  political  seminar  for  government  and  U.S.  History  classes  at  which 
four  prominent  members  of  the  community,  two  Republicans  and  two  Democrats,  delineated  their 
respective  party's  philosophy  and  fielded  questions  from  the  student  body.  The  department  is  greatful  to 
Attorney  Helen  Donohue,  Mr.  Michal  Bergergon,  Mr.  Timothy  McDonough  and  Mr.  Patrick  Mulvehill, 
for  their  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  education  of  our  students. 

Mid-term  exams  were  given  in  January,  1995,  and  were  evaluated  for  the  eighth  consecutive  year 
according  to  department  assessment  standards.  The  staff  continues  to  analyze  and  evaluated  the  results 
of  these  tests  with  respect  to  stated  goals  and  objectives  as  outlined  in  the  curriculum  guides  provided  for 
each  course. 

In  January,  Mr.  MacDonough  took  twenty-eight  seniors  to  Framingham  State  College  to  participate  in 
the  Massachusetts  State  History  Conference.  At  the  same  time  he  chaired  a  panel  discussion  on  German 
Reunification. 

In  February.  1995,  the  department  commemorated  Black  History  Month  by  presenting  an  assembly 
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featuring  Dr.  Holly  Carter,  Dean  and  Director  of  the  Office  of  Educational  Opportunity  Programs  at 
Northeastern  University.  Dr.  Carter's  theme  was  entitled  "The  importance  of  Education  For  All."  In 
addition  to  this  assembly,  a  video  contest  was  begun  in  which  students  created  films  on  the  history  and 
accomplishments  of  African-American  personalities  and  organizations.  Prizes  were  awarded  for  the  best 
projects  which  were  then  shown  on  cable  television.  The  art  department  and  the  library  cooperated  by 
providing  displays  throughout  the  building  relating  to  black  history. 

Again  this  year,  the  department,  in  its  efforts  to  encourage  students  to  take  an  active  interest  in 
government,  organized  a  Student  Town  Government  Day.  Prior  to  April  vacation,  junior,  sophomore, 
and  freshman  students  held  an  election  for  positions  in  town  government.  May  8,  1995,  was  designated  a 
Town  Government  Day,  and  students  who  had  won  office  or  who  had  received  an  appointed  position 
spent  the  day  with  their  respective  officials  gaining  insights  into  the  workings  of  town  government. 
Teachers  responsible  for  the  success  of  this  day  were  Mr.  Giles  Parker  and  Mr.  Thomas  Smelstor, 
members  of  the  Student  Town  Government  Day  Committee. 

This  spring,  the  department  held  a  number  of  test  to  determine  the  most  outstanding  scholars  currently 
studying  history  and  other  social  studies  courses.  The  winners  of  the  1995  history  awards  are:  Heather 
Button,  United  States  History  Medal;  Donald  Olivera,  American  History  Award;  Paul  Strigler, 
Sophomore  History  Award;  Peenesh  Shah,  Freshman  History  Award  and  Amy  Whitcher,  National 
Women's  History  Month  Essay  Contest. 

The  economics  classes  continue  to  participate  in  the  Junior  Achievement  Program,  under  the  able 
direction  of  Mr.  Giles  Parker.  This  year,  the  following  professionals  were  Junior  Achievement  Advisors: 
Mr.  David  Shea,  Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  and  Ms.  Lori  Hale,  Junior  Achievement  Coordinator. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  speakers  who  addressed  our  classes  during  the  school  year:  Alice  Salemme, 
Young  Mothers  Program;  Michael  Smeglin,  Forensic  Lab  Experiments;  Michal  Bergeron,  Norwood 
School  Committee;  David  Leland,  Esq.,  "Getting  Involved"  Activity;  Kathy  Rehl,  Tobacco  Control 
Commission;  Jim  Wells,  Deputy  Sheriff,  Norfolk  County  and  Tom  Ball,  Liberator  of  a  Concentration 
Camp-Holocaust  Discussion. 

Thirty-three  students  took  the  A.P.  test  in  American  History  and  eighteen  students  took  the  A.P.  test  in 
European  History,  a  significant  percentage  of  the  students  enrolled  in  these  courses  at  a  substantial 
increase  over  1994. 

The  department  hosted  several  observers  from  surrounding  colleges  and  universities  throughout  the  year. 
These  students  were  enriched  by  observing  many  of  the  professionals  in  the  social  studies  department. 
Students  from  Boston  College,  Boston  University,  and  Bridgewater  State  College,  taught  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Clifford,  Mr.  Shinnick,  Mr.  Smelstor,  Mr.  Parker,  and  Mr.  Toll. 

The  department  has  acquired  more  than  a  dozen  new  professional  videos  and  an  equal  number  of  new 
titles  for  the  library  to  augment  our  collection. 

Over  two  hundred  students  participated  in  field  trips  to  Dedham  District  Court,  the  Norfolk  House  of 
Correction,  and  tours  to  the  mansions  at  Newport,  Rhode  Island. 

On  Memorial  Day,  the  department  created  a  special  program  to  commemorate  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of 
the  ending  of  World  War  II.  Under  the  guidance  of  Ms.  Kimberly  Dunn,  thirty  of  her  students 
investigated  the  circumstances  surrounding  the  deaths  of  forty-two  Norwood  Senior  High  School 
graduates,  and  created  biographical  sketches  which  were  read  at  Memorial  Day  ceremonies.  Over  forty 
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relatives  accepted  invitations  to  attend  this  special  assembly. 

Several  teachers  brought  special  honor  to  the  department  this  year.  Mrs.  Margaret  Reilley  was  selected 
as  one  of  thirty  teachers  nationally  to  participate  in  Advanced  Training  Conference  on  Law-Related 
Education  in  Washington  D.C.  She  was  also  chosen  as  one  of  twenty-five  teachers  nationally  to 
participate  in  a  summer  institute  on  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  for  Master  Teachers,  to  be  held  in  the 
Capital.  She  concluded  her  two-year  term  as  President  of  the  South  Shore  Council  for  the  Social  Studies 
in  May. 

Mr.  Thomas  MacDonough  presented  two  seminars  on  the  Iranian  and  Turkish  Revolutions  at  the 
National  Council  for  the  Social  Studies  Conference  in  Phoenix,  Arizona,  in  November,  1994,  and  again 
at  the  Twenty-Sixth  Northeast  Regional  Conference  for  the  Social  Studies  in  Boston  in  March,  1995.  In 
March,  he  also  conducted  a  seminar  at  the  National  Honor  Society  State  Leadership  Conference  at  Holy 
Cross  College,  Worcester,  Massachusetts,  on  the  subject  of  the  Collapse  of  Communism  in  Russia.  He 
served  as  a  judge  for  the  Southeast  Regional  History  Day  and  Massachusetts  History  Day  contests.  In 
April,  he  was  elected  Vice  President  of  the  Massachusetts  Council  for  the  Social  Studies.  During  the 
spring,  Mr.  MacDonough  was  chosen  to  receive  the  Goldin  Foundation  Award  for  Excellence  in 
Education.  This  award  was  given  to  six  educators  from  over  2,500  teachers  in  the  thirteen-town  TEC 
region. 
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
